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Collier’s Junior Classics: A Completely 
New Selection of Outstanding Children’s 
Stories and Poems. Series ed.: Margaret 
E. Martignone; editor in chief: Louis 
Shores; Managing ed.: Harry R. Snow- 
den, Jr. 10v.

This completely new anthology of chil- 
dren’s literature contains over five hun- 
dred selections including 30 complete 
books and 150 stories, excerpts from fic- 
tion and nonfiction, hero tales, fairy tales 
and folktales, fables, myths, and poetry. 
The volumes have the following titles: 
ABC-GO, Once Upon a Time, Magic in the 
Air, Just Around the Corner, In Your 
Own Backyard, Gifts from the Past, Leg- 
ends of Long Ago, Roads to Greatness, 
Call of Adventure, and Harvest of Holi- 
days. 

Margaret E. Martignone, Associate Pro- 
fessor at Catholic University and former 
Superintendent of Work with Children 
at Brooklyn Public Library, is editor of 
the series, each volume of which is in- 
dependent and covers a different subject 
area and is separately indexed with a 


guide to related reading. Each is edited 
by an experienced children’s librarian. 
The anthology is designed for use by chil- 
dren from preschool to junior high school, 
the first volume planned for the youngest, 
the next four for the intermediate group, 
and the next four for more mature boys 
and girls. There has been no attempt at 
exact grading. The selections have all 
been judged by the editors as “true 
classics of juvenile literature.” 

The editor of each individual volume 
introduces the theme of her book; for 
example, Mary V. Gaver is responsible for 
Magic in the Air, Louise Galloway for 
Roads to Greatness, and Charlemae Rol- 
lins for Call of Adventure. Identical in 
each volume is the introduction by the 
series editor explaining the aims and pur- 
pose of the anthology. 

Miss Martignone states that the purpose 
of Collier’s Junior Classics is to introduce, 
boys and girls to the best literature writ- 
ten for them, to encourage them to be- 
come discriminating readers, and to moti- 
vate them to read the books from which 
the selections have been taken. The books 
are primarily intended for homes, partic- 
ularly those without access to a publft 
library, and they should have browsing 
value for libraries which do not have the 
material in individual volumes. Children 
in this age range much prefer to read in- 
dividual works rather than an anthology. 

Examination of the contents of the ten 
volumes shows that the first aim—that of 
introducing children to the best in chil- 
dren’s literature—has been achieved in 
the many selections of prose and poetry. 
For example, Once Upon a Time contains 
stories by such storytellers as the Grimm 
Brothers, Joseph Jacobs, Hans Christian 
Andersen, and Rudyard Kipling. There 
are eight fables from Aesop, five Jataka 
tales from India, folktales from 20 other 
countries, and five modern fairy tales. 
Harvest of Holidays contains carefully se- 
lected poems, stories, documents, and fac- 
tual material on 21 American national and 
religious holidays. There are magazine 
stories and chapters from full-length 
books. 

The other volumes maintain the high 
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standards of selection: the complete Alice’s 
Adventures in Wonderland, Mischief in 
Fez, King of the Golden River, selections 
from Don Quixote, Treasure Island, Tom 
Sawyer, Gulliver’s Travels, Captains Cou- 
rageous, Robin Hood, King Arthur, and 
Odysseus, excerpts from biographies of 21 
famous men and women from Michelan- 
gelo to Gandhi and from Mozart to Louis 
Armstrong. The index is the only guide 
to the biographies, since they are not ar- 
ranged chronologically, alphabetically, by 
occupation, or by country. 

There is no overall index to the set. 
Each volume contains its own title and 
author index. Additional reading sugges- 
tions are included in short notes at the 
end of each selection which in most cases 
also lists several different available edi- 
tions. Selections vary from a chapter of a 
book to the complete book so that children 
are stimulated at times to read the entire 
book and at other times to read other 
books suggested in the notes. The selec- 
tion for Lassie Come Home is the maga- 
zine story which Eric Knight later ex- 

anded into the full-length book. 

‘The illustrations are very uneven, the 
overall impression being an extravagant 
use of strong color. In the volumes 
planned for younger children the art work 
reprinted from the original books is the 
most successful. Even here the inking is 
often too heavy or the colors too strong so 
that the subtlety of the original drawings 
is lost. The new illustrations drawn ex- 
clusively for this set are not generally suc- 
cessful. For example, the artist for Once 
Upon a Time has a modern sophisticated 
approach that is often out of touch with 
both the folktale being illustrated and the 
country from which it comes. Photographs 
are combined with drawings in the holi- 
day volume. 

Paper and print are satisfactory, and the 
set is well bound. However, each volume 
is bound so tightly it will not lie flat. 

Collier’s Junior Classics is an anthology 
of some ef the best traditional and popular 
stories and poems for children, carefully 
selected by experienced children’s librar- 
ians. Though generously illustrated, the 


illustrations are not of the same high 
quality as the selections. The set is rec- 
ommended for home use where the selec- 
tion should tempt children to read further 
and should stimulate parents to buy sug- 
gested additional titles. 


Standard Encyclopedia of the World’s 
Oceans and Islands. Ed. by Anthony 
Huxley. New York, G. P. Putnam’s Sons,

More distinguished forlits readable style 
and illustrations than for its encyclopedic 
approach, this series of Short articles on 
350 of the major oceans, seas, islands, 
capes, straits, canals, and bays, described 
as the first of its kind, is edited by An- 
thony Huxley, son of Sir Julian“Huxley. 
Educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
he worked on Operational Research with 
the Royal Air Force, then for the British 
Overseas Airways Corporation before en- 
tering the publishing field. He has written 
several books and articles in his special 
field of interest, botany. Among the book’s 
31 contributors are Patrick Anderson, 
Geoffrey Grigson, Sir Harry Luke, Rich- 
ard Scott, and Francis Watson. More than 
half the contributors also wrote articles 
for the companion to this volume, Stand- 
ard Encyclopedia of the World’s Moun-- 
tains (see The Booklist and Subscription 
Books Bulletin, July 15, 1963). z 

A nine-page essay, “Land and Sea,” de- 
scribes the evolution of seas and land 
masses, the formation of islands, subma- 
rine topography, and the nature of the 
ocean, much of this-information having 
been acquired during the International 
Geophysical Year (1959-60). This is fol- 


. lowed by ten pages of green-and-white 


reference maps, the green representing the 
bodies of water and the white, land. A 
separate scale on each map indicates the 
depths of water ranging from 600 to 18,000 
feet, shown by varying the intensity of 
the green coloring. 

The main section, “Ihe World’s Oceans 


‘and Islands,” some of it previously pub- 


lished in other sources, gives for each of 
the 350 alphabetically arranged geographic 
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areas, a brief definition, location, dimen- 
sion or depth in varying degrees of full- 
ness, and a key to its location in the map 
section. Pronunciation is not given. The 
unsigned articles vary in length from ap- 
proximately 120 words to 1,350, the major- 
ity being about 500 words. 

Well-written in travelog style, the arti- 
cles give interesting facts about the geo- 
graphical body’s historical importance, its 
explorers, and its physical characteristics. 
Flora and fauna, principal products, and 
industries are given for the islands, and 
for the seas, the bon creatures and other 
distinctive charatteristics are described. 
Nearly one hundred illustrations in this 
section include 16 excellent unnumbered 
color plates and some monochrome photo- 
graphs. ‘ 

Some inconsistencies were noted in the 
information given. Depth is cited for 
some seas and bays, not for others. Di- 
mensions or area is given for some islands, 
not for others. Locations are given in 
varying degrees of fullness. 

A separate gazetteer gives very briefly 
in from 10 to 25 words the location and 
principal details of some two thousand 
oceanic features not discussed in the main 
section, Map citation is not included. 
These might well have been incorporated 
into the main body of the text. 

The analytical Index to articles, ga- 
zetteer, and some but not all illustrations 
includes a few personal names mentioned 
in the text but has enough inconsistencies 
and omissions to be misleading. 

The articles in the encyclopedia are con- 
siderably longer than those entries in 
Webster’s Geographic Dictionary and, in 
most instances, than in the Columbia Lip- 
pincott Gazetteer of the World, and the 
style of writing is more interesting than 
the abbreviated form used in those two 
reference works. The area or size given 
for each feature is the same as that in 
Columbia but frequently varies with 
Webster’s and Collier’s Encyclopedia in 
this respect. Figures in the encyclopedia 
are undated and without source, more 
nearly approximating but not identical to 
those in the World Almanac. The histori- 
cal facts are essentially the same in all 


three works. 

The format is good. The photographs 
are very clear and appropriate, the color 
plates on slick paper being particularly 
attractive. 

The Standard Encyclopedia 
World’s Oceans and Islands achieves its 
purpose to “add to the reader’s knowl- 
edge of the myriad fascinating aspects of 
the world’s oceans and islands.” The arti- 
cles, written in an interesting travelog 
style, are good for browsing. However, the 
inconsistencies in information and index- 
ing, the availability of much of the infor- 
mation in standard encyclopedias and in 
more complete geographical sources, and 
the Jack of pronunciation and citation to 
latitude and longitude do not warrant its 
use as a reference source. Not recom- 


mended.

The dictionary is specifically prepared 
to accompany, supplement, complement, 
and be consistent with The World Book 
Encyclopedia (see The Booklist and Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, June 15, 1959). 
Thus it omits such encyclopedic informa- 
tion as biographical and geographical en- 
tries, includes only names and simple defi- 
nitions (but not taxonomy of plants and 
animals), and gains space for meanings, 
usage notes, word history, and illustrated 
phrases and sentences. 

Designed for the entire family, it in- 
cludes what the editors believe to be the 
180,000 most important, most frequently 
used words in the English language, 20,000 
of them new to the language within the 
last decade. 

Latest and largest to be added to the 


Thorndike-Barnhart dictionary series, it

follows the original policies of the Edi- 
torial Committee formed to apply linguis- 
tic principles to the Thorndike school dic- 
tionaries in 1935. Briefly these policies 
encompass the application of statistical 
methods, the theories of the psychology of 
learning, and modern linguistic scholar- 
ship to lexicography so that a dictionary 
may be cast in a form best meeting the 
needs of the young learner at the age for 
which the dictionary is developed. Selec- 
tion, definition, and format are designed to 
help him quickly learn the meaning, spell- 
ing, and pronunciation of any word he 
needs to read, write, or speak and to fit 
him to make proper use of a dictionary for 
adults in due time. 

It has been compiled with the assistance 
of an International Editorial Advisory 
Committee of 50 members, one third from 
abroad, under the chairmanship of W. 
Cabell Greet. Also listed are 18 consulting 
editors, 11 manuscript readers, an editorial 
staff, and 144 special consultants. Among 
the committee and consulting editors are 
Margaret M. Bryant, Samuel I. Hayakawa, 
Hans Kurath, and Porter G. Perrin. 

“‘“saqgong the special consultants are Morris 
Fishbein for biological sciences, H. J. 
Eysenck for psychiatry and psychology, 
Stanley Kunitz for literature and prosody, 
Dore Schary for motion pictures, James O. 
Urmson for philosophy and logic, and 
Allan Villiers for ships and shipping. The 
manuscript readers are language special- 
ists with experience in editing. 

The Preface states that the Ozford 
English Dictionary and the ten-volume 
Century Dictionary have been freely used 
as a source of the basic vocabulary of the 
English-speaking world. These have been 
brought up to date with information col- 
lected from quotations in contemporary 
periodicals, newspapers, learned journals, 
and books in an effort to secure a repre- 
sentative cross section of current use. 

The main-entry word in the dictionary 
proper is in boldface type. In one alpha- 
betical arrangement are entries for single 
words, compound words, phrases, abbre- 
viations, prefixes, suffixes, and combining 
forms. The main entry is developed in 
this order: syllabication and pronuncia-

tion, spelling variants, part of speech, in- 


flected forms, definitions (organized and 
numbered by frequency of use with the 
commonest meaning first), illustrative 
sentences or phrases, idioms, derivatives, 
etymologies, synonyms and antonyms, and 
usage notes. Synonyms and antonyms are 
numbered if necessary to correspond with 
the appropriate definition. In the interests 
of clarity the etymologies contain no ab- 
breviations. Syllabication is clearly indi- 
cated by use of the centered period. ` 
The pronunciation key is an adaptation 
of the International Phonetic Alphabet, 
intended to record English as it is cur- 
rently spoken. Random sampling justifies 
the editors’ claim that pronunciations rep- 
resented are those now in use among 
educated speakers of English, primarily 
in the United States and, in most in- 
stances, in Canada. Flexibility is allowed 
by indications of alternative and restric- 
tively labeled pronunciations. Alternative 
pronunciations are not listed in preferred 
order, but in order of frequency of use as 
determined by the opinion of the editors. 
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Inflected forms are entered when there 
is an irregularity of spelling or form. Il- 
lustrative sentences or phrases, some of 
them direct quotations, often providing 
varying degrees of complexity and matur- 
ity of language use for the same entry, are 
freely interspersed in italics. Since quota- 
tions are only briefly identified by source, 
e.g., New Yorker, but not by date of pub- 
lication, they are of little assistance in lo- 
cating the original. ` 

Usage notes, identified by a boldface 
arrow, are frequent and explain subtleties 
of use and grammar in written, spoken, 
regional, and historic perspective. The 
` following labels to denote restrictive 
meaning, spelling, and/or pronunciation 
are used when appropriate: slang; in- 
formal; poetic; dialect; British; Scottish; 
U.S., ete.; archaic; obsolete; trademark; 
and professional (e.g, law). These are 
fully explained in a prefatory section, 
“How To Get the Most Out of The World 
Book Encyclopedia Dictionary.” Vulgar or 
obscene words or connotations seem to 
have been omitted. Representative lists 
of words are given under some prefixes, 
eg, non and un, with explanations of 
usage for these and similar prefixes. 

Random checking of the entries for 
words in the vocabulary inventories for 
grades 4 and 5 (in a prefatory section) 
substantiates the publisher’s claim that 
the words are treated in accordance with 
the age at which a person first encounters 
them. The first definition given for these 
words seems to be simply expressed. 
However, the overall plan of the diction- 
ary prevents these entries from appearing 
condescending or oversimplified, for all 
entries may be comparatively easily 
scanned for as much or as little detail as 
the user is ready to assimilate. 

A sampling of the number of entries on 
a page indicates the accuracy of the pub- 
lishers’ claim of 180,000 entries provided 
each boldface entry, plus its inflections, 
compounds, and phrase forms, is counted. 
‘Representation of current terms and of 
abbreviations is excellent. 

Pages 13-96 in volume one comprise 
sections on (1) How To Get the Most Out 
of The World Book Encyclopedia Diction- 


ary; (2) Using The World Book Encyclo- 
pedia Dictionary To Build Your Vocabu- 
lary; (3) How To Write; (4) A Handbook 
of Usage; (5) Common Spellings of Eng- 
lish (repeated in volume two); and (6) 
Key to Pronunciation (repeated at the end 
of volume one and in front and back of 
volume two). The vocabulary-building 
section includes vocabulary inventories, 
tests and answers, of 100 words each, for 
grades 4 through 12 and for college level. 
These six sections are clearly and inter- 
estingly written, providing useful and ac- 
curate information in a concise and non- 
hortatory style. They should be of value 
to teachers, to parents, and to students 
capable of independent study. Each vol- 
ume has a table of contents for both 
volumes, 

The volumes are attractively and dur- 
ably bound in white, dark green, and-gold. 
The paper is dull finish and opaque, and 
the print is readable. There are three 
columns per page with first and last entry 
words as running heads at the upper left 
and right of each page. A short, two-line 
pronunciation key is at the bottom of each 
right-hand page. The publishers clgjat 
more than 2,000 illustrations. These are 
simple line drawings, clearly reproduced 
and usually from one to three inches high 
and no more than one column wide. At 
the beginning of each letter of the alpha- 
bet appear for that letter the correspond- 
ing symbols of the alphabets of the pre- 
Roman era. The volumes are not thumb 
indexed. 

The dictionary is very attractive, easy 
to use, and responsibly edited. Its division 
into two volumes should lengthen its 
physical life and theoretically allow two 
users simultaneous access to it, although 
consultation of two volumes can be an in- 
convenience for one user searching many 
entries. Granting the validity of Thorn- 
dike principles and the need for a diction- 
ary with a scope between the existing 
one-volume graded dictionaries and the 
unabridged dictionaries, The World Book 
Encyclopedia Dictionary should serve to 
meet this need. It is enhanced in use and 
motivating qualities by its six preliminary 
sections, by the carefully developed infor- 
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mation in each entry, and by its many il- 
lustrative quotations and usage notes. It 
can be used independently of the encyclo- 
pedia it supplements and complements. 
The dictionary is recommended for school, 
home, and library use.

Conflicting claims of the publisher make 
it difficult to evaluate this encyclopedia. 
Though each of its 20 volumes describes it 
as intended for high school students and 
promotional literature states that it is “ex- 
pressly for students in the junior and senior 
high schools,” correspondence from the 
publisher states that it is intended for 
grades six through junior high school and 
is a continuation of the Golden Book En- 
cyclopedia for grades three to five. The title 
is also confusing for the front cover and 
spine bear the title The Golden High School 
Encyclopedia, while the double~-spread 
title page reads The Golden Home and 
High School Encyclopedia. 

Virginia S. Thatcher, editor in chief, 
holds a B.S. degree in editing and pub- 
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ect consultant. 

The publisher states there “are thou- 
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reviewed by experts.” Of the 168 contribu- 
tors and consultants, briefly identified by 
degrees and affiliations, about half are 
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This set, three-column pages in small 
type, consists of 19 split-letter volumes 
requiring consulting two volumes to find 
some subjects.

, . torical maps, a map index, listings of the 


` largest cities of the world, areas of world 
countries, color pictures of the various na-

-~ Information from the publisher indi- 
cates and examination verifies that ap- 
proximately 40 per cent of the entries is 
devoted to science, 33 per cent to social 
science, 20 per cent to biography, and 7 
per cent to arts and literature. As a basis 
for selection of material to be included in 
The Golden Home and High School En- 
cyclopedia, a list was compiled of all en- 
tries in .The World Book Encyclopedia, 
Britannica Junior, Compton’s Pictured 
Encyclopedia, and the American Educator 
Encyclopedia. Any entry-appearing in all 
four of these encyclopedias was automati- 
cally included in this new set. 

A comparison of The Golden Home and 
High School Encyclopedia with Britannica 
Junior and Colliers Encyclopedia re- 
vealed that articles in Golden High School 
were generally briefer and more concise 
than those in the ‘other two; 446 pages 
were devoted to the A~BUD section while 
Britannica Junior had 898 pages and Col- 
liers 2,804 pages in the same part of the 
alphabet. As a rule The Golden Home and 
High School Encyclopedia does not pro- 


vide sufficient information for students of 
today who need more material and better 
coverage than is found in its many brief, 
definition-like articles. 

The majority of articles checked in 
Golden High School are written for the 
upper elementary and junior high school 
grades. However, for articles such as 
Drama, Expressionism, Short Stories, 
Thermonuclear Reaction, the grade level 
is senior high. 

Many entries are more like definitions 
than encyclopedia articles; there are many, 
not always logical, but extremely specific. 
entries, e.g., Pneumonia, Polka, Pork. 

Many articles are too concise, seldom 
exceeding a page and more often less than: 
a column, e.g., not enough is told about 
antitrust laws to make them comprehen- 
sible. A comparison with several higher- 
priced encyclopedias indicates this set has 
much shorter articles, with some excep- 
tions. 

Information in The Golden Home and 
High School Encyclopedia is not always 
easy to locate, Play is drama only and not 
covered as an entry or indexed as an 
activity. Play and Drama have no cross- 
references from one to the other. 

One of the special features claimed by 
the editors is the large amount of career 
information included. Under articles that 
relate to occupations such as Fire Fight- 
ing, Insurance, Medicine, brief generalized 
information in chart form is given on the 
following points: Nature of Work; Per- 
sonal Factors—Abilities, Skills, Aptitudes; 
Education and Special Training; Work- 
ing Conditions—Income, Compared with 
Other Careers with Equal Training, Com- 
pared with Most Other Careers—Environ- 
ment—Other; Related Careers; Where to 
Find More Information. The set does not 
make clear that these charts are located 
under topical headings, how these careers 
were chosen for inclusion, or why they 
are not all indexed.

It is difficult to make comparisons with 
the Golden Book Encyclopedia and yet 
there are similarities and great differences. 
The set for the younger age group has 
much larger print, fewer and less concise 
articles, and many more cross-references 
at the end of each article. The sets are 
similar in that both emphasize science, 
articles rarely exceed a page, and the sets 
include extraneous information with color 
often misused, cluttered pictorial maps, 

- specific topics, but inadequate informa- 
tion, no pronunciation, and no signed arti- 
‘cles or bibliographies. While there are 
comparatively few see also references at 
the end of articles in the high school set 
‘see is often used when see also is meant. 
The usefulness of the Index is marred 
. by omissions, inaccurate alphabetizing, 
`  overindexing, and too small print to be 
- easily read. 
, The publisher’s claim that “the text 
'.is abundantly illustrated with full-color 
photographs and paintings” is substanti- 
ated by the fact that almost half of each 
page is illustration, much in full color. 
Some of the illustrations appeared in the 
‘' “Basic Science Education Series,” pub- 
lished by Row, Peterson and Company, 
1942, 1944. Others were taken from 
“Golden Books” published by Golden 
Press, 1949-1961. 
_ While some of the illustrations are ac- 
curate, many are small, blurry, and not 
clear enough to give sufficient detail to 
make them properly useful, e.g., “Pro- 
ducing Magnesium Chloride.” Quite a 
. number, regardless of subject matter, are 
in varying shades of a purplish-pink that 
are misleading, e.g., “Tempelhof Airport.” 
Some of the illustrations are not very 
` recent, eig., the one illustrating “Library.” 
: (The use of numerous illustrations in 
various true colors could have been an 
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outstanding feature.) Too often the pages 
are crowded with illustrations in four or 
five different shades of color making it 
difficult to follow the text and also giving 
a cluttered appearance. Maps are fre- 
quently too crowded to facilitate locating 
information. 

Each handsome volume is bound in 
sturdy, durable Goldencraft binding with 
blue and white legible letters. Each front 
cover is attractively illustrated with a 
brightly colored picture. 

The Golden Home and High School En- 
cyclopedia is a profusely illustrated at- 
tractively bound new set which, in spite 
of its title, is primarily meant for the 
upper elementary and junior high school 
age. It contains a great deal of information, 
but it needs careful re-editing. Because of 
the concise and often superficial treat- 
ment and lack of detail in many articles, 
serious omissions, the scattering of ma- 
terial in too many places to make it 
useful as an easy-to-use reference tool, 
the limitations and deficiencies of the 
Index, the mediocrity of many of the 
illustrations, and the lack of bibliographies 
and pronunciation guides, this set is not 
recommended for purchase for home or 
library use.

This dictionary for laymen is a product 
of the Tyndale Fellowship for Biblical Re- 
search, founded in 1945 to stimulate evan- 
gelic Biblical scholarship in Great Britain 
and elsewhere. The contributors, however, 
“have not been drawn exclusively, from 
the ranks of the Tyndale Fellowship,” end 
the consulting editors acknowledge 
debt to “the generous co-operation 
leagues in America, Europe, the Co 
wealth and other lands.” Incl 
editors named on the title page, 
contributors identifies 125 minis 








cal scholars, and specialists in related 
fields all of whom appear to be members 
of one of the Protestant denominations. 
The editors further acknowledge “the help 
of a number of younger scholars who are 
actively concerned with Near Eastern 
archaeology, and who have been able to 
present the later findings in a way that 
makes this work, among other things, an 
up-to-date handbook on this subject.” 
Not a revision of any older work, each 
of the 2,300 articles has been specially 
written for this volume. The intention has 
been to take full advantage of the con- 
siderable advances made in Biblical stud- 
ies in recent years, particularly in the 
realm of archaeology. Entries resemble 
those in other dictionaries of the Bible, 
e.g., persons and places, flora and fauna 
mentioned in the Bible are identified and 
described; ethical and religious concepts 
stemming from, the Bible are discussed; 
each book of the Bible is analyzed for con- 
tent, authorship, and significance; and the 
texts and versions of the Bible are ex- 
plained. Articles vary in length from 1% 
lines to 25 columns, the average length 
being slightly more than one column. 
The dictionary expresses in general a 
conservative theological point of view. The 
editors state that “no attempt has been 
made ... to impose a rigid uniformity 
upon the whole work or to exclude the 
occasional expression of different view- 
points.” However, these different points of 
view appear more often in the biblio- 
graphical references than in the text. 
What distinguishes this work from other 
similar volumes is the recency of much of 
the material, its extensive bibliographies, 
and its relatively fuller treatment of a 
smaller number of articles, e.g., it contains 
longer articles on broader topics than 
Harper’s Bible Dictionary (New York: 
Harper, 1952) or The Westminster Dic- 
ai of the Bible (Philadelphia: West- 
er, 1944). However, many cross-ref- 
erences are provided which effectively 
lead the reader to the proper entry.

The format is thoroughly satisfactory. 
Although the volume is heavy in weight 
the’ binding should stand up well under 
normal reference use; and the print, while 
small, is clear and easily read. 

For quick reference information, espe- 
cially for the layman, Harper’s Bible Dic- 
tionary will continue to satisfy most needs. 
However, because of the excellence of the 
illustrative material and because of the 
extensive bibliographies, The New Bible 
Dictionary will be useful as supplementary

Russian-English Dictionary of Modern 
Terms in Aeronautics and Rocketry. 
By Michael M. Konarski. New York, 
The Macmillan Co. for Pergamon Press, 
[c1962]. xi, 515p. plus three foldouts. 
illus. 24cm. cloth $30. 


Current terms in common use in the 
general fields of aeronautics and rocketry 
and in such interconnected fields as radio, 
electronics, meteorology, and aerial pho- 
tography are given in 14,667 numbered 
entries arranged by the Russian alphabet. 
Terms referring to obsolete and obsoles- 
cent equipment are not included, and its 
compiler, a civil aeronautical engineer and 
graduate of L’Ecole Nationale Supérieure 
de l’Aéronautique, Paris, makes no claim 
to exhaustive coverage. 

The main sources used in the compila- 
tion of the dictionary were Soviet scientific 
literature, the press, and selected diction- 
aries. For subjects like electronics, radio, 
and rocketry, English-Russian dictionaries 
compiled from American sources and pub- 
lished in the Soviet Union were used. 
Hence the terminological emphasis is 
American rather than British. 

The dictionary is in two parts. Part 1 
gives for each Russian term the English 


equivalent and, when necessary, the spe- 
cific area of subject pertinence, e.g., astro- 
navigation, air traffic control, compressor, 
and wind tunnel (these designated by 43 
different abbreviations). Russian entries 
consisting of a noun and one or more ad- 
jectives or a subordinate clause are listed 
under the noun. Following this list of 
terms are approximately six hundred Rus- 
sian abbreviations used in Soviet aviation 
with their equivalents and English transla- 
tion. The index of equivalent English 
terms, which may be used in some cases as 
an English-Russian dictionary, gives cita- 
tion to the numbered Russian entry or 
entries. Since there are occasionally as 
many as six citations, e.g., performance, 
and often as many as three, the user may 
experience some delay in finding the exact 
Russian term required. Also, the English 
equivalents are given exactly as they ap- 
pear in the Russian section, not being 
listed with the noun first, e.g., not antenna, 
closed, but closed antenna. When more 
than one English equivalent is given for a 
Russian term, each is listed in the English 
index. 

Among the inclusions in Part m are spe- 
cial sections of supplementary reference 
and conversion tables showing the Russian 
alphabet and Morse Code, air speed, cor- 
rections and Mach number (Soviet meth- 
od), ICAO standard atmosphere (Soviet 
equivalent), months, days of the week, 
and dates (Russian-English), and symbols 
used in the Soviet aeronautical literature 
(English equivalents), all invaluable in 
reading Russian technical material. There 
is also an alphabetical list of Russian terms 
contained in Part m and two folded graphs 
and a folded map of aeroflot routes. An 
asterisk placed against any numbered 
entry in Part 1 signifies that the term may 
be found in the relevant section of Part m, 
where its definitions, meaning, or explana- 
tion is given.

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Comparison with A. I. Smirnitsky’s 
Russian-English Dictionary (New York: 
Dutton, 1959) reveals that the coverage in 
Konarski, within the specializations repre- 
sented, is quite extensive and intensive. 
For example, Smirnitsky gives (in the 
field of aeronautics) one equivalent and 
one compound for antenna; Konarski gives 
one equivalent plus a total of 109 com- 
pounds, many of which are not simple or 
obvious. 

Two dictionaries in aeronautics and al- 
lied fields have been published recently 
in the United States: Gentle and Chapel, 
Aviation and Space Dictionary, 4th ed. 
(Los Angeles: Aero Publishers, 1961) and 
the U.S. National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration’s Aeronautical Dictionary 
by F. R. Davis (Washington, D.C.; Gov’t. 
Print. Off., 1959). Both of these contain 
fewer terms, NASA having between three 
and four thousand and Gentle, about ten 
thousand. Both, of course, include defini- 
tions, some illustrations, and cross-refer- 
ences, with NASA including some usage 





notes as well. In each are also some terms 
not appearing in Konarski. 

The main difference between the in- 
clusiveness of the NASA dictionary and 
Konarski is one of size. The difference 
between Gentle and Konarski is not so 
clear. Because of Konarski’s pattern of 
listing Russian terms under the noun and 
the English equivalents usually under 
the adjective, it is difficult to compare the 
two books. Gentle’s entries may be under 
noun or adjective. The difference between 
coverage of the two works may be at- 
tributable to Russian scientific emphasis, 
the fact that there are no Russian equiva- 
lents for some terms, qualities of the Rus- 
sian language, or editors’ opinions. In gen- 
eral Konarski includes more compound 
and adjective combinations than does 
Gentle. Each includes some common terms 
which the other omits. 

Konarski’s Russian-English Dictionary 
of Modern Terms in Aeronautics and 
Rocketry with its good type, paper, and 
format can be recommended for the spe-

Previous reviews of Compton’s Pictured 
Encyclopedia appeared in Subscription 
Books Bulletin for October 1932, January 
1935, July 1939, October 1943, October 
1947, January 1958, and April 15, 1959. 
Compton’s, following a policy of “con- 
tinuous building and reviewing,” annually 
adds to, rewrites, or revises its text. This 
review compares the 1963 edition with the 
1958 edition analyzed in The Booklist and 
Subscription Books Bulletin, April 15, 
1959, 

The editors state that Compton’s : is 
“prepared in the interests of children and 
young people.” The great bulk of the en- 
cyclopedia is planned “for easy use by the ` 
child or young person himself... to pro- 
vide the information needed at the par- 
ticular age and grade levels where the 
subject or interest usually arises.” Con- 
tent is based upon school courses and 
children’s interests at all ages. Other parts 
of the encyclopedia are planned particu- 
larly for adults “to be used in the interests 
of children” with material on such topics 
as child growth and development, schools, 
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vocations, and family life. The editors also 
suggest that the encyclopedia can be used 
with young children in a preschool readi- 
ness program and with retarded or non- 
readers whose ability to understand goes 
beyond their reading ability. 

Compton’s is arranged alphabetically 
with one or more complete letters covered 
in each volume, Each volume has two 
parts—the text and the Fact-Index. The 
text emphasizes broad comprehensive 
articles with cross-references within them 
to related topics. The Fact-Index pin- 
points all information on a given topic in 
the text of the set, enabling the user to 
locate a single fact, picture, map, or dia- 
gram or to find all materials on various 
facets of the subject, including articles in 
other volumes. Reference Outlines de- 
signed to help students and teachers or- 
ganize their study and listing exact volume 
and page citations for each point noted 
accompany 73 major articles. Each of the 
Reference Outlines and many other arti- 
cles also include reading lists of important 
titles recommended for “young readers” 
and “for advanced students and teachers.” 

Since the 1958 edition of Compton’s was 
recommended by the Subscription Books 
Committee for home, school, and public 
libraries, the major question is whether 
changes made in the encyclopedia during 
the past five years maintain its quality and 
merit its continuing recommendation. 

Its authorship shows little basic change 
beyond the normal addition of new writers 
for new articles. Consultants and con- 
tributors are listed on 17 pages in the first 
volume of the encyclopedia. Each listing 
includes degrees, subject area or topic for 
which responsible, and a résumé of the 
specialist’s experience; all appear qualified 
for their assignments. Included in this 
list are contributors no longer living 
whose basic articles have been retained 
and revised by other writers. Many well-

known experts are included among Comp- 
ton’s authors: Marguerite de Angeli, 
nursery rhymes and Mother Goose; 
Robert I. Johnson, moon; Willy Ley, 
space travel, rockets, guided missiles; Dr. 
Allan Nevins, American history, Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt; Dr. Wilbur Schramm, 
communication by writing; and Dr. Wal- 
lace Stegner, creative writing. Charles 
Alfred Ford replaces Guy Stanton Ford 
as editor in chief. Compton’s also have 
four advisory boards—Curriculum Cor- 
relation, Library, Canada, and Family 
Living. Since articles are unsigned, the 
user can trace authorship only by an ar- 
duous check through the consultants’ list. 
Authority of article may still be unclear 
since the work of a number of the con- 
sultants is identified only by such broad 
topics as biographies and bibliographies. 

The 1963 Compton’s is larger than the 
1958 edition; the editors report 852 new 
pages—804 in the text and 48 in the Fact- 
Index. Textual changes, either additions 
or revisions, occur in all subject areas. 
The largest number have been made in 
those categories in which current infor- 
mation is essential—geography, science, 
and technology; changes have also been 
made in history and political science, eco- 
nomics, sociology, education, language and 
literature, fine arts, recreation, and biog- 
raphy. Some of the new artieles reflect 
recent political changes (e.g., the newly 
independent African countries) or scien- 
tific and technical developments (Aero- 
space; International Geophysical Year; 
Fall Out; Facsimile; and Teaching Ma- 
chines). Other new articles relate to the 
school curriculum (Report Writing; Fair 
Employment Practices; and Frog Anatomy

are the extensive major revisions that 
have been made of a number of important 
broad subjects, e.g., Agriculture, Animals, 
Canada, South America, Plants, Disease, 
Airplane, Aviation, and Automobile. To 
illustrate, the nine-page animal article in 
the 1958 edition of Compton’s is expanded 
to 33 pages in the 1963 edition; basic in- 
formation about animal habits and phy- 
siology -has been reorganized, and new 
sections have been added on such topics 
as distribution of animals, domestic ani- 
mals, extinct animals, and kinds of ani- 
mals along with many new photographs, 
drawings, maps, and tables in both color 
and black and white. The article on the 
airplane has been increased from 26 pages 
in the 1958 edition to 42 pages in the 1963 
edition with such new topics as airplane 
power plants and safety plus many new 
drawings, diagrams, and photographs. 
Each major subdivision in these revised 
broad subject articles is set up as an inde- 
pendent section or article with a unique 
title and relevant headings for its sub- 
divisions (e.g, Plants; Plants, Distribu- 
tion of; Plants, Domestication of; Plants, 
Improvement of; Plants, Physiology of; 
and Plants, Uses of). A Fact-Finder on 
the first page of the article lists these 
‘ major subdivisions and also refers to re- 
lated articles in other volumes of the set. 
This reorganization is a marked improve- 
ment because it enables the user to locate 
specific parts of a large subject quickly. 
A sample of questions children and 
youth frequently ask revealed few infor- 


mation gaps. Some topics, primarily social 
problems, are treated inadequately— 
school integration in the United States; 


the Negro movement for civil rights; the ` 


Common Market; unemployment; popu- 
lation explosion; juvenile delinquency; 
learning theory (dated); DNA; and Proj- 
ect Mohole. Biographies are factually ac- 
curate but uneven in their explanation of 
the significance of the individual’s work; 
this tendency is most noticeable in the 
short biographies of writers, e.g., Faulk- 
ner’s contribution is clearly evident, not 
so Frost’s or Hemingway’s. 

The articles are clear, well-organized, 
and interesting. Terms and concepts are 
defined in understandable phrases. Topics 
of primary interest to younger children 
are more simply written and stress the 
more elementary aspects of the subject. 
Subjects of interest to several age levels 
are so organized that the younger student 
can find his information in early sections 
while later sections develop the more dif- 
ficult facets. Both text and headings have 
been improved in style and clarity. 
Noticeable efforts have been made to de- 
lete a kind of whimsy that characterized 
heading and captions in the earlier edition. 
Cross-references in the article to related 
topics are logical and should stimulate 
further reading. 

Important subjects such as Russia, 
Communism, and International Relations 
are treated objectively, realistically, and 
impartially. For example, the Russian 
article avoids the common failing of com- 
paring Russia with the United States; 
Russia should be and is discussed in its 
own terms. Information is given about 
all facets of Russian life rather than con- 
centrating on “safe” aspects, The section 
on Russian foreign policy is imparti 
factual, and largely chronological but does 
not smooth over aims or become hyster- 
ical.

An eight-page table, part of the Fact- 
Summary for Africa, reports basic infor- 
mation about all its newly independent 
nations. Biographies show dates of recent 
death and cite recent work. Bibliog- 
raphies have been carefully revised; new 
titles have been added and dated ones 
deleted. Some charts and pictographs, un- 
fortunately, do not indicate date or 
sources of data. 

The Fact-Index, located with a thumb 
tab at the back of each volume, is useful 
and important. The user can quickly find 
through it a fact, a diagram, a map, or a 
picture; he can also find page references 
to all information relative to his topic 
scattered through other volumes of the 
set. Entries indexed under subjects are 
logical, relevant, and apparently scrupu- 
lously checked since no errors in citation 
were found. The broad subject approach, 
emphasized by Compton’s, has the advan- 
tage of synthesizing related material into 


an understandable unit for the reader; its 
usual limitation is the difficulty of locating 
quickly a small, precise topic. The Fact- 
Index overcomes this difficulty in most 
instances. Occasionally, the facets of the 
topic located through the Fact-Index can- 
not be readily put together for a useful 
overview of the subject (e.g., imperialism, 
quantum theory, unemployment). 

The Fact-Index also provides quick ac- 
cess to much useful information in fact 
entries, tables, and lists. Fact entries are 
short articles ranging in length from 
several lines to 15 or more; the editors 
state that 2,302 new fact entries have been 
added since 1958 and 991 dropped. The 
five new tables in the Fact~Index— 
Fabrics, Ice Hockey, Canada’s Governors- 
General and Prime Ministers, Mexico’s 
Recent Presidents, and Senate Hall of 
Fame—are good examples of the type of 
information to be found there in this form. 
Useful lists in the Fact-Index in Volume 
1 include: Abbreviations in Common Use, 
Addressing Officials, Alphabets, Architec- 
ture and Building Terms, Artists Prom- 
iment in America, Astronomy’s Technical 
Terms, Aviation and Aeronautic Terms, 
and Awards for Books for Children. 

Pictures and other visual aids continue 
to be an essential part of the encyclopedia, 
adding both to its attractiveness and use- 
fulness. The editors estimate that there 
are 7,495 new pictures, maps, graphs, and 
drawings, of which 2,987 are new colored 
illustrations. Continued are the many pic- 
tures in four-color, new examples of 
which appear in such articles as Animals, 
Flowers, Garden, and Aerospace. Back- 
ground color has been added to special 
purpose maps, tables of statistics, graphs, 
and diagrams, and two colors have been 
added to the many new locator maps ce 
companying articles on countries, cities, 
lakes, and mountains. Trans-vision, a 
series of superimposed pictures printed on 
acetate so that structure can be seen 
through several layers is a valuable part 
of two new articles, Anatomy and Frog, 
Anatomy of.

Compton’s since their introduction in ar- 
ticles about the states in 1947, Eighteen 
such summaries have been added since 
1958. Examples may be found in articles 
on Africa, People’s Republic of China, 
Russia, and South America. 

The 1963 Compton’s retains the red and 
green binding used in 1958 with its clear 
guide letters and volume numbers. In the 
new edition better typography and layout 
have improved the appearance of many of 
the pages. The picture-text composition 
is more pleasing, and useless typograph- 
ical devices such as frames have been dis- 
pensed with. The policy, started prior to 
1958, of shorter but more numerous sub- 
headings has been continued; the reader 
will find it easy to locate major parts of 
an article and smaller topics under each. 

The 1963 edition of Compton’s shows 
marked improvements over the 1958 edi- 
tion. This evaluation is based upon the 
substantial additions made to the text and 
Fact-Index, extensive revision of pictures, 
maps, and visual aids, and the set’s in- 
creased attractiveness and readability re- 
sulting from continued improvements in 
design, use of color, and clarity of style. 
Reliability is achieved not only through 
additions and revision but also by the 
updating of statistics. The 1963 Compton’s 
attains its aim of providing material which 
will assist young people with their school 
assignments, will satisfy their intellectual 
curiosity, and will stimulate new interests. 
It is recommended for home, school li- 
brary, and public library use with chil- 
dren and youth from elementary grades 
through high school.

Alphabetical indexes 
for these three languages are appended. 

Prepared by six editors, two of whom 
are the English editors—Henry Stephen, 
retired professor of chemistry, and chem- 
ical engineering at Witwatersrand Uni- 
versity, Johannesburg, and T. Stephen, 
professor at Oxford—the book is pub- 
lished by Pergamon Press, well known for 
its scientific, technical, and medical books, 
translations, and research journals. 

The original source for the work was 
the 105,000-entry chemical card register 
of the Technical Terminology Division of 
the Polish Technical Publishers Institute. 
According to the editors, “This material is 
up to date and is supplemented from the 
most recent documents particularly in 
new fields such as nuclear physics, radia- 
tion chemistry, reactor technology, and 
such rapidly developing branches as the 
chemistry and technology of plastics. The 
term cards in each of the particular fields 
have been prepared by experts in the pro- 
fessions and reviewed and edited by spe- 
cialists.” However, their names are not 
listed in the dictionary. Omitted are cur- 
rent English terms for which equivalents 
were not found in current German, Polish, 
and Russian chemical literature. Also 
omitted are many scientific names simi- 
larly expressed in each of the four 
languages, since the editors felt these 
would serve no useful purpose. ao 

Names of chemical compounds are re- 
stricted to group names and to particular 
compounds of practical importance. For 


these, formulas are also given. English ¢ 


synonyms for 835 chemical compounds are 
listed in a separate index which refers to 
the item number in the body of the work.

Rand McNally Cosmopolitan World Atlas. 
Chicago, Rand McNally & Co., ‘1962, 
[c1949-62]. xı, 236, 124Ap. illus. maps.

This atlas was first published in 1949 
and reviewed in Subscription Books Bul- 
letin, April, 1950. It was revised in 1951, 
1955, and 1959, and a new and enlarged 
edition was published in 1962. Of these 
the 1955 revision was reviewed in the Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, July, 1956. 

The distinctive feature of the Cosmo- 
politan World Atlas is that “The world has 
been mapped on a broad regional basis, not 
country by country; but each regional 
map is centered around a major country 
or a significant grouping of countries.” 
This regional basis of mapping begun with 
the first edition and continued in subse- 
quent editions differentiates the design, 
scope, and organization of Cosmopolitan 
from other reference atlases published in 
the United States. ; 

The preface proceeds: “Each of the 
great land masses of the earth is shown 
as a whole and then broken down into 
major continental regions. All the regional 
maps for each continent are drawn on the 
same scale.” ` 

Following the preface there is a good 
table of contents, and the last section of 
the volume is an index of 124 pages. The 
text begins with a useful feature, a care- 
ful study of map projećtions and scales 
and of the symbols used on the maps. 
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Following this is a well-illustrated and 
most interesting Saga of Space. Maps of 
the moon and the planets and a sky map 
are included. This unexpected section may 
seem a delightful bonus when the atlas is 
purchased for home use but is unneces- 
sary in’ a library containing books on 
space. The best atlas is.one composed of 
maps and a very detailed index to them, 


. , and the whole purchase price should be 


devoted to these. This atlas also contains 
Selected World Information and Selected 
United States Information. These sections 
are useful, but the information is avail- 
‘able elsewhere, much of it being in the 
World Almanac. Still less appropriate are 
Places of Interest in the United States and 
Universities and Colleges. These can be 
found in many other sources. About 20 
percent of the volume’s bulk is taken up 
by these sections. 

The political-physical maps cover 125 
pages. Twenty-four pages are devoted to 
Europe, 9 to Asia, 8 to Africa, 3 to Aus- 
tralia and Oceania, 8 to South America, 
and 65 (of which 50 are of the United 
States) are devoted to North America. 
That is to say 40 percent of all the politi- 
cal maps are of this country. The rest of 
the world is covered by 60 percent of the 
political maps. Probably this will prove a 
satisfactory distribution as the United 
States maps will be those most frequently 
used. These maps are well drawn and at- 
tractive. Those designated by Rand Mc- 
Nally as Cosmo series maps show the 
elevations, but the mountains do not ob- 
trude and darken the map or obscure the 
place names. Enlarged maps of Japan, the 
Philippines, New Zealand, and the larger 
Indonesian Islands would be valuable. 

The political maps are preceded by the 
Physical World in Maps and followed by 
Comparative World Maps showing climate, 
vegetation, population, races, languages, 

_ and feligions, All are very useful. There

The Index is to the political-physical 
maps. Of it the preface says it “includes 
in one alphabetical listing all the names 
that appear in the Atlas. Often the, form 
of a name commonly used in English- 
speaking countries differs from the ‘offi- 
cial name. Whenever the anglicized form 
of the name of a capital city differs from 
the official spelling, the official name is

included on the maps in parentheses. 4 


Both forms appear in the index... . Jn 
general, spellings follow the recommenda- 
tions of the United States Board of Geo- 
graphical Names ... which determines the 
official spelling of foreign geographical 
names. For the spelling of place names in, 
the United States, the United States’, 
Postal Guide is the authority that is fol- 
lowed.” Some names in the Index do not 
appear on the maps. In such a case an 
asterisk precedes the locational key in the 
Index. The Index, arranged in six columns 
to the page, describes the place named, 


e.g. lake, river, or cape, gives the latest ,\ 
population figures available for countries,* *, 


cities, and towns, and locates the places 
indexed by locational squares indicated by 
marginal letters and figures. For the 
United States, the 1960 census figures are- 
used. The print, though fine, is clear and 
legible. 

The paper used is good, heavy and with- 
out gloss, and the dark green buckram 
binding is durable. The spine seems 
strong, and the atlas opens easily and lies 
flat. The maps are attractive with good 
margins and the colors are definite and 
well registered. Most of the maps are on 
separate pages. The few double-spread

heights of land and depths of the waters 
are indicated by variations of color inten- 
sity, the mountains by hachuring. On each 
map the scale is given in miles and kilo- 
meters. Lakes and rivers are shown in 
clear blue. Boundaries, railroads, canals, 
and marshes are plainly marked, but the 
St. Lawrence Seaway is not named on a 
map or in the Index. Inserts which show 
principal cities and ports on a large scale 
are a useful feature. Small marginal in- 
serts show the relation of each map to its 
_Tegion. 

The large-scale map of Switzerland 
with its mountains, lakes, and rivers is 
impressive, and so are the new maps of 
modern Africa, and many others. Spot 
checks of known areas showed some omis- 
sions but no inaccuracies. 

Recent national changes, particularly 
those in Africa, make a new atlas desir- 
able. 

‘New features in this 1962 edition are 
the historical maps, almost all of the Saga 
of Space, more maps of Africa, new large-

scale maps of Switzerland and of the So- 
viet, the 14 pages of physical maps, the 8 
comparative world maps, the list of uni- 
versities and colleges, and the population 
tables of principal world cities. Rand 
McNally Cosmopolitan World Atlas, in 
spite of the fact that one third of the 
material is extraneous and is readily 
found in other library reference sources, 
is a good atlas in the medium-size, 
medium-price range and is a worthwhile 
purchase for the home and for school, 
college, and public libraries.

The World Book Encyclopedia has been 
reviewed every three to five years in 
Subscription Books Bulletin since the 
Bulletin’s first issue of January, 1930. The 
latest review was of the 1958 edition and 
was published in The Booklist and Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, June 15, 1959. 
This review will compare the 1963 edition 
with the 1958 edition. 

The World Book is a general encyclo- 
pedia which gives broad coverage to all 
major fields of knowledge. It aims to 
serve the home, school, and library by 
meeting the general reference needs of all 
members of the family from elementary 
school students through high school. It 
also aims to serve adults and professional 
groups as an everyday reference tool. 

An Advisory Board of ten educators 
still headed by Dr. Hollis C. Caswell, 
President Emeritus of Teachers College, 
Columbia University, a large editorial, re- 
search, and art staff with David C. Whit- 
ney continuing as Managing Editor, and 
over 2,500 contributors and consultants

cooperate to insure accurate and authori- " , 


tative information and help provide for 
the continuous revision of The World Book 
Encyclopedia. 

“Generally speaking the revision policy 
of The World Book is to make changes 
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wherever they are called for because of 


technological, political, scientific or other | 


developments.” According to the pub- 
lishers, these are represented in 4,684 new 
or completely revised articles and 12,623 
articles partly revised since the 1958 edi- 
tion. Comparison of the 1963 edition with 
that of 1958 reveals that the encyclo- 
pedia has been extensively and thorough- 
ly revised. There is much new and 
revised material reflecting recent develop- 
ments in science, geography and history, 
government and international affairs, in- 
dustry, business, and agriculture. The 
quantity of the new material added to 
The World Book since 1958 is evident in 
the fact that there now are 20 volumes 
instead of 19 and more than 11,700 pages 
in comparison with 9,412 in the 1958 edi- 
tion. 

More than 2,500 contributors, authenti- 
cators, reviewers, and consultants are 
listed in volume 1, and their names appear 
at the end of the articles for which they 
are responsible. Contributors to the 1963 
World Book include 20 living Nobel Prize 
winners and Admiral Chester Nimitz 
(World War II); Lester Pearson (United 
Nations); Sir Edmund Hillary (Mount 
Everest); Robert Sargent Shriver, Jr. 
(Peace Corps); and Carol L. Thompson 
(Cold War). 

The World Book continues to use the 
word-by-word alphabetical arrangement 
of subjects. Instead of an index there are 
adequate see and see also references. 
These references were found, wherever 
checked, to be accurate and helpful in pro- 
viding adequate access to the information 
and illustrations in the encyclopedia. 
There are also lists of related articles at 
the end of major articles which guide the 
user to additional information. Center and 
side headings for longer articles enable 
the reader to find specific information and 
analyze the content and organization of 
the material. 

Pronunciation of difficult or unusual 
words is given either with the subject 
entry or in the text, using phonetic spell- 
ing and italics (BERNSTEIN, BURN stine, 
LEONARD).

With five exceptions (JK, NO, QR, UV, 
and WXYZ) the volumes follow the unit 
letter arrangement. The practice of con- 
tinuous paging, evident in the 1958 edition, 
has been eliminated as has the notation 
of paging on the spine of each volume, 
an unnecessary aid since the encyclopedia 
employs alphabetical arrangement with 
cross-references in the main listing and 
has no separate index. The new book spine 
and cover have a neater appearance. 

Volume 20, the Reading and Study 
Guide, classifies into 44 areas of knowledge 
the information presented in the first 19 
volumes, referring to subjects and illus- 
trations. Particularly useful in this volume 
are the two listings of biographies, one 
by vocation and the second by country. 

Other aids to be found in The World 
Book are the bibliographies, outlines, and 
questions. Bibliographies intended for stu- 
dent use list books for both older and 
young readers following articles of major 
importance. Fiction and nonfiction are in- 
cluded in these succinctly annotated, up- 
to-date book lists which are selected by 
trained librarians. 

Entries in The World Book range from 
two- or three-sentence paragraphs of 
identification to articles of 15 or more 
pages, thereby providing both broad and 
specific articles to meet the reference 
needs of the readers for whom the set is 
intended. The style of writing is clear, 
concise, and readable. 

New and revised articles on national 
and international events include The Cold 
War by Carol L. Thompson, Communism 
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by William Ebenstein, The European 
Common Market, and The White Paper, 
Communism, expanded from one and a 
half to seven pages, is an example of The 
World Book policy of presenting contro- 
versial subjects objectively without bias 
or prejudice. The table, “Words Mean 
Different Things Under Communism and 
In a Democracy,” is of special interest. 
Only a see reference in the 1958 edition, 
the present Cold War article includes in 
its 14 pages a table of “Important Cold 
War Terms” and another headed “Impor- 
tant Dates in the Cold War.” 

In the field of science many changes 
were noted. The revised article on mathe- 
matics still retains the section Mathe- 
matics for Fun, though with some revision. 
The 1958 edition with see references for 
Prehistoric Animals and for Prehistoric 
Man gives way in the 1963 set to six-page 
articles on these popular subjects. Both 
articles have excellent diagrams. Guided 
Missiles, introduced by an illustration of 
the United States guided missile arsenal, 
has been updated. Fallout Shelters is a new 
three-page article. Telephone presents the 
history and mechanics of the subject in a 
new and interesting manner and includes 
directions for making a simple telephone 
set. 

Articles on great literatures of the 
world have been expanded, reorganized, 
and rewritten. Most of these articles con- 
tain a useful chronological chart of the 
country’s leading writers. Also useful are 
the articles on languages of the world. 
Chinese Language reports the efforts of 


the Chinese Communists to unify and 
spread the use of a new phonetic alphabet 
of Chinese characters. The articles deal- 
ing with modern languages of the Western 
world, particularly French, German, Ital- 
ian, and Spanish, have been greatly en- 
larged. The Spanish language article has 
been expanded from two short paragraphs 
in the 1958 edition to more than a page 
and like the other language articles pre- 
sents the history, development, and some 
grammar including parts of speech, word 
order, and pronunciation. Accompanying 
these articles are tables of Common Words 
and Expressions with phonetic pronuncia- 
tion and translation. 

Material in most of the sports articles 
has been revised and reorganized with 
new sections emphasizing how games are 
played. In cases where diagrams are used 
they are clear and easy to follow. The 
treatment in general is the same for each: 
a brief history, rules and strategy, and a 
list of famous players, their coaches, and 
accomplishments. 

The 1963 World Book maintains the ex- 
cellence of coverage of biographical mate- 
rial for which the set has long been noted. 
According to its editors The World Book 
now includes more than five thousand in- 
dividual biographical entries, new ones 
being Walter Schirra, Martin Luther King, 
Jr., Robert Hofstadter, U Thant, Stewart 
L. Udall, and Byron Raymond White. 
President John F. Kennedy is given five 
and a half pages together with his article, 
“How to Prepare for the Presidency.” 

Changes involving countries of the 
world include updating of statistics and 
names and the addition of longer articles 
for newly independent states, e.g., Togo, 
Dahomey, Sierra Leone, the Congo (Braz- 
zaville), and the Congo (Léopoldville). 
As in similar articles, general descriptions 
of the land, people, government, and his- 
tory are given with a very useful Facts 
in Brief table and excellent maps for 
which Rand McNally and Company and 
World Book editors are responsible. 


According to the editors there are more’ 


than 1,725 maps, with more than 975 in 
color, showing terrain, products, and po- 
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litical divisions. Every state of the United 
States and each province of Canada has 
full-page terrain, political, and product 
maps. Very useful arè the location and 
comparative area maps included for even 
the small countries such as Ghana and 
Togo. Street maps locating famous build- 
ings and statues accompany articles on 
large cities. There are a number of his- 
torical maps, some in color, others in 
black and white; each presents its story 
clearly and accurately. These maps depict 
history from ancient times through pioneer 
America and World War xn. 

Population figures are generally accu- 
rate and up to date, those for the United 
States being based on the 1960 census, 


those for Canada on the 1961 Canadian | 


census. Sources or dates were not given 
for other countries checked, but the fig- 
ures given were in close agreement with 
figures given in the current World Al- 
manac and Information Please Almanac. 

Illustrations, consisting of photographs, 
historical prints, diagrams, and time lines, 
are a most important part of The World 
Book Encyclopedia. Information from the 
publisher states there are more than 
22,400 illustrations, of which nearly 6,000 
are in color, an increase of more than 
7,000 new and revised illustrations. The 
illustrations not only add to the attrac- 
tiveness of the encyclopedia but also in- 
crease the understanding of the text 
information. The color illustrations ac- 
companying the entry Painting are out- 
standing. Useful and expertly reproduced 
in color are the state flag, bird, flower, and 
tree pictures, and photographs of well- 
known scenes which accompany each state 
article. The illustrations, diagrams, and 
pictures accompanying the many scientific 
articles are most useful. The new trans- 
vision method using full-color plastic 
transparencies to show interior parts of 
the body is employed with Human Body 
and Frog.

The age of the rococo. Johanna Alemann 
Films, P.O. Box 76244, Los Angeles 90005. 
1962. 17min. color, $175. 

Through employment of objets d’art—paint- 
ings, sculpture, tapestries, figurines, murals, 
and mosaics—Europe’s last grand style, the 
age of the rococo (1714-1789), is pictorially 
presented in all its aspects. Starting with a 
brief introductory résumé of the preceding 
period of the baroque (1550-1715) with its 
heavy, stiff, monumental style and formalized 
way of life, the transitlon is made to the 
grace, charm, gaiety, and beauty of the rococc. 
This beauty is vividly portrayed in many ex- 
amples from this whole new way of life: the 
music, paintings, statuary, dress, interior dec- 
oration, the theater, and a new art of gracious 
living. However, the grace and charm so 
abundantly displayed are shown to have con- 
tained the seeds of decay that led to the 
French Revolution. Previous knowledge of 
both the baroque and the rococo periods 
would help in understanding and appreciation 
of the film. The narration is excellent, never 
intruding on the visual aspects of the film yet 
imparting verbal continuity and balance. Rec- 
ommended for university and public library 
film collections. 


The aged land. Harry Atwood. Distribu- 
tor: International Film Bureau, 332 S. 
Michigan Ave., Chic. 60604. 1961; "released 
in U.S. 1962. 25min. color, $225. 

This quasi-poetical survey of modern Greece 
first pays tribute to Greece’s rich heritage 
from the past. The ruins of ancient temples, 
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monuments, arenas, and public buildings still 
possessing a trace of their majestic splendor 
are seen, particularly Popiel being the 
views of the Acropolis and the remains of the 
Parthenon which dominates it. Sharply con- 
trasting with these ancient relics is the neon- 
lighted night life of Athens—gay, noisy, color- 
ful. But the essence of this land lies in its 
villages, where life is busy but unharried. The 
hardship and poverty of peasants farming by 
antiquated methods; the pastoral quiet of the 
sheepherder’s life on the steep hillsides; the 
domestic tasks of the women, who still use 
primitive implements and methods; the per- 
vasive influence of the sea, on which Greece 
depends for fishing and world trade; the in- 
nocence of children at play; the isolated med- 
itative life of the monasteries—all are fleet- 
ingly glimpsed in a series of well-edited sense 
images. The austere beauty of the country 
is dramatically caught in varying views of 
rocky cliffs, angular white houses dotting the 
hillsides, and massive stone fortresses and 
monasteries perched high on mountain tops. 
The faces of the people reflect their indomit- 
able free spirit, their daily activities ress 
their love of laughter and dance, and the 
simplicity of their lives is evidenced in their 
work and play. This sensitive camera impres- 
sion is complemented by a well-written script 
by Robert Basca, feelingly spoken by Steve 
Heller. A musical score made up of appar- 
ently authentic folk music played on native 
instruments, Greek liturgical music, and some 
apposite orchestral composition embellishes 
an overall image which could not be repro- 
duced in any other medium. 


The ancient Egyptian. Director and script 
writer: LeRoy Leatherman. Julien Bryan. 
Distributor: International Film Founda- 
tion, Suite 916, 475 Fifth Ave., N.Y. 10017.

Julien Bryan and his associates use stills, 
live-action photography, and Philip Stapp’s 
clever animation to bring to life Egypt from 
prehistoric to Roman times. First settling in 
the fertile Nile Valley, the ancient Egyptian 
developed a highly civilized society which 
made lasting contributions to the advance- 
ment of mankind, especially in mathematics, 
medicine, and architecture. However, it was 
not until Napoleon’s conquest of Egypt in 
1798 that scholars were able to probe the 
area where this ancient society prospered. At 
this point in the film’s narration, animation 
takes over to show how scholars after years 
of research managed finally to decipher the 
hieroglyphic writings of those peoples and 
thereby uncapped a written history of the 
period. Appropriate background music ar- 
ranged by Norman Lloyd adds atmosphere. It 
is all here: the deciphering of the picture 
writing of tians, the rise and decline of 
kings and pharao and the excavations 
which unearthed eological wonders in- 
cluding the temples on the Nile, among them 
Abu Simbel now threatened by inundation 
upon completion of the Aswan Dam. Recom- 


mended for young people and adults who wish 
a well-organized introduction to ancient 
Egypt. 


Boy to man. Churchill Films, 6671 Sunset 
Blvd., Los Angeles 90028. 1962. 16min. 
$90; color, $180. 


The film deals candidly with the primary and 
secondary changes which occur in a boy at 
adolescence. Live-action and animation pho- 
tography are used to present these changes 
which range from the simplest to the more 
complex, from changes in the voice, skin, and 
hair to those of a glandular and sexual na- 
ture. Extreme care is taken to present these 
physical happenings as a normal part of ev- 
eryday life. Boy to man is a wholesome treat- 
ment of a subject “that still, in our culture, 
is considered to be of a very delicate nature.” 
To boys who are entering this trying period 
with some misgivings it should prove helpful 
in providing useful information and oppor- 
tunities for a follow-up question-answer ses~ 
sion. Some librarians recommend that this 
film be used with teen-age boys only; others 
argue that since it discusses to some extent 
the female reproductive organs it might with 
proper preparation and handling be shown to 
mixed groups. Still other librarians and edu- 
cators may feel that parents should see the 
film and decide whether or not their sons or 
daughters should be allowed to see it. Al- 
though the film is handled throughout with 
truth, sensitivity, and good taste it may not 
be acceptable to some groups since its impli- 
cations that masturbation is an acceptable 
practice may be contrary to their beliefs and 
teachings. The film received a Blue Ribbon 
Award at the 1963 American Film Festival 
and a subsequent special prize in the Chil- 
dren’s Festival at Venice. 


Chartres Cathedral. Narrator: John 
Canaday. Encyclopaedia Britannica Films, 
1150 Wilmette Ave., Wilmette, II. 60091. 
1963. 29min. color, $360. 


Not a tourist view of a medieval cathedral but 
rather a thoughtful discussion of one of the 
best examples of Gothic church architecture 
in Europe. The cathedral dominates the small 
town of Chartres which still emanates a pro- 
vincial atmosphere. Several destructive fires 
through the centuries have changed the orig- 
inal design of the cathedral as after every 
fire the destroyed portions were rebuilt to 
conform both to the architect’s plans and the 
prevailing architectural mode of the period. 
With a methodic yet understanding eye the 
camera surveys the exterior carvings of the 
figures that ornament the various portals. 
Many of the figures reflect the daily activities 
of the common le giving the viewer an 
interpretation the period in which the 
cathedral was built. Other figures are sym- 
bolic or represent saints and nobility. The 
interior views are somewhat brief, probably 
due to poor lighting. The well-known blues 
of the Chartres stained-glass windows come 
through relatively good. Adult audiences with 
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specific interest in art will find this film de- 
lightful, and it will fit well into the curricu- 
lum of a college survey course in the human- 
itles or architectural design. 


The flower and the hive. National Film 
Board of Canada. Distributor: Interna- 
tional Film Bureau, 332 S. Michigan Ave., 
Chic.

Briefly outlining the life cycle of the bee, 
the film’s point of departure is the interde- 
pendence between this social insect and the 

ower. On the one hand the bee distributes 
pollen from the flowers, so plants may repro- 
duce. On the other the bee requires the flow- 
ers nectar in order to survive. Rhythmic 
time-lapse photography illustrates the vari- 
ous ways in which plants are fertilized and 
their dependence for this purpose on insects, 
and especially on bees. Magnified close-ups 
and diagrams explain the bee’s structure for 
the specific functions of gathering, storing, 
and ee ae ae a Detailed 
views o e y o i ee society 
show the special roles of the queen bee, the 
drones, and the workers. In one extraordi- 
nary sequence a bee scout performs a curious 
dance to communicate to the hive his dis- 
covery of a new nectar source. The camera 
is aptly used in a number of ways to make 
this an intimate and fascinating study. The 
editing tempo is underscored by Eldon Rath- 
bun’s d tful music with its unexpected 
but appropriate use of the harpsichord. A lu- 
cidly factual script provides some unusual 
information for students, but adults will find 
it equally interesting. 


Hailstones and halibut bones. Narrated 
by Celeste Holm. Fine Arts Productions.

Artists Robert Curtis’ and John Wilson’s col- 
ored forms in animation correlate with Mary 
O’Neill’s poem, Hailstones and halibut bones 
(Boorrisr 57: 704, J1 15 61), to interpret colors 
imaginatively and emotionally for the five- 
to-ten-year-old child. “Black is beauty in its 
deepest form” and “Brown is the color of 
work” may seem too difficult for this age 
level to nd to, but other analogies are 
simpler.

Juxtaposed 
shots of the beautiful countryside and of the 
mechanical equipment which will destroy it 
and scenes of the country people helping each 
other in this time of trouble suggest that, in 
human terms, the price for technological 
progress can be high. The narration is quietly 
effective, never interrupting the viewer's vis- ' 
ual impressions. The is somewhat pale, 
perhaps overexposed, but its other excellent 
qualities more than compensate for this fault. 
This production invites comparison with 
Robert Flaherty’s films Man of Aran and 
Louisiana story. In style and technique and 
in its simple majesty Indian summer stands 
as an outstanding example of fine film mak- 
ing, as well as a powerful social documentary. 
A film with a variety of uses for the public 
library collection. 


Kali nibta, Socrates (Good night, Socra- 
tes). Maria-Stuart Productions. Distribu- 
tor: Contemporary Films, 267 W. 25th St., 
N.Y. 10001. 1962. 34min. $200. 

A poetically presented documentary about a 
neighborhood that is about to be dispersed be- 
cause of an urban renewal project. Told from 
the viewpoint of a young boy in Chicago’s 
“Greek Town,” the film reveals that the im- 
pact of imminent eviction is greatest on the 
adults of his family, a young woman and an 
old man. All three, however, are touched 
with the sadness of good-bye as they go about 
their daily lives on Socrates Street amid fa- 
miliar places and friends. Sensitive photogra- 
phy tells the story with little narration. Writ- 
ten by Marla Moraites and directed by Stuart 
Hagmann while students at Northwestern 
University, the film has won awards at the 
Midwest and Venice film festivals. It also 
won a First from the Screen Producers Guild 
as the best university-produced film of 1962. 
Will appeal to film enthusiasts, city planners, 
and other civic groups. Sociologists should 
welcome the film’s presentation of the shat- 
tering impact that urban renewal so often has 
upon the lives of the people concerned: the 
destruction of what might be the only real 
home for the people being dispossessed. 


Morning for Jimmy. National Urban 
League. Distributor: Association Films, 
Broad at Elm, Ridgefield, N.J. 07657. 1961. 
28min. $65. 

Jimmy, a Negro high school student, is re- 
fused a part-time job because of his color. 
He becomes discouraged and neglects his 
school-work until an understanding teacher 
takes him to visit Negroes su y em- 
ployed in various fields. He comes to believe 
that with proper education and training he 
too can find a satisfying, interesting career. 
The film ig frankly designed as a discussion 
tool, and the characters represent various at- 
titudes. For example, the father is a bitter 
man who is hopeless about Jimmy’s chances 
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to better himself, whereas the mother en- 
courages her son to work toward fulfilling his 
talents. The film touches on many problems 
allied with discrimination in employment and 
will suggest many points for discussion. While 
perhaps most useful in encouraging Negro 
youth to achieve realistic and hopeful career 
preparation, the film will be helpful to other 
groups in pointing up the employment prob- 
lems of minority youth. An inexpensive film 
but well acted and competently produced. 


Youth and the law. Directed by Irving 
Jacoby. Affiliated Films. Distributor: In- 
ternational Film Bureau, 332 S. Michigan 
Ave., Chic. 60604. 1962. 36min, $150. 


Shows the important role the juvenile police 
officer plays in combating juvenile delin- 
quency. The camera follows Sergeant Clay 
of the Juvenile Bureau as he demonstrates 
effective techniques in handling young of- 
fenders in a variety of situations. His knowl- 
edge of the network of community youth 
services on whom he can call is emphasized. 
While some motivation behind juvenile crime 
is indicated in the film, two specific deterrents 
are shown—the organized athletic program to 
drain off excess energies and the preventive 
patrol to head off trouble. The film is spon- 
sored by the Pennsylvania Department of 
Public Welfare for the Mental Health Film 
Board. Scenes were taken in Allentown and 
Bethlehem, Pennsylvania with junior citizens 
of these cities very adequately playing the 
roles of delinquents. Designed primarily for 
training police officers and other professional 
personnel who work with adolescents, the 
film can be used with general audiences to 
increase their understanding of adolescent 
behavior and to alert them to the need for 
a polite corps trained specifically to deal with 
youth.

The Barnes Book of the Opera. By Gladys 
Davidson. New York, A. S. Barnes & 
Co., Inc., [c1962]. 890p. col. front. illus. 
26cm. cloth $12.50; to schools and li- 
braries, 20 percent discount. 

This latest and most comprehensive of 
Gladys Davidson’s ten books of stories 
based on librettos of the world’s most 
popular operas contains 230 stories of 
works by 90 composers. A prolific writer 
of stories of natural history, opera, folk- 
lore, heraldry, ballet, and prehistoric ani- 
mals, the author has been writing opera 
stories since 1906. 

According to the publisher this work, 
originally published in England in two 
volumes, was expanded and updated for 
publication in a single volume. 

As in her earlier books, the author’s 
intention seems to have been to acquaint 
the music lover and general reader with 
the subject matter of the opera by telling 
the story in considerable detail and ex- 
plaining the motivation of the action. 


‘This is not a scholarly work, and the 
style of writing is personal, e.g., “Can 


you remember, my readers, in your child- 
hood days the growing horror with which 
you first read, or listened to, the blood- 
curdling story of Bluebeard ... .” No 
notes or bibliography are given; nor are 
there any lists of characters, division of 
acts or scenes, or mention of arias or 
musical themes. This book, popular in 
tone, is primarily a book of short stories 
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and therefore cannot be compared with 
standard books of opera plots. 

The stories are arranged alphabetically 
by composer, with a 40-page appended 
section of short biographies of the com- 
posers, most of them more fully treated in 
the better music dictionaries, There is no 
index, a grave defect since some ac- 
quaintance with opera is necessary in 
order to find a title in this list by com- 
poser. 

Only 7 of the 90 composers included 
were born since 1900; except for Menotti 
all 7 are British. Also, 24 of the whole 
list are British, making this the largest 
nationality group represented. 

Comparison of the author’s Standard 
Stories from the Operas (London: Laurie, 
1937), which contained stories of only 104 
operas by 48 composers, and Barnes Book 
of the Opera reveals how much the pres- 
ent work has been expanded. The stories 
added in the newer work are of operas 


which were considered insignificant or. 


which were not written or had not been 
produced before the 1930’s. 

The language of the stories has been 
modernized, and the style of writing seems 
livelier in the present work. The biogra- 
phies, which average about 300 words, are 
informed and readable. In addition to 
vital statistics and lists of works, some 
historical and critical material is included. 

The color frontispiece and 16 illustrative 
photographs of scenes of actual produc- 
tions are dark and poorly reproduced and 
do little to enhance the value of the book. 
Captions name the opera, the producing 
company, and the photographer, but 
neither the characters nor the singers are 
identified. 

The text is printed in two columns to a 
page. The type is clear and readable, and 
the paper is good. The book is a heavy 
one, but the binding is adequate for nor- 
mal use. 


The Barnes Book of the Opera is not a 
book for reference, and it cannot be com- 
pared with standard books of opera plots. 
It can be recommended only for its read- 
able short stories based on opera librettos 
and for its biographies of composers. 


Compton’s Illustrated Science Dictionary. 
Ed. in chief, Charles A. Ford; Editorial 
director, John S. Richardson; Executive 
ed, Leo Charles Fay. Indianapolis, 
David-Stewart, [c1963 by F. E. Comp- 
ton & Co.] viii, 632p. illus. 26cm. linen- 
finish cloth $18.95; to schools and li- 
braries, $13.25. 

The Preface describes this dictionary as 
“a special kind of educational tool .: . 
prepared to help young people and adults 
understand and use correctly the exacting 
language of today’s science and technolo- 
gy. ... Every effort was made to include 
all the words and terms used in the 
school science courses plus those encoun- 
tered by general readers in technical arti- 
cles appearing in nonscientific publica- 
tions.” 

The words and terms defined were ob- 
tained as a result of a comprehensive and 
careful program. These 14 fields are 
represented: aeronautics, anatomy, astro- 
nautics, astronomy, biology, botany, chem- 
istry, earth science, engineering, mathe- 
matics, medicine, physics, physiology, and 
zoology. The work contains some 3,500 
words and terms and 1,500 illustrations. 

The editorial staff consists of four groups: 
3 Chief Editors, a Science Staff of 19, an 
Editorial Advisory Staff of 10, and a 
Curriculum Correlation Staff of 2. Eight- 
een members of the David-Stewart Pub- 
lishing Company are also listed, but their 
connection with the dictionary is not 
clearly stated. The three chief editors are 
authorities in their fields, Dr. Ford having 
served as editorial director for F. E. 
Compton Company since 1952. The 
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Science Staff includes representatives of 
several disciplines; 16 of the 19 are with 
Ohio State University. The Editorial Ad- 
visory Board is composed of leading edu- 
cators and teachers from the United 
States and Canada. The two Curriculum 
Correlation Staff persons are in the 
science departments of Indiana University 
junior and senior high schools. 

The main portion of the text (p.1-617) 
is arranged with three columns to a page. 
The first column contains the word or 
term in boldface, a simplified pronuncia- 
tion, and the part of speech. The second 
column identifies in capitals the science 
(or sciences) in which the word or term 
is used and defines it. The third column 
contains a sentence illustrating how the 
word or term is used. The sentence is in 
italics with the word or term being given 
in Roman capitals. Where a term is used 
in more than one science it either receives 
a definition for each, or the indication of a 
science is completely omitted. A few 
cross-references take the user to related 
terms. If the term defined is an abbrevia- 
tion the sentence in the third column is 
usually a reference to the spelled-out 
term. The school levels at which the terms 
are used are not stated, but it is apparent 
from an examination of the words chosen 
and their definitions that the dictionary 
will be useful in science courses through- 
out the grades and in high school. 

Each page is split horizontally by a 
colored band (approximately 14% inches 
in width) upon which are black-and- 
white pictures illustrating two or three 
words or terms defined on that page. The 
use of different typefaces is effective and 
attractive. The illustrations are generally 
clear, informative, and interesting. In most 
cases the editors have selected the items 
on each page that are most effectively 

treated by the illustrative approach. 
~ The final section (p.618-632) contains a 
variety of tables, charts, and diagrams. 
These provide useful information which, 
in most cases, expands or coordinates that 
found in the main text. 

The 14 sciences are covered in varying 
degrees. In two samplings, 291 words or 
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terms were defined. These had 348 as- 
signments to the 14 sciences, and in 16 
cases no assignment was made. Earth 
Science and Chemistry (numbers 1 and 2 
in frequency) had 30 percent of the as- 
signments; Physics, Mathematics, Zoology, 
Anatomy, Biology, and Astronomy (num- 
bers 8-8) had 48 percent; Botany and 
Physiology, no assignment; Medicine and 
Engineering (numbers 9-13) had 20 per- 
cent; Astronautics and Aeronautics (num- 
bers 14-15), which might have been the 
two most attractive for some potential 
purchasers, had 2 percent. 

Two standard high school texts were 
checked to see if words and terms that 
might well be looked up were actually 
contained in the dictionary. Practically 
all of the words and terms looked up 
were found. The few that did not appear 
were defined in the texts themselves with- 
in a page or two of the location checked 
by the reviewer. 

In a close examination of selected defi- 
nitions and illustrations the quality and 
accuracy appeared to be high. Several 
relatively minor inaccuracies and errors 
were found. These do not detract appre- 
ciably from the overall quality. 

The appearance of the book is attrac- 
tive. The pages lie open flat, and the book 
itself is of a convenient weight. It should 
stand up well under heavy use. 

Compton’s Illustrated Science Diction- 
ary provides broad coverage of scientific 
terms in language understandable to the 
school student and the layman. It will add 
substantially in coverage, level of defini- 
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tion, and especially in illustrative material 
to dictionaries (e.g., Websters Collegiate, 
Tth ed., American College, 1962 ed.) al- 
ready in school, public, and home librar- 
ies. The dictionary is relatively inexpen- 
sive, and it is easy to use. It is 
recommended for homes and public and 
school libraries serving science students 
and nonspecialist adults. 


Directory of British Scientists, 1963. New 
York, St. Martin’s Press, [c1963]. xxxii, 
1289p. 24cm. pyroxylin impregnated 
cloth $24; to schools and libraries, 20 
percent discount. 


This new work, planned as the first of 
an annual publication, gives brief identifi- 
cation for about 28,000 British scientists. 
The English publisher, Ernest Benn Ltd., 
is now preparing a 1964 edition. 

The body of the work consists of a 994- 
page alphabetical list of persons holding 
a science degree from a British university; 
this is followed by a supplementary list 
occupying 105 pages. Apparently the lat- 
ter includes persons whose forms were 
returned too late for inclusion in the main 
alphabet. 

According to the Editorial Introduction, 
“it was decided to build on the basic 
premise of a Degree in Science from a 
British University and to exclude those 
individuals who are already eligible for 
inclusion in the various Registers of their 
Professions, unless it seemed that they are 
particularly interested in the scientific 
aspect of their work, or that, despite a 
breakaway to other fields, or even ‘retire- 
ment,’ they have retained a general inter- 
est in the discipline in which they were 
first trained.” Thus holders of degrees in 
science from the universities in England, 
Scotland, Wales, and Northern Ireland, 
whatever their present place of residence, 
are included. The main groups excluded 
by virtue of their inclusion in professional 
registers are doctors, dental surgeons, and 
engineers. 

Information was secured by sending 
questionnaires to all graduates in science 
with the help of the universities. About 
100,000 forms were sent out, and the Edi- 


torial Introduction states that by the end 
of 1962 the number of individuals who had 
completed forms approached 30,000. A 
check of the directory supports this claim. 

No editor’s name is given, but the copy- 
right to the volume is held by John 
Grant, and he is in fact responsible for 
the work. He is described in the directory 
itself as a publishing consultant and late 
Managing Director of Blackwell Scientific 
Publications, Ltd., Oxford. There is a 
Preface by Lord Fleck, vice-president of 
the Royal Society. 

The information given about each per- 
son consists of full name (although only 
initials for the Christian name are given 
in some cases), the maiden name of a 
married woman, honors, complete present 
address and telephone number, degrees 
with the names of the universities and the 
years, membership in societies, present 
position, former positions, and publica- 
tions on scientific and allied subjects. The 
title and year of publication are given for 
books while title, name of the periodical, 
and year are cited for articles. No indica- 
tion of any restriction is given in the di- 
rectory, but the original questionnaire 
specified that of “past appointments, the 
three most recent can be inserted.” In the 
case of such a well-known scientist as 
Sir Julian Huxley, this limitation has been 
exceeded. 

A six-page list of abbreviations helps 
the reader to interpret the entries. This 
list gives the abbreviations for degrees, 
titles, names of societies and institutions, 
and various common words. Such well- 
known abbreviations as c/o, sch., UK, and 
USA are included, but R’dg, S’ton and SO 
are not. ALA is listed but not FLA. 

The Editorial Introduction states that 
those filling out the questionnaires were 
asked to check a list of 38 “spheres of 
work” and that later a further 8 categories 
were added. This information is presented 
in the Classified Directory where names 
only (surnames with initials) are listed 
under 46 headings ranging from Anthro- 
pology to Zoology. Teaching (divided into 
other institutions, schools, technical col- 
leges, and universities) occupies some 36

This is an encyclopedia of moderate 
length in dictionary arrangement covering 
all phases of pure and applied science 
both biological and physical. In concise 
form it presents both the historical and 
fundamental facts of the sciences clearly 
and accurately. Newman states his pur- 
pose thus: “, .. to answer questions well 
rather than to answer as many questions 
as possible. . . . Longish integrated articles 
have been favored rather than multitu- 
dinous dictionary entries.” Emphasis has 
been laid on “explanation rather than on 
cataloging of facts.’ Newman continues: 
“We have insisted that articles be written 
with a minimum of jargon, with maxi- 
mum clarity consistent with accuracy. The 
needs of the common reader—the student, 
the teacher, the non-specialist—have been 
the measuring rod.” In the case of articles 
dealing with a highly technical subject the 
contributor “has devoted at least an initial 
paragraph to a simple layman’s ré- 
sumé,.. .” 
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2 The editor, James R. Newman, is cap- 
able and experienced, having been a 
‘member of the board of editors of Scien- 


tific American since 1948 and the author’ 


of ‘several scientific books including the 
four-volume The World of Mathematics. 
Managing editor, Jerome Wyckoff, is au- 
thor of a children’s book entitled The 
Story of Geology. Associate editors are 
Roger G. Menges and Edmund H. Harvey, 
Jr., editor and author. There is also a 14- 
member board of editorial consultants 
who are also listed as contributors. 

All consultants and authors are listed 
in alphabetic order at the end of volume 
4, with brief identification in terms of 
position or profession. This list also serves 
to relate the initials signed to each article 
to the full name of the contributor. Ex- 
amination of this list indicates a high level 
of competence among the contributors. 

Of the 330 contributors listed, 57 per- 
cent are listed in the tenth edition of 
American Men of Science. ‘About 9 per- 
cent of them are also contributors to<\e 
1962 edition of Collier’s Encyclopedia, and 
5 percent are contributors to the 1963 edi- 
tion of The World Book Encyclopedia. In 
addition, the editors claim that over one 
hundred institutions and government and 
private agencies contributed information. 
It is interesting to note American Peoples 
Encyclopedia as a contributor. 

A check of the articles beginning with 
astro-astronomy and astronomical plus a 
number of others related to the field re- 
vealed that each article is brief but ac- 
curate. The compression evident in the 
article on astronomy may seem to be a 
fault of the work, but actually the cover- 
age is quite complete with the checking of 
related topics such as Copernicus, Galileo, 
Corona, Comet, Doppler Effect, Galaxy, 
Interstellar Distances, and Telescope. The 
use of more see also references would be 
of benefit in such an investigation of a 
subject despite the editor’s rather dim

view of see also references and his conse- 
quent decision to limit them “to topics 
which are closely related to the main sub- 
ject.” 

The Harper Encyclopedia of Science is 
noteworthy for its up-to-dateness. It in- 
cludes information on DNA, Maser, fuel 
cells, magnetohydrodynamics, cryogenics, 
green flash, cybernetics, space biology, 
Lawrencium, Van Allen Radiation, geo- 
chemical prospecting, geobotanical pros- 
pecting, electrophoresis, and Telstar. 

Detailed treatment of older scientific 
topics is good. Inclusion of articles on 
many famous scientific works such as the 
Theory of the Earth with Proofs and Il- 
lustrations by James Hutton (1795) under 
title is an asset. 

A strong feature of this work is its 
many excellent tables, charts, and den- 
drograms. Useful for reference are its 
“Geological Time” chart and the dendro- 
gram showing the “Record of Life” as are 
the following tables: “Representative En- 
zymes” under Enzymes, “Some Basic In- 
struments of Physical Science” in Instru- 
ments, Scientific, “Chemical Elements,” 
“Table of Generic Names, Trade Names, 
and Composition of Man Made Fibers,” 
“Common Mathematical Symbols,” and 
“Table of Some Important Minerals,” and 
“Awards of Nobel Prizes.” 

There are 72 full-colored pages and 
numerous illustrations both in color and 
in black and white. The publisher claims 
2,500 illustrations. Illustrations in histori- 
cal articles are outstanding and the other 
illustrations are excellent. 

Many short biographies of scientists are 
included. Nine hundred sixty of the one 
thousand biographical entries claimed by 
the publisher are treated as separate arti- 
cles. Many of these do not appear as 
separate entries in The World Book or 


Collier’s. Other names mentioned through-- 


out the text of articles are found listed in 
the Index with page references.

‘the title page for Bibliography, yet his 
name is not found in the directory of con- 
’“ sultants and authors noted above. Nor is 
it signed to the introductory text for the 
bibliography section in which bibliog- 
raphies for the ten major branches of 
sclence and one for general science are 
grouped together in the fourth volume 
before the Index. Each of these categories 
is further subdivided under Reference, 
General Discussion, Survey Texts, and 
Special Topics. Most of the Special Topics 
divisions are further classified under 
categories ranging from none to 27 addi- 
tional subjects. 

Most of the titles listed in Bibliography 
are well-known works in their respective 
. fields. They include basic source books 
_ and textbooks both for the general reader 
and for the more advanced student in- 
cluding “certain out-of-print books to 
give the bibliography the necessary his- 
torical depth and scope.” Titles of the 
1950’s and 1960’s such as G. P. Kuiper’s 
1963 volume tv of his Solar System and

dominate. Some magazine references are 
also listed giving author, title, name of 
magazine, and date. Pagination is omitted. 

~The Index -which appears at the end of 
volume 4 indicates main-entry articles by 
page references in boldface. Reference to 
a wide variety of related subjects is made 
by use of lightface. Pagination is contin- 
uous throughout the four volumes. How- 
ever, “at the bottom of each page is a key 
that locates pages according to volume.... 
Cross-referencing has been limited to 
what is really necessary and practicable. 
` All cross-references are to other index 
listings, not to the body of the encyclope- 
dia.” Tests show the Index to be highly 
reliable. 

The set is physically attractive and ap- 
pears durable. Paper is of heavy weight. 
Illustrations are clear and color work is 
good. To be regretted is the practice of 
bleeding much of the color work. The set 
is well bound, Labeling on the spine is 
clear although larger type to indicate the 


contents of each volume would be an im-

The Harper Encyclopedia of Science has 
value for the .general reader, student, 
teacher, and scientist.

Each volume consists of approximately 

four hundred illustrations, mostly in color, 

each of which illustrates a selected verse 
of the Bible (mainly the Revised Stand& ` 

ard Version) and is accompanied by a 

brief commentary which identifies the 

pictures “as to time, place and their rela- 
tion to the subject at hand and, when nec- 
essary, provides an authoritative explana- 
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tion of the Biblical passage.” The verses, 
over 1,500 in number, were selected on 
the basis of what the editors consider 
“typical or of particular interest and cap- 
able of being illustrated.” They are ar- 
ranged by chapter and verse as they ap- 
pear in their respective books, although in 
volumes 3 and 4 the editors have arranged 
the books of the Bible to conform with 
their plan for the Library rather than in 
the conventional Biblical order. 

The editorship of the New Testament 
‘volume appears to be solely that of Dr. 
Michael Avi-Yonah, Associate Professor 
of Archaeology at the university, rather 
than that of the entire board which is 
responsible for the four volumes dealing 
with the Old Testament. For reasons 
which are explained in the Introduction, 
he chose to “adopt the Gospel of St. Mat- 
thew as the basis for a continuous nar- 
rative,” with parts of the other Gospels 
being added for purposes of amplification. 
About half of this volume is devoted to 
the Gospel narrative. The Epistle to the 
Galatians and the second and third Epis- 
tles of St. John are omitted. 

The illustrations are drawn from many 
sources which are identified in the pref- 
atory material. They include views of 
‘ruins and existing cities, landscapes, maps, 
works of art of many kinds, ornaments, 
weapons, and household objects depicting 
the physical world of the Bible and a 
great variety of phases of life in Biblical 
times. Many of them are of reliefs, murals, 
and objects from neighboring cultures, 
particularly Egypt, but they are clearly 
related to Biblical life and advance the 
purpose of the editors. The illustrations 
are well produced and are uniformly clear 
as to detail. 

Some of the photographs are undistin- 
guished, while others are reminiscent of 
tourist folders. Some of the verses seem to 
have been included more because they 
are “capable of being illustrated,” than 
» because they are of “particular interest.” 

It is hard to see what some of the illus- 

trations contribute to an understanding of 

Biblical life. Taken as a whole, however, 

the Illustrated World of the Bible Library 
does achieve its purpose of contributing to

the reader’s understanding of the kind of 
world in which the events of the Bible 
took place. 

The lack of a table of contents and an 
index, either in each volume or for the 
set as a whole, is a serious one in terms 
of reference use. The “indexes” at the 
end of each volume are misnamed. They 
are really only lists showing the sources 
of the illustrations. Each is divided into 
five categories—objects and monuments, 
reproductions, reconstructions and draw- 
ings, maps, and photographs. Under each 
and subdivided by the names of the books 
of the Bible, the information is arranged 
by page number. Thus, there is no way to 
find out, for example, where a picture of 
the Pool of Bethesda or the Sea of Galilee 
may be found or whether any particular 
passage of the Bible is included. 

The paper used in this set is satisfac- 
tory; the text is easily scanned, and the 
color work is good. The volumes are at- 
tractively bound. 

The editors have succeeded in bringing 
together illustrative material from many

sources and supplying a pertinent com- 
mentary. The volumes are physically at- 
tractive and will appeal to the general 
reader with a normal interest in things 
Biblical. However, because of the price of 
the Illustrated World of the Bible Library, 
the lack of a table of contents or an index, 
and the other weaknesses noted which 
limit its use as a reference source, it can 
be recommended only to the largest pub- 
lic, college, and university libraries and to 
libraries which specialize in Biblical liter- 
ature.

The Encyclopedia International is a new 
encyclopedia of general knowledge in- 
tended to stand “between the sets made 
for children .. . on the one hand and the 
very comprehensive and expensive sets on 
the other.” Its aim is not only to include 
information on the traditional academic 
subjects for the pupil in the high school 
and upper elementary grades and for the 
nonspecialist adult but also to provide 
practical information useful in daily life. 
Careful reading of the prefatory state- 
ment in the first volume indicates that no 
special attention was given to the needs 
of the college student. The set will be 
published in 19 volumes and an index 
is scheduled to be completed by the mid- 
dle of 1964. The publisher states that it 
will be kept up to date by continuous 
revision and by an annual supplement. 
This review is based on the first five 
volumes of the set. 

The encyclopedia is being published by 
Grolier, Incorporated, publishers of the 
Book of Knowledge and the Grolier En- 
cyclopedia (the latter set will be discon- 
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tinued in 1963); the company has also 
recently acquired the American Peoples 
Encyclopedia and other sets. The editorial 
director, Lowell Martin, was formerly 
Dean of the Rutgers Graduate School of 
Library Service, and the editor-in-chief, 
George Cornish, was associated for 20 


‘years with the New York Herald Tribune 


as managing editor and as executive 
editor. A group of ten educators, librar- 
ians, and communications specialists has 
served as a general advisory board for the 
encyclopedia. Librarians on this board are 
Emerson Greenaway and Maurice Tauber. 

Volume 1 lists 68 subject specialists who 
advised on topics to be covered and also 
on the selection of contributors. Most of 
these appear to have satisfactory quali- 
fications for acting in this capacity in their 
respective fields, but there are some major 
subjects for which no adviser is listed, for 
example, chemistry, law (except interna- 
tional law), and economics, It is noticeable 
that in some ‘ields, for example, political 
science, medicine, and biology, a consider-

by the subject consultant. 

The approximately 36,000 articles will 
be the product of collaboration between 
the editorial staff and about 1,800 subject 
specialists. The editors state that all arti- 
cles of more than 150 words are substan- 
tially the work of the contributing spe- 
clalists; these articles are signed and 
authors are briefly identified by affiliation. 
There is no complete list of contributors 
yet available, but one is scheduled for 
publication in volume 20. 

The reliability of an encyclopedia must 
be judged largely on the basis of the 
qualifications of its contributors. The En- 
cyclopedia International is uneven in this 
respect. There are many outstanding con- 
tributors, among them Sir Hans Krebs— 
Biochemistry, I. J. Gelb—Assyriology, C. 
E. Carrington—British Empire and the 


Commonwealth of Nations, Joshua What- 
mough—Alphabet, and F. E. Bruce—Bible. 
The majority of the contributors are at- 
tached to academic institutions and their 
qualifications vary from adequate to ex- 
cellent. However, the emphasis in the en- 
eyclopedia is on short articles, and con- 
siderably less than one half of them are 
signed. But some articles of more than 150 
words are not signed, and some important 
articles, among them Accounting, Aegean 
Civilization, Animal, Calculus, Census, 
City, Civil Engineering, Communication, 
are signed by members of the editorial 
staff whose special qualifications in these 
areas are not evident. There is also an ap- 
preciable number of “writers” and “edi- 
tors” among the contributors whose au- 
thority cannot be judged to be of an 
especially high standard. 

With only one quarter of the set avail- 
able for examination, it is not possible to 
come to any definite conclusions concern- 
ing comprehensiveness and balance of 
treatment among the various major sub- 
ject areas. According to the publisher’s 
statement, however, approximately one 
half of the set will be devoted to biography 
and to place names, and a sample count 
confirms this estimate. The biographical 
sketches comprehend a broad chronologi- 
cal, geographical, and subject range, but 
they include many figures of contempo- 
rary popular fame (for example, Lucille 
Ball, Abe Burrows, Leslie Caron, Sid 
Caesar, Nat “King” Cole). Some omissions 
were noted among the biographies, for ex- 
ample, Samuel Alexander, Balakirev, 
Roger Baldwin, Pio Baroja, Andrei Biely, 
Carrie Chapman Catt, and Hugh Dalton. 
There is a generous allotment of space to 
major countries, continents, American 
states, and Canadian provinces. No im- 
portant foreign cities appear to have been 
omitted, but there are no entries for the 
autonomous republics of the Soviet Union, 
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the départements of France, or the prov- 
inces of Spain. There are numerous brief 
entries for small American communities 
which could have been omitted. 

Of the major subject areas, the sciences, 
pure and applied, receive the most atten- 
tion in terms of number of entries, Some 
weaknesses in coverage were noted. The 
history of chemistry is not satisfactorily 
covered by a reference to Alchemy; there 
is no article on the chemical industry; and 
the article Chemical Engineering is much 
too short to give an adequate account of 
the subject. Topics in other areas noted as 
missing (anti-Semitism, birth control, 
chivalry, for example) will perhaps be 
treated in future volumes. There are many 
short entries for titles of literary and 
artistic works and for Biblical, mythologi- 
eal, and literary characters. 

The articles on major sports are well 
done. History, rules, playing surfaces, and 
records are fully covered. Drawings and 
diagrams illustrating basic maneuvers are 
well done. Games such as chess and check- 
ers are treated at considerably less length, 
yet coverage is adequate to understanding 
of their nature and conduct. In the case of 
articles dealing with major occupations, 
such as accounting and broadcasting, 
vocational information is provided. 

Although as a general rule, the articles 
are fair and unbiased, some examples of a 
lack of balanced treatment were noted. 
The article Bishop does not give a satis- 
factory account of the view of the majority 
of Protestant sects, the article Adoration 
does not mention Judaism, the articles 
Celibacy and Clergy are written from the 
Catholic point of view, and the article 
Astrology contains no clear-cut statement 
that it is generally considered a pseudo- 
science. 

One of the major purposes of the ency- 
clopedia is to provide information of prac- 
tical value to the family. However, in 
many cases (for example, Appliances, 
Household Electric, Babysitting, Barbecu- 
ing, Candy, Carving), the information 
given is too limited to be of much utility. 

The introduction places emphasis on the 
bibliographies accompanying the articles 
and states that references are to books

libraries. Bibliographies are of major im- 
portance in any encyclopedia, but their 
importance is especially great in one in- 
tended for the use of students where the 
treatment of most topics is so brief. Un- 
fortunately references are to be provided 
for only approximately 2,000 articles out 
of the total of 36,000, and the basis of the 
selection of topics of bibliographies is not 
at all clear. There are, for example, refer- 
ences cited for the articles Alexander u 
of Russia, Atomic Energy, Cambodia, 
Camus, and Caricature but not for Avia- 
tion, Charles 1 of England, Chartism, pre- 
1949 China, and Chekhov. There are far 
too many articles lacking bibliographies 
where they would be useful. The quality 
of the bibliographies which are provided 
is good, although inappropriately special- 
ized titles are listed for some subjects. 
The number of works cited varies from a’ 
single title up to as many as 20 and is not 
consistently proportioned to the relative 
importance of the subjects; for example, 
only one reference is given for Censorship, 
while there are seven listed for Academic 
Freedom. 

The standard of accuracy appears to be 
high although inevitably some errors were 
found in the course of sample checking. 
Except for the United States population 
statistics are not dated, and other kinds of 
statistics are not consistently dated. In the 
inclusion of topics (Automation, Black 
Muslims, Data Processing), in the treat- 
ment of subjects (Brain, Cell), and in the 
inclusion of details of important recent 
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events, the encyclopedia is up to date. The 
style of writing is good; it is appropriate 
for the level of readers for whom it is 
intended and is neither obscurely techni- 
eal nor condescendingly simple. 

Articles vary in length from a few lines 
(some not much more than the briefest of 
identifications or definitions) to about 40 
pages (Canada). Arrangement is letter by 
letter. Both direct and inverted forms of 
headings are used. The publisher states: 
“We cannot claim that consistency as such 
has been our primary objective. The cen- 
tral principle we have sought to follow is 
to place-entries under the heading which 
we believe is the most likely term that 
most readers will use, and then to depend 
on cross-references and the complete 
index as an aid to readers who do not use 
the most likely approach.” 

There are several devices used to aid in 
the location of topics and to bring related 
topics together. Although the Encyclopedia 
International is supposed to be a specific- 
entry encyclopedia there are many refer- 
ences from smaller subjects to more com- 
prehensive ones. See references are also 
used for alternative words and forms. See 
also references are used at the ends of 
articles; less consistent use is made of 
internal cross-references. In some cases it 
was noted that efficient use was not made 
of cross-references; information is re- 
peated, with a consequent waste of space 
(for example, Aegean Art and Architec- 
ture and Aegean Civilization, Archeology 
and Anthropology, and Basilica and Ca- 
thedral). Another device is the provision 
of study guides with major articles; the 
guides defire the scope of the subjects, 
outline their major subdivisions, and sug- 
gest further sources of information. Pro- 
nunciation is indicated by a system of 
respelling although the pronunciation key 
has not yet been provided. 

There are many illustrations which are 


well placed and which are, on the whole, 
well selected to supplement the text. The 
quality of reproduction of photographs is 
not outstanding, however, and many of 
them have objectionable color toning 
which serves no purpose and which could 
be misleading. Explanatory diagrams are 
numerous and excellent. Maps are from 
several sources; most of the general refer- 
ence maps for countries and states are by 
Hammond and are of the same series used 
in the Americana. The ouality of the color 
maps by Jeppesen which show major 
vegetation zones is not good. The physical 
maps provided by a new firm, Diversified 
Maps Curporation, and many small special 
purpose maps from unidentified sources 
are satisfactory in quality. 

The format of the volumes is very good; 
the type is clear and legible, the layout of 
text and illustrations is attractive and 
contributes to ease of use, and the bind- 
ing is sturdy. 

In accordance with the policy of the 
Subscription Books Committee, no final 
evaluation or recommendation will be 
made until the complete set is available 
for examination.

Ed. by 
Stephen Spender and Donald Hall. New 
York, Hawthorn Books, Inc., [1963].

The editors, Stephen Spender, poet, 
writer, and editor, and Donald Hall, Asso- 
ciate Professor of English, University of 
Michigan and editor of several poetry 
anthologies, explain in the Introduction 
that they have tried to collect informa- 
tion necessary to the student of poetry as 
well as the best opinions of contemporary 
critics to make up a collection that repre- 
sents the most intelligent and enduring 
attitudes toward poetry. They explain 
that they have deliberately dealt with as- 
pects of a subject from different, even 
opposing, points of view, have represented 
both English and American opinion, and 
have omitted because of limited space 
“from our list of poets many whom we 
would prefer to have included.” The dust 
jacket notes that “nearly 300 articles on 
individual poets” are included, but no 
statement relating to the criteria for se- 
lection was found. The editors indicate 
that many critics and scholars were con- 
sulted for their original suggestions for 
contents and that some more or less ap- 
proved the editors’ ideas but that others 
disagreed violently. As a result the editors 
“look forward to more controversy.” 

Two types of articles are included in

one alphabet: some 300 critical biog- 
raphies of poets and 32 articles of a gen- 
eral nature such as Prosody, Forms of 
Verse and Some Usages, articles by con- 
temporary critics on current literary 
theory and opinion, as Myth and Poetry, 
Science and Poetry, New Criticism, and 
New Directions in Metrics, and broader 
historical subjects as Foreign Influence on 
English Poetry. Articles are also included 
showing the development of English 
poetry in areas of the world outside of 
England and the United States as South 
African Poetry in English and Indian 
Poetry in English. 

Most of the entries are signed by 
initlals which are identified in Key to 
Initials and Notes on Contributors in the 
back of the book. There are 78 of these 
contributors who are listed alphabetically 
by the surname immediately after the 
Contents. A more useful arrangement 
would have been to key the initials to the 
listing in the introductory material. The 
contributors from England, the United 
States, India, New Zealand, Scotland, 
Wales, Canada, Australia, South Africa, 
and France are writers, poets, editors, 
singers, professors of English, lecturers 
in English, and broadcasters. They in- 
clude such authorities as the two editors; 
Buddhadeva Bose, poet and Professor of 
Comparative Literature, University of 
Jadavpur, Calcutta; John Crowe Ransom, 
poet, editor, and Professor Emeritus, Ken- 
yon College; Richard Wilbur, poet, editor, 
and Professor of English, Wesleyan Uni- 
versity; Victoria Sackville-West, poet and 
novelist; X. J. Kennedy, poet and In- 
structor of English, Women’s College of 
North Carolina. 

The articles are of varied lengths evi- 
dently set by the editors “in order to be 
concise.” Say the editors, “Our contribu- 
tors sometimes felt they were asked to 


condense the Holy Writ into a single 
sentence.” For example, Edgar Guest and 
Dorothy Parker each have five lines; Karl 
Shapiro, seven and a half lines; T. S. 
Eliot, two and one~half pages; John 
Milton and John Donne, three pages 
each; and William Shakespeare, three and 
one-half pages. The general articles vary 
from less than half a page for Hymns, 
Songs and Carols to more than 22 pages 
for Prosody, Forms of Verse and Some 
Usages. 

Each poet’s biography includes the 
complete name, year of birth and death, a 
discussion of his artistic achievement, and 
exact quotations from his work. If a 
photograph of the poet is included in the 
book, this fact, and the page where it is 
found is noted at the end of the article. 
If he is mentioned in another article, with 
the exception of Prosody, Forms of Verse, 
and Some Usages, this is also noted. 

Articles often contain titles of books on 
or related to the subject. In addition, For 
Further Reading, compiled by the con- 
tributors, includes both works and criti- 
cism. 

The material is easily available from 
the cross-references, the list of general 
articles, the list of plates, Index of Poets 
Quoted, and General Index. In addition 
the fact that a poet is the subject of a 
separate article is indicated by printing 
his name in small capitals in the text. 

There are 96 excellent, full-page mono- 
chrome plates of drawings, engravings, 
and photographs of the poets included. 
Their use would have been facilitated if 
the plates had been placed with the biog- 
raphy of the poet rather than as they are 
—in nine groups. With clear print, two- 
columned pages, and a sturdy binding, 
the format is good and attractive. 

Many of the articles and biographies 
presuppose a knowledge of poetry: for

Ficke have no further mention either in 
the article or in the General Index. The 
biographies have limited factual material. 
There is unevenness in the listing of poets; 
some poets who might have been ex- 
pected to be included were omitted, e.g., 
Sara Teasdale, Babette Deutsch, Edwin 
Markham, and Lennora Speyer.

Our Living Bible is a direct descendant 

of the five-volume Illustrated World of 

the Bible Library which was reviewed in 

The Booklist and Subscription Books Bul- 

letin, December 1, 1963. The aim of both 

titles is the same—to add to the reader’s 
understanding of the kind of world in 
which the events of the Bible took place. 

From the larger work, Michael Avi- 

Yonah, one of its principal compilers, has 

selected for use in this book four hundred 

color illustrations which depict the scenes 
and objects of Biblical times. (Five illus- 
trations appear to be new in this work.) 

Although many of them are slightly 

smaller in size in Our Living Bible no 

significant detail is lost. They are well 
reproduced; some of the colors are softer 
in tone and less garish than in the Mus- 
trated World. Each illustration is related 
to a specific verse of the Bible; one illus-

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‘tration appears on almost every page. The 
illustrations are well integrated with the 
text. 

The text of this book is completely 
new and does not derive from the Ilus- 
trated World. Written in a clear and 
simple style, it provides a good introduc- 
tion to Biblical life and customs. All the 
books of the Old Testament with the ex- 
ception of Obadiah and Haggai are sum- 
marized and placed in their historical 
setting. A brief section, Between the 
Testaments, covers the main events of 
this period. Almost a third of the book 
is devoted to the New Testament. The 
Gospel of St. Mark forms the basis of the 
gospel narrative. The 21 epistles are 
treated as a unit with seven topical sec- 
tions which reflect the Hellenistic-Roman 
world. Acts and Revelation are treated 
separately. 

Although well suited for general read- 
ing, Our Living Bible, like its predecessor, 
has limitations in terms of reference use. 
The indexes are really only classified 
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lists showing the sources of the illustra- 
tions and do not serve as a guide to the 
information contained in the book. A 
Table of Contents has been added to this 
volume, but since it only lists the books 
of the Bible it is no substitute for an 
index. 

The book is well designed and manu- 
-factured and is pleasing to the eye. Un- 
, fortunately so many illustrations are bled 
into the margins that the book cannot be 
rebound satisfactorily. 

Our Living Bible is a short, well-writ- 
ten, handsomely illustrated review of the 
Biblical world and Biblical life and cus- 
toms which succeeds in making the “Bible 
seem more real in a world of flesh and 
blood.” Although not well adapted for 
reference use, it is recommended for pub- 
lic, college, and university libraries.

Algeria. (Crossroads of the world series) 
National Film Board of Canada. Distri- 
butor: McGraw-Hill Book Co., Text-Film 
Division, 330 W. 42d St., N.Y. 10086.

A clear and balanced presentation of the his- 
toric events that led up to the Algerian Revo- 
lution and the granting by France of political 
independence. Emphasis is on the period of 
French colonial rule. Writer-director James 
Beveridge has constructed his film mainly 
from historic newsreel and documentary film 
footage, a technique that makes for a strong 
feeling of authenticity. The accompanying 
commentary assesses the French contribution 
to rs Ne especially in agriculture. Although 
French settlers developed rich farmlands from 
what had previously been arid wastes, the 
Algerian natives did not reap the benefits from 
these new developments. By the end of World 
War u there emerged French-educated Al- 
gerian leaders who channeled the natives’ dis- 
content and frustration into demands of politi- 
cal self-determination. French refusal led to 
violence by the Algerians and counterviolence 
by the French which culminated in years of 
bloody guerrilla warfare. This production 
chronicles these events. While recognizing the 
French contribution it reveals the darker side 
of French rule in two unusual sequences that 
record the casual shooting of two unarmed Al- 
gerian civilians. Of prime value as a discussion 
tool, it can also stand alone as an information 
medium,

1948, 4min. color, $40) but the forms 
here move with mathematical precision based 
directly on the figures of a square dance.

More than a documentary on papermaking and 
life in a paper-mill town (Windsor in the 
province of Quebec), this is a remarkable and 
powerful indictment of a machine-governed 
society. While documenting the making of pa- 
per, from lumber out of the neighboring forest 
through finished newsprint and other paper 
products, the film does not show the process 
in sequence, for it is the people, not the mill- 
ing, which is the focus here. The people are 
shown li on the deadly treadmill geared 
to the overwhelming requirements of the mill: 
on the job, the repetitive movements are per- 
formed as automatically as by the machines; 
in the restaurant, at the hockey game, the 
z Se the street—the company dominates 
all. The narration, purporting to be fragments 
of thoughts running through the workers’ 
minds, ‘approaches the theater-of-the-absurd 
in its relation to the visuals. Editing, music, 
and sound effects engender a cumulating ten- 
sion and put the viewer into the worker's 
humdrum, shallow life. This is perceptive doc- 
umentary, provocative social comment, and a 
profound and aesthetically satisfying work. 


Dream of the wild horses. By Denys Co- 
lomb de Daunant.

White horses of the salt marshes of the Cam- 
argue, an area in southern France at the 
mouth of the Rhone River, are portrayed with 
the skillful use of fluid slow motion and soft- 
focus camera. At first two stallions are 
shown in battle, followed by great processions 
of horses moving majestically through the 
swamps, then attempting to flee in panic from 
a fire engulfing the marsh—this last a rather 
terrifying sequence, especially for children. 
Poetic mood is enhanced by the surrealistic 
musical score by Jacques Lasri. There is no 
narration. A unique visual experience, a note- 
worthy example of the film as art, which 
should appeal to those interested in film mak- 
ing, to film societies, and to art groups. The

This is an un- 
usual film largely because the film makers 
have chosen a teacher possessed of a rare 
combination of teaching skill and sensitivity 
to the needs of children. Also, it is a fascinat- 
ing record of the effect on the children of hav- 
ing the cameramen work closely with them in 
the classroom. The children are shown exam- 
ining the photographic equipment and draw- 
ing pictures of the cameramen at work. As a 
result the film takes on an unusual degree of 
intimacy and immediacy. If it is the presenta- 
tion of an ideal kindergarten that makes this 
film particularly meaningful, it is the candid 
close-ups of the children at work and play 
that make it particularly heartwarming. For 
parents’ groups especially, but for all adults 
who love children. 


Marcel Proust: from masterpieces to a 
master’s work. Written and directed by 
Jacques Letellier.

The art and music, the people and places that 
shaped Proust’s mind and the world he cre- 
ated in Remembrance of things past are pre- 
sented in evocative montage. Venice, paint- 
ings and sculpture, the beaches of Normandy 
Beethoven and Wagner, and the village of 
Combray are among the major ‘influences. 
This is neither a factual nor a biographical 
presentation but is a masterly blending of 
many art forms to create the spirit of a man 
and an era. It should have especial appeal for 
literary and film society groups. Available in 
both a French and an English version with 
the English text by Bruce Lowery. The mus- 
ical background consists of “Sonata no. 19” 
by Beethoven, “Waltz of the roses” by Olivier 
Metra, “Prelude” and “Death” from Tristan 
and Isolde by Wagner, and “Quartet for strings 
no. 15” by Beethoven.

A class of 
children about ten years old sings a song about 
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“an American unemployed.” If a child fails 
by the ninth grade he must go to work or to 
a trade school. Part two covers vocational 
training, compulsory extracurricular activities, 
and the training of the Young Pioneer Organ- 
ization for the Senior Youth Organization. Al- 
lowing for an obvious anticommunist bias this 
film presents to Americans an important as- 
pect of Soviet education at a time when they 
are re-evaluating their own educational sys- 
tem. In spite of undue length, it provides pro- 
vocative material for discussion.

After the harvest is the traditional time for 
weddings in the small peasant villages of Iran.

Through a colorful succession of images it fol- 
lows the ritualistic preparation of the bride, 
the arrangements of the mullahs who draw u 
the wedding contract, the procession throu 
the streets with the townspeople holding up 
mirrors to the bride for good luck, and finally 
the feasting, dancing, and music in joyous 
celebration of the event. There is a poignancy 
in the portrayal of so much happiness amid 
great poverty. A worthwhile addition that will 
be useful in programming with other recent 
films that show family life around the world, 
such as Courtship (Booxuist 59:888, JI 1 63), 
Four families, and Fifty miles from Poona. 
Produced by an Iranian cinema student at 
New York University as part of a master’s de~ 
gree program, the film contains some tech- 
nical weaknesses, but these do not seriously 
affect the content; the color photography is 
good throughout, and the ethnic musical back- 
ground is excellent.

The Editorial Committee of The Atlas of 
Britain states that this volume is intended 
to supplement the maps and atlases al- 
ready published by agencies such as Ord- 
nance Survey and Bartholomew. It “at- 
tempts to do for the United Kingdom 
something of what has been achieved by 
the national atlases of other countries.” 
In this respect it compares to some 44 at- 
lases of other countries either in prepara- 
tion or already published. Its purpose is 
to present “a statement, on a geographical 
basis, of modern Britain’s resources, phys- 
ical, economic and industrial.” By provok- 
ing comparisons between these factors, it 
seeks to create a detailed and balanced 
portrait of the country at mid-twentieth 
century. These objectives are admirably 
achieved by two hundred pages of excel- 
lent, beautifully produced maps, bearing 
symbols of varying form and color and in~ 
terpreted by comparative statistics printed 
on the maps. 

Although national atlases are usually 
issued as state publications or subsidized 
by some state financial assistance, The 
Atlas of Britain and Northern Ireland was 
undertaken and carried to completion by 
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“A ial kind of educational tool . .. pre- 
p: to help young people and adults under- 
stand and use correctly the exacting language 
of today’s science and technology.”

endon Press, under the direction of its 
head, D. P. Bickmore, assisted by Miss M. 
A. Shaw. A committee of the British As- 
sociation began consideration of a na- 
tional atlas project in 1938. Discussions 
between scholars at Oxford and Cam- 
bridge and the Cartographic Department 
of Clarendon took place in 1951. This 
resulted in a decision by Clarendon to 
underwrite the cost of the project. The 
Editorial Committee consists of the fol- 
lowing distinguished geographers and 
economists: G. E. Blackman, F.R.S., Pro- 
fessor of Rural Economy in the Univer- 
sity of Oxford, A. A. L. Caesar, Lecturer 
in Geography in the University of Cam- 
bridge; C. F. W. R. Gullick, Senior Lec- 
turer in Economic Geography in the Uni- 


versity of Oxford; J. A. Steers, Professor 
of Geography in the University of rien 4 
bridge; and G. D. N. Worswick, Lecture 
in Economics in the University of Oxford. 
In addition, the acknowledgments lists the 
names of 423 scholars and experts and 137 
corporate bodies, such as government de- 
partments, university departments, com- 
mercial firms, and associations. Since the 
Introduction states that many maps are 
based on unpublished or partially pub- 
lished information, including private rec- 
ords and researches, the identification of 
authorities is of paramount importance. 
The main section of the atlas consists of 
the 200 pages of maps, preceded by a his- 
torical introduction of one page; a page 
headed Topics, which serves as a topical 
index to the map titles, and its 217 items 
ranging from broad subjects such as Agri- 
culture, to specific subjects such as With- 
erite; a page headed Maps, which serves 
as the table of contents; the maps under 
general headings (e.g., Climate, Demog- 
raphy, Communications); two pages of 
acknowledgments; and, finally, a page 
headed Cartography which summarizes 
the arrangement, scales, map design, and 
sources of information. The map section 
is followed by a gazetteer on 22 unnum- 
bered pages; a detached sheet of trans- 
parent plastic showing an outline of the 
country and bearing the National and 
Irish Grid; and, finally, 14 half-size pages, 
also unnumbered, headed Notes and 
Sources, which are stitched to the outer 
edge of the back cover and may be folded 
out for use with any page of the atlas. 
Except for two maps depicting overseas 
trade and shipping, the area covered by 
this atlas is England, Scotland, Wales, and 
Northern Ireland. The major emphasis of 
the atlas is physical and economic, and in 
this respect it resembles the national at- 
lases of Italy, Norway, West Germany, 
Japan, and others. Pages 1 to 67 of the 
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map section are devoted to such physical 


\ aspects as relief, geology, coastline, cli-

mate, water supply and soils, and vege- 
tation and forestry. Pages 68 to 145 depict 
in great detail agriculture, fisheries, and 
industry. Pages 162 to 187 deal with com- 
munications and trade. Five more pages, 
scattered under the heading Demography, 
treat such economic subjects as housing, 
sales in retail and service trades, sales in 
depártment stores, and tax rates. Some 12 
pages, which might be considered outside 
the physical and economic classification, 
treat subjects such as administrative and 
parliamentary constituency boundaries, 
age groups, mortality, occupations, popu- 
lation, national parks, and the Gaelic and 
Welsh languages. The final section of 13 
pages of regional maps, bearing the more 
than 16,000 place names listed in the 
Gazetteer, may be considered “general” 
for purposes of estimating the emphasis 
of the atlas. 

Hence, the atlas devotes at least 85 per- 
cent of the map pages to physical and eco- 
nomie factors. It portrays them with great 
thoroughness, effectiveness, and artistry. 
The section on industry maps 87 indus- 
tries and purports to cover 80 percent of 
British industry, ranging from mining, 
power, and steel to light industries such 
as jewelry, confectionery, and furniture. 
As an example of thorough treatment, the 
maps dealing with coal production and 
consumption may be cited. On three pages 
of maps are indicated: coal output, em- 
ployment by type of worker, mines graded 
by output, individual coalfields, predomi- 
nant type of coal, employment and output 
per manshift, average thickness of seam 
and average depth of mining, statistics for 
each consumer region, use, methods of 
transport, and exports and imports by 
country and by individual British port. 

The information is depicted principally 
by the use of colored symbols in the form 
of circles and segments of circles, drawn 
to scale, supplemented by statistics in tab- 
ulated form printed on the maps. The 
colors, all pleasing to the eye, have been 
used with maximum graphic and artistic 
effect. The publisher states that up to 14 
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colors were used in the atlas. Most of the 


maps are shown on a light blue back- 
ground with the salient information con- 
veyed for the most part by vivid blue, yel- 
low, green, and red. Many of the legends 
in the title panels are also printed on these 
four colors. The clarity and precision of 
the symbols and lines are attributed by 
the compilers to the use of “dimensionally 
stable plastic materials, which have also 
the advantage of transparency” and “have 
given new versatility to cartography” in 
the last decade. Only two criticisms can 
be made of the generally excellent result 
achieved; the blue background used in 
some of the little panels is too dark for 
ease of reading the print on them, and 
some of the statistical tables, notably those 
showing imports and exports, are in type 
too small to read without strain. The 
small print, however, permits the maps 
themselves to play the predominant role 
on each page. 

Some 60 percent .of the maps use the 
scale of 1:2,000,000 (one inch to 32 miles 
approx.) At this scale the whole United 
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Kingdom is covered on one page. At 
three points in the atlas, a group of maps 
at the scale of 1:1,000,000 is arranged by 
eight regions: South East England, South 
West England, Wales and the Midlands, 
Northern England, Southern Scotland, 
Northern Scotland, Orkneys and Shet- 
lands, and Northern Ireland. Their pur- 
pose is both to supplement and comple- 
ment the 1:2,000,000 maps which they fol- 
low. The third major group, the refer- 
ence maps forming the final section of 
maps, uses the 1:500,000 scale and is ar- 
ranged in the same regional manner as 
the 1:1,000,000 maps. Scales of smaller 
than 1:2,000,000 are used in a few in- 


- stances. All the maps from 1:500,000 to 


1:6,000,000 scale are drawn on the Trans- 
verse Mercator Projection as used by the 
Ordnance Survey. 

The Introduction states that the atlas is 
“planned as a cross-section through the 
middle of the twentieth century, and is 
therefore an historical document and not 
a stop-press commentary.” An analysis of 


. dates on the maps reveals a wide range, 


from climatological data reaching back to 
1881 to population figures as late as 1961, 
with most of the maps dated in the period 
1947-1957. The Notes and Sources explain 
the choice of dates in terms of availability 
of data, the desire to obtain a typical sam- 
ple, the desire to obtain a basis for com- 
parison, and other similar reasons. It is 


' pointed out, quite properly, that the chief 


purpose is to show patterns and trends 
from the mid-century vantage point and 
that Jater information will require this 
atlas as a basis. In this sense, it is not 
outdated, nor should the most recent sta- 
tistics on all subjects be expected from an 
atlas with the objectives stated above. 
Authorities, notes, and sources are pro- 
vided for each map in the 14-page fold- 
out section. In this section the affiliation 
of many of the individuals, listed by name 
only in the Acknowledgements, is given. 
The notes, while helpful and indicative of 
the rich variety of sources and the im- 
mense labor of assembling and plotting 
the data, often contain references couched 
in such general terms that referral to them 
would be difficult. It should be noted, 


\ 

however, that many of the sources are 
unpublished and unavailable to the gen- 
eral public, and one of the great services? 
rendered by this atlas is to make the in- 
formation from such sources accessible. 
Among the available sources given par- 
ticular mention in the Introduction are 
the 1951 Census of Population and the 
one~inch-to-the-mile sheets of the Ord- 
nance Survey; among the unpublished or 
partially published sources mentioned, are 
the detailed returns of the Board of 
Trade’s Census of Production, the For- 
estry Commission’s Census of Woodlands, 
and the National Coal Board’s Colliery 
Profiles. Extensive private records and 
researches were used, as, for example, 
Professor W. H. Pearsall’s work on vege- 
tation and Dr. H. L. Penman’s estimates of 
evapo-transpiration. 

The Gazetteer, consisting of about 16,000 
entries, gives the page citation to the rele- 
vant 1:500,000 regional map, followed by 
the National Grid or Irish Grid reference. 
Other pages on which the name occurs are 
listed in italic type. Places are located on 
the maps at 1: 2,000,000 scale by the use of 
the Transparent Reference Overlay. The 
only other information provided by the 
Gazetteer is an abbreviation to indicate 
the large administrative units, e.g., M.B., 
Municipal Borough; U.D., Urban District. 
Sample checking of the Topics and Maps 
pages, which serve as an index to the 
atlas, and of the Gazetteer reveal errors in 
proofreading to be negligible. Spellings 
have been based on the maps of the Ord- 
nance Survey and the Ordnance Survey of 
Northern Ireland. 

The volume is attractively and sturdily 
bound in light gray buckram and dark 
blue quarter leather with gold lettering on 
the spine. It lies flat when opened, and the 
paper is heavy and of high quality. The 
maps, although carrying the maximum 
load of information (frequently in addi- 
tion to three-dimensional hill shading), 
are admirable in their clarity and beauty 
of color and design. Special features, such 
as the transparent overlay and the fold- 
out section of sources, increase the ease of 
use. 

The Atlas of Britain and Northern Ire- 
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land provides a physical and economic 
atlas of the area which has long been 
eeded. Of equal importance is the fact 
that the compilers have assembled and 
visually portrayed in many purposeful 
ways a vast amount of information scat- 
tered in a wide variety of published and 
unpublished sources. They have called 
upon the expert knowledge of an impres- 
sive number of qualified contributors and 
produced a major work of reference and 
cartography. Highly recommended for 
university and large college and public 
libraries and for special Libraries inter- 
ested in the subject.

“The Encyclopedia of Mental Health is 
designed to meet the great and growing 
public need for sound information on this 
vital subject presented in simple terms that 
the general reader can understand.” Men- 
tal health is interpreted broadly, and the 
topics covered by full articles include, for 
example, Abortion, Accidents, Alcoholism, 
Courtship and Engagement, Law and Psy- 
chiatry, Obesity, Prejudice, Sex Education, 
and Widowhood and Mental Health. The 
six volumes contain 170 articles by 140 au- 
thors and coauthors, a list of agencies, 
Bibliography, Glossary, Name Index, and 
Subject Index. There is no other work in 
the field that is comparable to this in scope, 
treatment, and arrangement. 

The editor in chief was Albert Deutsch 
who had a national reputation in mental 
health for his crusades and writings before 
his death on June 18, 1961. Helen Fishman 
became executive editor when Deutsch 
died. A Board of Consultants was selected 
to review the articles, write some them- 
selves, and suggest authors. The 11-man 
Board agreed to serve if the following con- 
ditions were met: “(a) the work would be 
written by professionals, (b) it would not 
be of a quick, self-help nature, (c) no sub- 
ject would be avoided, and each subject 
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would be treated in a professional and un- 
inhibited manner, and (d) each would join 
the project with the understanding that he 
or she would participate actively.” These 
conditions have been adhered to in the 
production of this encyclopedia. The Board 
is composed of authorities in several fields, 
and most have already written extensively 
on their subjects. Members of the Board 
have written or shared in the writing of 17 
articles. The other 129 contributors are 
qualified for their work, and many are out- 
standing in one or more subjects. 
Contributors were provided with a copy 
of Edith Stern’s article The Aging and the 
Aged for use as a model. They also re- 
ceived a complete list of articles to be writ- 
ten, together with a series of specific ques- 
tions. A definite length was assigned to 
each article, but authors were allowed to 
exceed this in some cases. While the con- 
sultants reviewed the articles, each author 
had the final say on his text. Most of the 
articles were written between September 
1, 1961 and September 1, 1962. All of the 
material (with the exception of ten pages) 
was written specially for the encyclopedia. 
The encyclopedia provides information 
and sources for additional information 
(agencies, published material). Through- 
out it is characterized by a positive out- 
look, a progressive approach, and an un- 
biased attitude. The authors frankly admit 
the present lack of knowledge of scientific 
information in areas where this is the sit- 
uation. Margaret Mead summarizes these 
elements in the Introduction, “For, once 
the varieties of mental illnesses are fully 
realized and the varieties of care called for 
are specified and provided, we can begin 
to think of mental health not as the absence 
of mental illness, or as approximating some 
absolute and abstract norm, but as a rela- 
tionship between an individual’s potential 
strengths and weaknesses and his situa- 
tion.” The encyclopedia has no similarity 


to the “do-it-yourself” and pseudo-inspir- 
atfonal books‘or philosophies. The subjects 
on the periphery of science that are dis-' 
cussed are done so with care, objectivity, 
and forthrightness. 

Arrangement of articles is alphabetical 
(letter by letter) by title. For the most 
part, the treatment is in the form of ques- 
tion and answer; however 12 historical or 
survey articles are in essay form. The arti- 
cles range in length from Durham Decision 
(two pages), and Guilt and Psychological 
Testing, Introduction to (three pages 
each), to the two longest, Adoption (39 
pages), and Adolescence (33 pages). The 
typical article runs about 12 pages in 
length, begins with a defining question, and 
ends with a question concerning prospects 
for the future. See references are amply 
scattered throughout the text. Specialist 
jargon has been kept to a minimum. Where 
technical terms are used they are either 
defined in the text or can be found in the 
Glossary. There are few tables and illus- 
trations. 

The articles occupy pages 1-2078. Five 
special sections follow. A list of agencies, 
pages 2079-2085, gives names and ad- 
dresses of federal and state agencies and 
organizations that can supply additional 
information. The state sources are ar- 
ranged alphabetically by state, but the na- 
tional sources have no apparent order. 
Some, but not all, of these agencies are 
cited in the Subject Index. 

There is an eight-page Bibliography of 
books and articles in volume 6. The mate- 
rial is arranged alphabetically by author 
and title and includes 1962 publications. 
Sufficient information is given for most 
items so that the reader could locate them 
in his public library. Some items are of 
questionable value to the layman because 
of their specialized nature. Some of the 
entries in the Bibliography are also men- 
tioned in the text.

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The 86-page Glossary in volume 6 is 
based on A Comprehensive Dictionary of ” 
Psychological and Psychoanalytical Terms 
by English and English and the Psychiatric 
Glossary of the American Psychiatric As- 
sociation. Coverage is adequate, and defini- 
tions are easily understood. 

In a work of this nature adequate index- 
ing is of considerable importance. There 
are two indexes in volume 6, name and 
subject. The Name Index shows a high 
degree of accuracy; only a few omissions 
were noted. Reference ts to volume and 
pages, a good method even where a set is 
continuously paged as is this. The Subject _ 
Index is equally accurate and complete. 
Neither index lists entries from the Bibli- 
ography. 

The type is legible. The question-and- 
answer format gives the page a pleasing 
appearance. The running heads are clear 
and helpful. The spine of each volume ex- 
hibits the inclusive pagination and the in- 
clusive alphabetical content; unfortunately 
these items are placed at the base of the 
spine and are in small print. Even if not 
covered by a library shelf label, they are 
not likely to be of great value for ready 
reference, The names of the Board of Con- 
sultants appear on the spine of each of the ` 
six volumes. Omission of these names 
would have been no great loss and would 
have cleared the spine for more legible 
guides to the contents of each volume. The 
volumes open flat and seem satisfactorily 
bound. They should be able to stand hard 
usage. 

The Encyclopedia of Mental Health pro- 
vides an authoritative and comprehensive 
coverage of this broad field for the lay- 
man. Although it has little illustrative ma- 
terial, it is well organized and well writ- 
ten. The bibliography and indexes are 
good. It is reasonably priced, attractively 
produced, and easy to use. It is recom- 
mended for all libraries and individuals \ 
requiring a nontechnical presentation a 
topics in the field.

Citing both his admirers, 
who claim him as the greatest of the Renais- 
sance popes, and his detractors, who see a 
controversial figure, the biographer arrives 
at a mid-position, adjudging him less states- 
manlike, scholarly, and zealous than some of 
his predecessors but nevertheless a great 
churchman and true » a man of 
singular resolution and courage, and—a point 
much stressed—a delightful conversationalist 
and amusing writer.

As in Cellist in exile, a portrait of Pablo 
Casals (Booxtist 59:347, Ja 1 63) Taper again 
reveals a sensitive perception in writing of 
an artist. His biography of the director and 
choreographer of the New York City Ballet 
is a continually interesting account of a pro- 
fessional life begun in the Imperial Ballet 
School at St. Petersburg, expanded by asso- 
ciation with Diaghilev, and climaxed by 
Balanchine’s establishment of ballet in the 
U.S. Profusely illustrated with black-and- 
white photographs. Appended are a chrono- 
logical list of Balanchine’s ballets and a list 
of picture credits. Portions of the text ap- 
peared originally in the New Yorker in dif- 
ferent form.

A muted novel in which emotion is present 
but usually restrained as befitting the upper 
levels of society in present-day Sydney, Aus- 
tralia. David Byfield, a lawyer and a rather 
dull young bachelor, shocks himself and his 
neighbors by falling in love with a woman 
he represents at a murder inquest, yet his 
relationship with his mother reveals his 
character more fully than does his affair. For 
those more interested in emotional subtleties 
and shadings than in plot.

The author of this novel is a fifteen-year-old 
English girl who shows remarkable skill and 
originality as a storyteller and good judg- 
ment in limiting herself to a subject with 
which she is thoroughly familiar. Her hero- 
me, Antonia, is the only child of delightful, 
sympathetic, unconven parents who 
send their daughter to free state schools 
rather than to private ones in order to have 
more money for vacations. Antonia’s first- 
person narrative, describing these schools 
from a child’s point of view, presents a hu- 
morous, sometimes shocking picture of the 
English educational system. Being a deter- 
mined individualist, she is bewildered and 
frustrated but never defeated by it. In spite 
of an’ overabundance of incidents involving 
childish violence and adolescent stresses, this 
is a refreshing, lighthearted story that will 
appeal to many, though not all, readers.

The first purpose of The Handbook of 
Africa is, according to the Introduction, 
the assembly of “comparable factual in- 
formation on each of the fifty-odd political 
units of Africa.” The second purpose is “to 
provide basic source material by a thor- 
ough process of footnoting.” Descriptive 
and statistical information on the various 
phases of life in each political unit of the 
continent of Africa, from Algeria to Zan- 
zibar, is summarized in such categories as 
history, geography, population, resources, 
exports and imports, and social and eco- 
nomic characteristics, but “no attempt is 
made either to interpret or analyze the 
data. Facts and figures are given without 
qualifying comments. Thus no attempt is 
made to evaluate development plans or 
programs, to assess the efficiency of rail- 
way systems or the adequacy of health 
services, or to comment on the goals and 
aims of political parties and associations,” 

The Handbook of Africa is a revision of 
an African handbook first published in 
1959 for use in a course for foreign~aid 
technicians at Boston University’s Center 


` for Development Research and Training 


African Studies Program. The present 


- editors state that the book has been com- 


pletely revised for publication in its pres- 
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ent form. Both editors, Violaine I. Junod 
and Idrian N. Resnick, seem qualified by 
background and training for the task. 

This handbook is arranged alphabetical- 
ly by country. For each country the edi- 
tors cite the area and population followed 
by a brief description of the country’s 
geography and history. Statistics avall- 
able up to December, 1961 are then cited 
for government, population, social data; 
and economic information: 

The selected Notes which follow the in- 
formation on each political unit are valu- 
able in that they cite primary and second- 
ary source materials, including continuing 
official publications, which can lead the 
researcher to more up-to-date statistics 
and information. Many of the statistics 
have been made obsolete by later censuses 
and other published material found in 
such references as the U. N. Statistical 
Yearbook or even The World Almanac. 

The final 21 pages are composed of five 
appendixes, These provide background in- 
formation on regional groupings, differing 
colonial policies, types of aid to Africa 
provided by metropolitan governments, 
contrasting marketing systems, and a table 
of measures and currency used in the var- 
ious countries. 

No index is included, but the Table of 
Contents serves as a convenient guide to 





the general subject matter. 

The only illustrations are the duplicate 
endpaper maps of the continent of Africa 
with political units clearly marked. These 
would probably be lost in rebinding. Addi- 
tional maps to serve as adjuncts to the text 
would have enhanced the usefulness of 
the handbook. The volume is well bound, 
and good quality paper is used. 

Though The Handbook of Africa cannot 
always be relied upon for the latest statis- 
tical information and in spite of the fact 
that the information provided is to be 
found in greater detail in other sources 
such as The Statesman’s Year-book and 
The Worldmark Encyclopedia of the Na- 
tions, the handbook does fulfill its purpose 
by providing factual information on the 
more than 50 political units of Africa and 
can be recommended as a ready-reference 
source for background material on Africa. 


A New Dictionary of British History. Ed. 
by S. H. Steinberg. New York, St. Mar- 
tin’s Press, 1963. viii, 407p. 23cm. $7.95. 
Intended as a “companion to students 

and teachers of history,” this volume at- 

tempts a “concise analysis” of factual data 
relating to countries “which are, or at 


some time were, part of England and her ' 


overseas possessions, the British Empire, 
or the Commonwealth of Nations.” 
Information on each geographical entry 
is provided only for the period during 
which the connection with the British Em- 
pire lasted. Subject entries relate to po- 
litical, constitutional, administrative, legal, 
ecclesiastical, and economic events. The 
editors have been conscious of the need to 
strike a fair balance between their claims 
to the historian’s attention. Other sub- 
jects as literature, music, the arts and 
architecture, philosophy, and science are 
covered only when they have a direct 
bearing on historical events. There are no 
biographical entries. Entries vary in

Comparison of the information in Cam- 
bridge History of the British Empire and 
Oxford History of England with that in A 
New Dictionary revealed no discrepancies 
in information. The information given in 
the latter title is concise but accurate. 

There are, however, certain omissions 
which may limit the value of this diction- 
ary to the serious student of British his- 
tory. Some of the subjects omitted include 
“Ceram rege,” a minor court under the 
“Curia Regis”; “Colloquium,” an alternate 
name for “Curia Regis”; and “Knights of 
Gentry,” an important group under Henry 
vi. In the discussion of the transfer of 
Senegal to France under the Treaty of 
Versailles, no mention is made of the 
transfer of Gorée, which was made at the 
same time. 

“The internal history of Scotland and 
Ireland, although not neglected, has been 
treated less fully than that of Wales.” The 
editor claims that this was a necessity to 
prevent “superficial treatment to all 
three.” 

A Dictionary of British History (New 
York: Longmans; London: Edward Ar- 
nold, 1937), edited by J. A. Brendon, was 
the predecessor of this volume and in- 
cluded brief biographical sketches omitted 
from the present dictionary to allow space 
for more subjects and fuller definitions. 
The editor of this New Dictionary of Brit- 
ish History is S. H. Steinberg, editor of 
The Statesman’s Year-book and a well- 





known historian. Ten additional contribu- 
tors listed on the title page and in the 
Preface are qualified by training and ex- 
perience for the job they were selected to 
do. They include Dr. Patricia M. Barnes, 
Assistant Keeper, Public Record Office, 
and general editor, The Pipe Roll Society; 
M. L. Henry, reference librarian, Fulham 
Public Libraries, and assistant editor, The 
Statesman’s Year-book; and Dr. R. F. 
Walker, Lecturer in History, University 
College of Wales. The editor notes his 
special gratitude to “Dr. Barnes, Mr. 
Evans and Dr. Slade for help in general 
editorial work that went well beyond their 
responsibilities as contributors.” Articles 
are signed with the initials of the contrib- 
utors, 

Cross-references are used throughout 
the book although there are many more 
that could have been added to insure the 
general usefulness of the book. In some 
instances the alternate subject could have 
been listed with a see reference. See also 
references take three forms in the book, 
but explanation is given of only one form 
in the Preface. Most are indicated by 
capitalization within the article or paren- 
theses at the end of articles, and others by 
the words “See Also” at the end of articles. 

For further reading on topics in the New 
Dictionary users are referred to the Bibli- 
ography of British History and the Annual 
Bulletin of Historical Literature. “Only in 
those rare cases where there is available 
a book that can fairly be described as a 
definitive monograph unlikely to be su- 
perseded in the foreseeable future” does 
an article provide reference to a specific 
title. 

The print is very small but it is clear 
and distinct. No illustrative material is 
used. The cloth binding is sturdy. Re- 
binding will be difficult since the inner 
margins are so narrow. 

A New Dictionary of British History, 
though obviously limited in scope by edi- 
torial policy and physical factors and 
marked by certain deficiencles in cross- 
references and subject headings, is never- 
theless recommended as a reliable con- 
densation of basic historical data relating 
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to British history. It should be particular- 
ly useful in libraries serving college and 
university students, in addition to the 
general publie.

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youngsters themselves reported. The table 
of contents in each volume is claimed to 
provide “a pretty good idea of what young 
people in America are most interested in 
reading about and looking up.” 

Our Wonderful World first appeared 
during 1955-57 with Spencer Press, Inc. 
as publishers, volumes 9 through 14 in 
1956, and volumes 15 through 18 in 1957. 
Though the publishers claim annual revi- 
sion in the five editions appearing 1958-62, 
the 1963 edition “contains the substantial 
revisions incorporated into the set since 
Grolier, Inc. acquired Spencer Press in 
the autumn of 1961.” Such revision is 
claimed to provide each of the 18 volumes 
with “new material in every one of its 30 
sections . . . 210 new articles . . . 1,480 
pages new, revised or updated material 

. hundreds of new photographs . . 
material from world-wide sources ... 
factual tables thoroughly revised .. . 
scores of new bibliographies . . . more 
efficient indexing.” A review of volumes 
1-9 appeared in The Booklist and Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, March 1, 1957. 
The complete set was reviewed in the is- 
sue of September 1, 1958. For the purposes 
of this review the 1955-57 editions will be 
compared with that of 1963. 

This new edition lists Herbert S. Zim, 
former editor in chief, as founding editor, 
but he is also credited with aiding plans 
for the 1963 revision. Lowell A. Martin, 
former dean, Graduate School of Library 
Service, Rutgers, the State University, is 
named as editorial director in publicity 
releases, but his name does not appear on 
any title page of the set or in the pref- 
atory material. Herbert Pinzke has been 
retained as art director and J. Harlan 
Shores as educational director. All other 
members of the editorial board are new. 
The Board of Educational Consultants 
and the Board of Library Consultants re- 
mains unchanged from the 1955-57 edi- 


m 


tions, but some changes are noted among 
the 186 “expert consultants.” The listing 
of the fuli staff of Our Wonderful World 
including the section editors does not ap- 
pear in the new edition. It must be as- 
sumed that the section editors, at least, 
remain on the staff since material written 
and signed by them for the first editions 
is retained, signed, frequently in revised 
form. New material also bears the signa- 
tures of these same editors. 

The work continues as an “encyclopedic 
anthology.” As such it reprints material 
taken from published books, periodicals, 
pamphlets, and government documents for 
the most part, although some sections are 
original with the editors. 

The 1963 edition also retains the “Tap- 
estry of Knowledge” concept of its found- 
ing editor using a thematic arrangement 
and including a selection of subjects based 
on a study by J. Harlan Shores and Her- 
bert C. Rudman which was published in 
1954 under the title What Children Are 
Interested In. The originators conceived 
the function of these volumes to be differ- 
ent from that of the regular encyclopedias. 
“The emphasis is not upon the separate 
and completed reference act, but upon the 
continuing pursuit of related curricular 
knowledge.” The thematic arrangement, as 
shown by chart in volume 18, continues to 
divide the covered knowledge into the 


‘same five large areas as used in the first 


editions, subdividing these into 30 themes 
which run through the set and relate to 
the large areas, 

Whatever the merits of this approach 
“The Tapestry of Knowledge” (volume 18, 
p.xviii-xix) also indicates the diffusion 
that occurs in the set. Thus “World of 
Plants,” one theme, is covered by separate 
sections in 10 different volumes, each sec- 
tion, in the main, being composed of re- 
prints from several sources. Within each 
volume the sequence of themes varies: 
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not every theme has a section in each 
volume. Thus volume 3 has this arrange- 
ment of sections: “Indians of Today” 
(Theme: “How People Are Governed”); 
- “Soil: More Valuable Than Gold” (Theme: 
“The Earth We Live On”); “The Mid- 
west” (Theme: “Communities of Peo- 
ple”); “Story of Horses” (Theme: “Ani- 
mals and Man”). 

In general, the extent of coverage of 
the various subjects remains the same. 
Revision has resulted in the addition of 
new material and the condensation or 
elimination of older text. Many of the new 
articles reflect the editors’ concern for 
topics of current interest as evidenced by 
such titles as “Teen-Age Smoking,” “How 
to Look at Modern Art,” “Chinese Schools 
Today,” “The Story of the Teaching Ma- 
chine,” “Water: A Matter of Suvvly and 
Demand,” “The St. Lawrence Seaway: 
Gateway to the Great Lakes,” “The Alli- 
ance for Progress,” and “The Peace 
Corps.” 

As these titles indicate, the subject mat- 
ter largely reflects the interests of the 
junior and senior high student, with great- 
est emphasis on the early teens. However, 
librarians reported the material to be use- 
ful with accelerated lower elementary 
students and especially helpful with the 
disinterested reader in high school at- 
tracted to the inviting and readable ap- 
pearance of the format. The aim of the 
publishers appears to be to provide read- 
ability differences between two or more 
articles within a subject area rather than 
to write for the age of the child who may 
be interested in the subject matter. 

The nature and extent of revision was 
based upon responses to a brief question- 
naire sent to one hundred schools and 
libraries, selected at random, who owned 
Our Wonderful World. The larger number 
of these users were schools, “because the 
set has been bought more extensively by 
schools.” In the 68 replies received, the 
subject area most frequently mentioned 
for expansion and revision was that of 
science. Considerable attention has been 
given this request. A count revealed ap- 
proximately 75 new articles in the area of 
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science and technology, additional charts, 
picture articles, and related subjects. New 
articles bear such titles as “The Transur- 
anium Elements: The New Elements of 
Modern Alchemy,” “Can We Survive in 
Space?” “Plasma: Fuels of the Future?” 
“Missiles of Today,” “Telephones Around 
the World,” “Electronic Music,” “After 
Computers: Automatons,” “Plants from an 
Atomic Garden.” and “What We'll Eat To- 
morrow.” Extensive rewriting, revising, 
and updating is apparent. 

Since Our Wonderful World is con- 
cerned largely with the interests of the 
ten- to sixteen-year-old, considerable in- 
formation on careers has been included. 
Under the heading occupation in the 
Index, 80 separate careers are listed, and 
reference is made to others under such 
subtitles as “Agricultural Careers,” “Avia- 
tion Careers,” “Government Service,” and 
“Medical Careers.” Spot checking showed 
a variety of revision dates for this mate- 
rial. Such unevenness is regrettable espe- 
elally where salary information is given. 
However, the material as a whole is clear- 
ly presented and gives sound general in- 
formation as to type of work, needed 
education and training, and advantages 
and disadvantages of each career. 

The same unevenness is evident in the 
articles on the individual states of the 
United States. In the section “The New 
England States,” some of the text is taken 
from the Vernon Quinn Picture Map 
Geography of the Untted States copy- 
righted 1931 and Boston—Then and Now; 
included in this subject area is a reprint 
from Ten American Cities copyrighted 
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1949. “The Midwest” has an article on 
Illinois “revised by editor, 1963,” while 
the information on Indiana shows a revi- 
sion date of 1961. A correlative article, 
School from the Sky, explaining the edu- 
cational television project centered at 
Purdue University, Lafayette, Indiana, has 
been “prepared by the editor” and records 
no date or source of reference. A recheck 
was made of the material in the section 
devoted to the Southwestern States which 
had received criticism in the 1958 Sub- 
scription Books Committee review be- 
cause no source or date was given for the 
information presented. The section is still 
without date or source. A chart provided 
for each state headed “Some Important 
Dates in [name of state] History” has in- 
formation for New Mexico up to 1956, 
Arizona to 1948, Utah to 1952, and Nevada 
to 1931. 

The information given for all states is, 
in most part, general and historical rather 
than statistical. A fact chart included in 
each subject section, which extends the 
information in a concise and clear fashion, 
uses 1960 census figures for population 
and includes such additional information 
for each state as name of capital, nick- 
name, date and order of admission as a 
stale, area in square miles, motto, num- 
ber of counties, highest elevation, lowest 
point, and average temperature in Janu- 
ary and in July. 

Careful attention to revision and to ad- 
dition of new material has been given for 
those areas of the world undergoing gov- 
ernmental change. New developments in 
Africa, for example, are reflected in such 
titles as: Changing East Africa, The 
Rhodesias and Nyasaland, Rwanda and 
Burundi, and The Republic of the Congo. 
New articles were reprinted or developed 
from material published elsewhere in 1961 
and 1962 or were written by the editors 
for inclusion in this edition. 

For most countries, however, attention 
has been given to revision and rewriting 
rather than to addition of material, and 
internal political events are given only 
slight attention. Especially lacking is bio- 
graphical material of leaders and persons 


important in the changing scene. Where 
individuals are mentioned it frequently 
consists of a sentence or two of comment 
relating to a photograph of the individual. 
In the new article on East Africa a photo- 
graph of a crowd bears the caption, “Po- 
litical leaders waving to a crowd in Tan- 
ganyika. The figure on the right is Julius 
Nyerere, the country’s first president... .” 
No reference to this name is included in 
the Index. Photographs of Charles de 
Gaulle and Konrad Adenauer, with short 
comment, are indexed though the page ref- 
erence given for the Adenauer illustra- 
tion is in error. More biographical infor- 
mation is given with the illustration for 
some leaders. A helpful table of “Govern- 
ments Around the World” shows concisely 
the type of government of “all the sover- 
eign, independent countries of the world 
as of 1962.” 

Material retained from the 1955-57 edi- 
tions shows major and minor revision of 
the text, updating of political and statisti- 
cal information, and changes in ilustra- 
tions and maps. There are, however, tn- 
consistencies in the extent of revision, in 
part due to lack of dates. A table present- 
ing “Important Facts About Western Eu- 
rope” is stated to be from a United States 
estimate of 1961, while a chronology of 
“Western European History in a Nut- 
shell,” ends with 1958, “Fifth French Re- 
public.” Sections 1 and 7 of the Index 
volume giving “Facts at Your Fingertips” 
updates material to 1962 or uses 1960 
census figures. Yet this volume retains a 
chronological presentation of events from 
William A. De Witt’s History’s Hundred 
Greatest Events which ends with 1950, 
“UN Votes To Fight Korean Aggression.” 
Perhaps the title prevented updating of 
this material, yet the editors have not 
been hesitant about rewriting, revising, 
and adding to a great deal of the material 
retained from the 1955-57 editions which 
had originally been published in other 
sources. In fact, a spot check found only 
one article in which the author was given 
as the reviser. However, the set shows 
extensive revision in many areas and in 
largest part the articles retained from the 
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1955-57 editions contain material in which | 


recency is not a governing factor. 
As in the earlier edition, anthological 


material in the 1963 volume is headed by : 
. a paragraph giving source of the material, | 


some comments about it, and some indica- 
tion as to whether the text is “from,” 
“adapted from,” “condensed and reprinted 
from,” or “reprinted by permission.” How- 
ever, there continues to be no clear policy 
on the extent of change, and deletions are 
made even in those articles designated as 


“reprinted.” In general most change ap- ' 


pears in material taken from what would 
be considered as adult publications. The 
rewriting or deletion does retain the gen- 
eral meaning of the original. No sources 
are given for articles written by the edi- 
tor. One article, Tuberculosis, is stated to 
have been “written by the editor and 
authenticated from the most recent data 
available.” 

The inviting appearance of these vol- 
umes has been enhanced by the inclusion 
of additional illustrative material. Ilus- 
trations continue to be used to aid under- 
standing and give information as well as 
to add interest and appear liberally 
throughout the textual material. Some 
outstanding graphic work is included, 
such as that for “Your Brain and Nervous 
System” and a 23-page subject section on 
“Engines.” 

The volumes are generously sprinkled 
with maps of great variety. Volume 1, for 
example, has anthropological, astronomi- 
cal, geological, historical, pictorial, region- 
al, and vegetational maps. Though the 
maps in greatest part (except, perhaps, 
for the foldouts on satin-finish stock) 
cannot compare with those of a good 
school atlas since they are in most part 
line drawings with some color or illus- 
trative fill-in to amplify the text, they 
are adequate for an explanation of the 
text and provide the distinct advantage 
of having a graphic presentation with the 
subject being perused. The volumes also 
provide maps of special interest not found 
in the usual geographic atlas: “Direct 
Dialing Codes,” “Medieval Trade Routes,” 
“Sales and Income Tax States,” “Tracking 
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Stations for Orbital Flights,” and “World 
Distribution of Religions.” 

Though reproductions of art master- 
pieces are often too small to be of value 
and the quality of the color reproductions 
not always the best, the selections are in- 
terestingly used with a variety of subjects. 
Peter Brueghel’s “The Wedding Dance,” 
for example, is included in the subject 
“Folk Customs from Other Lands.” Works 
by Reynolds, Picasso, Daumier, and Le- 
Nain appear with “The Family: Corner- 
stone of Everyday Living.” 

Excerpts from literature continue in this 
edition to be used in the same fashion, to 
add interest as well as extend the subject 
matter. A portion of the drama, The Bar- 
retts of Wimpole Street by Rudolf Besier, 
has been included in the subject “Person- 
ality,” while “War Between the States” 
has a part of Stephen Crane’s The Red 
Badge of Courage. The subject “What Is 
This Thing Called Adolescence” has 
Ogden Nash’s poem “O Adolescence,” and 
the recipe “How To Roast a B’ar” taken 
from Out of Kentucky Kitchens follows 
“Christmas Dinner, Then and Now,” 
though the latter is not mentioned in the 
Index. 

Such stimulants to reading are rein- 
forced by sections on literature, drama, 
and poetry through the use of subject ma- 
terial drawn from a variety of printed 
sources and through numerous bibliog- 
raphies found throughout the volumes. 
Some of these bibliographical listings, as 
“Books To Help You Learn and Do,” are 
quite extensive and in largest part are 
drawn from materials favorably reviewed 
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in library sources. All bibliographies have 
been revised and include a majority of 
books showing a 1961 or 1962 copyright 
date, with a goodly number published in 
1963. In the above-mentioned list two 
thirds of the books have a 1960-63 copy- 
right dáte. The greatest number, 31 out 
of a total of 96, were published in 1961, 
and 12 books as late as 1963. It is unfor- 
tunate that a few more recent titles of 
merit are not included in “One Hundred 
Favorite Books for Young People.” The 
retention of some classics and some titles 
once popular but with little appeal for 
‘today’s young people and especially the 
relisting of Tarzan and the Apes detracts 


.from the value of this list as a guide to. 


further reading, 

Volume 18 contains the Index which ar- 
ranges. subject entries in alphabetical or- 
der, letter by letter. With the inclusion of 
subheadings and numerous cross-refer- 
ences in the Index and the use of “Chain 
references” (lists of cross-references at 
the ends of some articles and some sec- 
tions), the publishers have provided the 
set which is being used for reference pur- 
poses with supplementary reference value. 
Each of the 68 questionnaires returned 
from schools and libraries mentioned the 
set's use as a reference tool as well as its 

.exceptional enrichment value and its ap- 
peal to young people for browsing. The 
users’ request, in these replies, for dupli- 
cate copies of the index volume to aid ref- 
erence has brought a response by the 
publishers in making such duplication 
available. Separate sheets of the thematic 
arrangement of the subjects are also ob- 
tainable for posting or individual use. 

The books are sturdily bound and a fine 
quality of paper is used. Well-selected 
type, good composition, stitching that al- 
lows the books to lie open easily, and a 
change from a gray to a red exterior help 
to make the set easy to use and inviting. 





There can be little doubt that the pub- 
lishers have produced a handsome set of 
books. Our Wonderful World achieves its 
goal of relating bits of information to 
larger topics (ie., themes) even though 
the total material on any given theme is 
often divided between as many as ten 
volumes. The method of anthologizing has 
considerable merit; its execution here is 
adequate for the intended audience. The 
reprints used are of good quality in great 
part and are well integrated in each sec- 
tion. Index, bibliographies, illustrations, 
and maps are all good. There has been 
considerable revision since the earlier edi- 
tion, although it has been noted that revi- 
sion frequently failed to include more re- 
cent developments and biographical data. 
There is still no stated policy regarding 
changes that are made in reprinted texts, 
and the lack of uniformity in the recency 
of statistics has been noted. The vague- 
ness regarding section editors needs to be 
clarified. On the basis of the foregoing 
considerations and particularly because of 
the method of arrangement, Our Wonder- 
ful World can be recommended for homes 
and for school and publie libraries for 
browsing purposes and for general infor- 
mational reading of wide scope.

While there is some repeti- 
tion of Mumford’s thoughts and apt descrip- 
tions throughout the series, almost no visual 
rtions are repeated. The may be 
ught and used separately, but since the 
series is a comprehensive reflection of a per- 
sonal philosophy of city planning, the com- 
plete series should be acquired if possible. 
Mumford’s recommendations for making city 
life tolerable are the controlled use of land in 
the public interest, limits to size of cities, and 
provisions for a close association with the 
countryside.

Canadian poet Archibald Lampman (1861- 
1899) left a conventional, derivative, but 
somewhat appealing description of one of his 
favorite haunts, the river Liévre, which flows 
for 200 miles through southwestern Quebec. 
Lampman’s poem, Morning on the Liévre, 
is read by the contemporary poet George 
Whalley as the camera interprets it y 
by following a pair of canoers down the river 
and bringing to the screen the changing land- 
scapes through which they pass. There is no 
contrived, self-conscious striving for poetic 
effects; the camera presents a simple, straight- 
forward visual illustration of the words. The 
dense predawn mists, the coming of the dawn. 
and the gradual rising of the sun to full 
morning provide an accelerating tempo of 
beauty. e river itself changes from glassy 
smooth surfaces to whirling rapids, and on 
the banks are seen alternately the varied hues 
of autumnal trees and the frosted leaves of 
evergreens. All this is recorded in excellent 
color photography and underscored by Eldon 
Rathburn’s lyrical music, This lovely mood- 
piece, reminiscent of Christopher Chapman’s 
Quetico (Booxist 56: 481, Ap 1 60), affords an 
interlude of serenity and picturesque charm. 
Only the color version was seen; the impor- 
tance of color to the effectiveness of the film 
justifies recommendation of the color version. 


Storm over the Supreme Court. C.B.S.

A provocative question is raised in this his- 
tory of the U.S. Supreme Court: Is the Con- 
stitution the law of the land, or is the Court’s 
interpretation of the Constitution to be taken 
as the ultimate law? This question as well as 
the Supreme Court’s decisions on slavery 
(Dred Scott case), post-Civil War punitive 
measures against the South, labor conditions, 
civil rights, Roosevelt's New Deal acts, and 
integration and religion in the schools form 
the basis for conflicts which have existed 
from the Court’s inception in 1790-to the 
present day. These “storms” are highlighted 
visually in the first part through iconographic 
use of still pictures, cartoons, and sculpture, 
and in the second part through the use of 
archival film footage. Eric Sevareid narrates 
the chronology, and the words of former jus- 
tices are read by Carl Sandburg, Mark Van 
Doren, Archibald MacLeish, and Fredric 
March. Harvard law professor Paul Freund 
summarizes the account by analyzing the 
Court’s history, pointing out the statement of 
one justice that the Court has occasionally 
changed its decisions in the light of experience 
and of the changing needs of the nation. An 
informative survey for use in social studies 
classes, this film is also thought-provoking on 
uestions of government powers and obliga- 
dons, social issues, and problems of dissension 
within the Court.

ongressio: ection campaign, 

covers in minute detail the behind-the- 
scenes workings of two candidates and their 
bid to become the first holder of the Congres- 
sional office in a newly created district of 
California. The film shows the precinct work, 
the publicity committee, the endless banquets 
and teas, the television appearances and de- 
bates between the candidates, campaign plan- 
ning, the women’s committee, “get out and 
vote” campaigns, house-to-house canvassing, 
and the final hectic activity on Election Day 
itself. There is an invitation to stop the pro- 
jector before the winner of the contest is 
revealed and postelection activities are shown. 
This gives Spporaony for discussions on why 
people vote the way they do and why one man 
wins and another man loses, With its authen- 
tic documentary quality and off-the-cuff cas- 
ualness this film may be used as a primer for 
the beginner in political activity; it may well 


be heavily in demand by schools, churches, 
service organizations, and political groups. 
Although the color version, with its vibrant 
animated scenes and natural color shots, is 
excellent, the black-and-white version will 
certainly suffice in most library situations. A 
kit of printed aids including a fine teacher’s 
handbook and a student handbook is provided.

U.S. highway 1 starts at Fort Kemp, Maine, 
where the U.S. borders Canada, and moves 
2,500 miles down the east coast, ending at Key 
West, Florida. Along its route the traveler, 
guided by the camera and actor Van Heflin, 
fleetingly stops at historical sites and glimpses 
a variety of old and new ways of life—Boston 
and Philadelphia with their reminders of the 
nation’s beginnings; Washington’s memorials; 
Civil War - battlefields; Victorian houses; to- 
bacco auctions and folk singers in North 
Carolina; Ergkine Caldwell country and Oke- 
fenokee Swamp in Georgia; retirement living, 
Cape Canaveral (now Kennedy), jazzy, neon- 
lit Miami Beach, and the old city of St. Au- 
gustine in Florida; and finally the ocean’s 
edge at Key West. Heflin describes this as a 
“sentimental journey,” and the narration 
bears out his statement, stopping just short of 
being maudlin.

A tour of Vatican City, filmed for A.B.C.-TV, 
offers an opportunity to see buildings, rituals, 
and treasures not usually accessible to the 
general public.

and views of the Swiss Guards at leisure, of 
the Sistine Chapel choir in rehearsal, of 
craftsmen at work on the restoration and 
creation of mosaics and tapestries, and of the 
interior of the Pauline Chapel. In addition, 
there are several shots of rooms generally 
open to tourists, of the Vatican Museum and 
Art Gallery and of the Sistine Chapel.

The Illustrated History of the Jews. Eds.: 
Benjamin Mazar, Moshe Davis, Chaim 
H. Ben Sasson; art ed., Itzhak Efroni.

The publisher’s statement on the book 
jacket describes the contents of this vol- 
ume as “the entire story of the Jews anda 
complete record of their contributions to 
the world’s religions, to art, architecture, 
commerce and law.” The more modest 
objective of Professor Mazar, as stated in 
his Foreword, is “to give a concise de- 
scription of Jewish history from its begin- 
ning to the present times . . . accompanied 
by authentic illustrations ... of the life 
and culture of the nation.” This “compre- 
hensive and concise historical survey,” to 
quote again from the Foreword, is the 
combined work of a group of Israeli his- 
torians, most of whom are from the de- 
partment of Jewish History at the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem. Two exceptions, 
with other affiliations, are Professor Moshe 
Davis, a former rector of the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary, New York and a Gug- 
genheim Fellow and contributor to schol- 
arly publications, and Professor S. Yeiven 
of the University of Tel Aviv, a renowned 
archaeologist, who has participated in nu- 
merous expeditions with Sir Flinders Pe- 
trie and others. Professor Mazar is him- 
self a former (1953-61) President of the

of note. One or more chapters have been 
prepared by each of the 13 contributing 
editors, with the assistance of an editorial 
staff of more than 30. Possibly the fact 
that the contributing scholars are thor- 
oughly “steeped in Hebrew culture” and 
“enjoy the inspiration of living in the an- 
clent newly revived Jewish homeland,” as 
the Foreword expresses it, accounts for 
the remarkable uniformity of style and 
tone maintained throughout the volume. 
The arrangement of material is chrono- 
logical, each chapter being concerned with 
a major era in Jewish history. The text 
covers 387 pages. Approximately 135 of 
these pages are devoted to color plates, 
and another 44 are given over entirely to 
maps or other illustrative material. The 
text, therefore, is limited to some 200 
pages, all but 25 containing illustrations 
ranging in size from small to over half the 
page. The narrative, covering a long pe- 
riod of time in fewer than 200 pages must, 
and does, move with almost breathtaking 
speed and presupposes some knowledge 
or access to knowledge of Jewish terms, 
historical figures, and geographical loca- 
tions on the part of the reader. For exam- 
ple, mention is made without explanation 
of such terms as Gilgamesh epic, gibbor 
hayil (explained on the next page), Ophel 





ostracan, Sanhedrin, Eretz Israel, redemp- 
tion from Galuth, Seder table, Sephardic 
Jewry, legend of Lemech, Hep-Hep move- 
ment, shofar, fedayun strongholds, and 
sabras. In short, the text provides a rapid, 
but authoritative and up-to-date survey 
of Jewish history for the student of the 
subject who already. has some background 
or for the general reader with the patience 
to investigate through other sources the 
unfamiliar avenues opened for him. Al- 
though written by scholars, it is not in- 
tended for the advanced scholar and con- 
tains no bibliography and few footnotes. 
The style of writing, while concise and 
sober, is at the same time clear and vigor- 
ous. 

According to the Foreword, “the illus- 
trations accompanying the text serve as a 
living commentary to the history of the 
nation... .” This is not therefore a pic- 
torial history. While the editors’ less am- 
bitious objective of using illustrations as 
historical commentary is worthy enough 
and while their choice of illustrations is 
contemporary with the events described, 
they have seriously lessened the useful- 
ness and enjoyment of their volume in 
three ways. They have not always located 
illustrations near the relevant text; in 
such cases, they have not made direct ref- 
erence from the text to the appropriate il- 
lustration; and they have omitted, in some 
instances, any explanation in the text of 
the significance of the illustrations. It is 
usually possible to find a particular illus- 
tration by referring to the Index but often 
at the expense of checking a number of 
page references. Some drawbacks to the 
use of the Index, which are noted below, 
make this procedure even more awkward. 

The editors have had access to many rich 
sources of art objects, archives, archaeo- 
logical remains, pictures, and other items 
from galleries and ‘museums throughout 
the world.

tributions fill almost an entire page of the 
book. From these vast resources, they 
have reproduced over 500 illustrations, 
about 190 in full color, and 27 maps. With 
a few exceptions, the choice of subjects is 
highly interesting, including a variety of 
photographs, paintings, portraits, art ob- 
jects, buildings, coins, manuscripts, and 
inscriptions on stone. Unfortunately, the 
editors have in general made no individual 
identification of the illustrations, so that 
the photographer or artist is not known; 
nor is the location of the object repro- 
duced. 

The full-color plates are reproduced on 
coated paper in groups of four or more 
pages at fairly regular intervals through- 
out the book. The remaining illustrations 
are black and white on the opaque used 
for the text. Reproduction is clear and of 
high quality. The color in some of the 
scenes is rather harsh, but in general the 
color plates, particularly some of the art 
objects, are richly and beautifully done. 
The 27 line maps are black and white (with

the exception of a third color added to the 
population maps in the last chapter). The 
maps, while useful, do not include all the 
place-names mentioned in the text, and 
they do not always appear in close prox- 4 

imity to the related text. One large map 
in color, with all place-names mentioned 
in the text marked thereon, would have 
been most helpful. There is no list of the 
illustrations or the maps. However, there 
is an index entry for each illustration and 
for about half the maps, with the word 
map following the page reference where 
applicable. The Index makes no attempt 
to provide references to the place-names 
on the maps, 

The Index contains over 1,000 entries. 
While the limitations of the Index are 
not stated, it is obvious that it is largely 
confined to place-names and other proper 
names. For example, illustrations of Jewish 
peddlers in eighteenth-century Hamburg 
are indexed under Hamburg, but not under 
peddlers. There are a number of illustra- 
tions of synagogues, but this word does 
not appear in the Index. The publisher’s 
announcement invites the reader to dis- 
cover from this volume the first attempt 
to give a legal basis to the Torah’s Com- 
mandments. This information is given on ẹ 
page 74, but it cannot be found through ` 
the Index, which does not contain the word 
Torah. Similarly, anti-Semitism, diaspora, 
negidim, and exilarchs are not included, 
but as curious exceptions we find atomic 
research, blood libel, displaced persons, im- 
migration to Israel, and reparations (from 
Germany). Finally, there is a serious ob- 
stacle to the convenient use of the Index. 
Only 120 of the 414 pages of this book bear 
the page number. None of the color plates 
is numbered. No doubt this decision was 
made for aesthetic reasons, but it makes 
use of the Index very awkward, necessi- 
tating counting backwards or forwards, at 
times, for as many as a dozen pages. 

The physical appearance of the book is 
attractive. The binding is light colored and 
will soil easily without the jacket. How- 
ever, it is a sturdy volume, securely sewn, 
and lies flat when open. The inner edges 
of some of the black-and-white illustra-

tions would be lost if it became necessary 
to rebind. 
Principally because of deficiencies of the 
~ Index and lack of identification of the il- 
‘  lustrations, The Illustrated History of the 
Jews cannot be used as a reference source. 
It is, however, an excellent book for sup- 
plementary reading. The contributors offer 
sound scholarship. The text is readable. 
The illustrations are good, some being not 
readily available elsewhere. It is therefore 
recommended for public libraries of large 
and medium size, college libraries, and for 
home purchase.

On the flyleaf of each of the five vol- 

umes is the statement that this encyclope- 

dia is a “practical guide to the geographic, 
historical, - political, social and economic 
status of all nations, their international 
relationships and the United Nations sys- 
tem.” The volume labeled United Nations 
provides a Preface to the present edition 
which. is there identified as the second 
edition. It describes the purpose of the 

encyclopedia as offering “the reader a 

portrait of the world—the individual na- 

tions and their main meeting ground, the 

United Nations system. Each country and 

organization is here viewed as it might 

be reflected in a world mirror and not as 
seen from the perspective of any one 
nation.” 

The one-volume 1960 edition of World- 
mark Encyclopedia was reviewed in The 
Booklist and Subscription Books Bulletin, 
June 15, 1961. “New material on individ- 
ual nations and the updating of the infor- 
mation on the United Nations system re- 
quired the physical enlargement of the 
encyclopedia, and the one-volume format 
was replaced by the present five vol- 
umes.” The present review compares the 
second edition (1963) with the first 
(1960). 

The 1963 edition divides the material 
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into separate volumes for the United Na- 
tions, Africa, the Americas, Asia and 
Australasia, and Europe. The volumes are 
unnumbered, being distinguished by the 
above subtitles which also appear on the 
spine of each volume. There are 212 more 
pages in this edition than in the 1960 edi- 
tion. The United Nations volume serves 
as volume one. It lists the Editorial Ad- 
visory Board and Acknowledgments, and 
it provides the Foreword, Preface, Intro- 
duction to the First Edition, a three-page 
Index to Countries and Territories, Con- 
version Tables, and Abbreviations. This 
volume also has a separate nine-page 
topical index. 

Moshe Y. Sachs continues as editor and 
publisher. John H., E. Fried remains as 
author of the volume on the United Na- 
tions. The latter volume is edited by 
Bernard Reines, listed as chief editorial 
assistant and one of the contributors in 
the first edition. The other volumes are 
edited by Louis Barron, managing editor 
of the first edition. Six of the original 
nine-member Editorial Advisory Board 
are continued in this edition. They are 
James T. Shotwell, Norman Cousins, Wil- 
liam O. Douglas, Nelson Glueck, Allan 
Nevins, and A. Curtis Wilgus. Contribu- 
tors, including the authors of the original 
articles as well as those who revised ar- 
ticles for this edition, are listed with their 
subjects in the front of each volume. Sev- 
eral of the contributors are college teach- 
ers, while others are employed by gov- 
ernmental agencies or have written books 
on the subject. The editor states: “We 
had the unique opportunity of sending 
each article to an official authority for 
factual checking and general appraisal. 
The authority, either a representative of 
the country or a spokesman for an inter- 
national organization, went over the ma- 
terial and made suggestions which were 
evaluated for inclusion in the article.” 


None of the articles is signed. 

The United Nations volume acknowl- 
edges the assistance provided by several 
individuals or offices of the United Na- 
tions. Evidences of change and up-to- 
dateness are immediately apparent in this 
volume. An introductory statement has 
been added under the lead article which 
provides a briefly stated history of the 
idea of a “universal organization.” 

Actually there are ten fewer pages of 
text on the United Nations in the new 
edition, but this seems to come from re- 
finement rather than omission. The sub- 
ject, “Membership in the United Nations,” 
has been revised to include 110 countries 
rather than the 82 in the 1960 edition. 
Sessions of the General Assembly, with 
their presidents, are brought up to the 
seventeenth session (1962). The informa- 
tion on the Secretary-General now in- 
cludes information on U Thant. The 
addition of “A Glossary of Intergovern- 
mental Organizations” lists these organ- 
izations in alphabetical order and de- 
scribes briefly their activities. There is al- 
so a chart of member nations which indi- 
cates to which of the intergovernmental 
organizations each country belongs. 

The other four volumes are arranged 
alphabetically by country. “The stand- 
ard treatment of 50 features [under each 
country] has been applied uniformly ... 
regardless of ... size . . . strength, posi- 
tion or prominence in the world scene.” 
These features are the headings of each 
section under each country. They range 
from Agriculture to Taxation and Tour- 
ism. They continue to have key numbers 
so that comparisons may be made be- 
tween countries and are set off at the top 
of the page. Cross-references, noted as 
a fault in the first edition, are still absent; 
they would be of benefit to users. Such 
features as Economy (19) and Economic 
Policy (39) remain unrelated by the 
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editors. 

Necessary revisions have been. ae 
under all of the features except ‘those 
such as Topography, Language, Location, 
and Ethnic Groups. Revisions take into 
account recent developments and new 
information, particularly on newly formed 
countries of Africa and Asia. 

Sections on different countries vary in 
length from 4 pages (Andorra, Bhutan, 
Maldive Islands, San Marino, Vatican 
City) to 38 pages (United States), the 
average being from 8 to 12 pages. 

Such sources as The Statesman’s Year- 
book, The Europa Yearbook, and the Sta- 
tistical Yearbook (United Nations) will 
provide most of the information found in 
the Worldmark Encyclopedia and in a 
few cases will be more up to date. Includ- 
ing estimated figures is a commendable 
practice. Statistics provided for such sub- 
jects as population, foreign trade, public 
finance, .and press circulation are ade- 
quately dated, but the value of the set is 
limited by the failure to list statistical 
sources, A further limitation is inherent 
in the fact that this is an occasional, not 
an annual publication. 

Bibliographies for each nation have 
been brought up to date, though in sev- 
eral instances they have been shortened. 
The bibliography for the Netherlands has 
been reduced from 46 to 33 entries; that 
for Nigeria, from 52 to 31. On the other 
hand, the bibliography for Mexico has 
been lengthened from 42 to 79. Additions 
noted were mainly for books published 
from 1960 to 1962. Particularly noticeable 
was the addition of new references by 
authors native to African states replacing 
or supplementing older books published 
prior to independence. 

Most of the bibliographic references are 
in English and are likely to be found in 
American or British libraries. There are, 
however, several Spanish, French, and 
German titles listed for countries where 
those languages are spoken. All titles 
listed for China, Japan, and the Philip- 
pines are in English. Several of the 
French-speaking African nations have 
references listed in both French and Eng- 
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lish. These bibliographies are generally 
longer than those included in The States- 
man’s Year-book and provide excellent 
listings of secondary source materials. 
Few primary sources are listed. 

As in the 1960 edition, three illustrations 
are included with each subject: the seal, 
the flag, and a black-and-white map of 
the country. Since the seals and the flags 
are in black and white, other sources 
must be used for making out complex 
designs. The maps give little concept of 
the location of a country within a conti- 
nent, unless used with the colored end- 
paper maps. If rebinding becomes neces- 
sary, other sources would have to be re- 
lied upon. 

Only the United Nations volume has an 
index; the other four do not. Further- 
more, there is no general topical index 
for the set as a whole. The Contents page 
of each volume carries a footnote refer- 
ring to the Index to Countries and Terri- 
tories in the United Nations volume, but 
this is no substitute for a general topical 
index. 

The maps are the same as those used 
in the 1960 edition with the same faults 
except that little diffculty was encoun- 
tered in reading names because of ha- 
chures used to indicate mountainous 
areas. Some new maps for new states 
have been included but they offer slight 
improvement. The atlas section of the 
first edition has been discontinued in the 
second edition. This will be regretted by 
users of the current edition. 


The type is small but clear and distinct. 
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Division into five volumes has resulted 
in a more durable set. In addition, pages 
now tend to lie flat. Inside margins are 
very narrow reducing the possibilities of 
rebinding. 

In its second edition the Worldmark 
Encyclopedia of the Nations continues to 
fulfill its stated purpose. Although index- 
ing is unsatisfactory, illustrative material 
sparse and questionable, binding defi- 
cient in one respect, and the subject mat- 
ter is duplicated in other well-established 
titles, the text has been brought up to 
date. However, unless it is revised more 
frequently than in the past, it cannot be 
relied upon as a source of current infor- 
mation. The encyclopedia is written in 
clear and concise language and backed by 
an array of authoritative sources. Its ac- 
curacy and balance of coverage for all 
the nations of the world are acceptable. 
The second edition of Worldmark Ency- 
clopedia of the Nations is recommended 
within the above limitations for junior 
and senior high school, public, and college 
libraries and for individuals who have an 
interest in the subject matter.

The Columbia Encyclopedia. 3d ed. Ed. 
by William Bridgwater and Seymour 
Kurtz. New York, Columbia University 
Press, 1963. [c1935; 1938; 1940; 1942; 
1946; 1950; 1963]. 2388p. illus. maps.

The first edition of this encyclopedia ap- 
peared in 1935, the second in 1950, and a 
supplement to the second edition contain- 
ing plates and recent information was 
published in 1956. The Subscription Books 
Committee published a review of the sec- 
ond edition July 1951 and of its supple- 
ment November 15, 1957. William Bridg- 
water, chief editor of the second and third 
editions, assistant in history at Columbia 
(1929-30), member of the editorial staff of 
Columbia University Press since 1932, and 
instructor in editing since 1950, is also a 
writer of historical articles and magazine 
poetry. Seymour Kurtz, coeditor of the 
third edition, is identified on the dust 
jacket as chief of public information, Mu- 
seum of Primitive Art and former director 
of development of the New School, New 
York. He is further identified as a con- 
tributor to various publications, and it is 
remarked that he has been on the editorial 
staffs of several encyclopedias. Bridgwa- 
ter and Kurtz were assisted by a staff of 
235 all of whom are named in the ency- 
clopedia. Nine artists and two New York 
Times cartographers also contributed. 

The present edition continues in the 
tradition of the first two—that is, it aims 
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at being the American version of the 
Konversations-Lexikon type of encyclo- 
pedia, giving “simple and accurate infor- 
mation to the ordinary reader.” The range 
of subject matter is as wide as that of the 
multivolumed encyclopedia. The subject 
matter is distributed roughly as follows: 
40 percent biographical entries, 40 percent 
geographical entries, and 20 percent sub- 
ject entries. The present edition (as was 
the case with its two predecessors) does 
not provide extensive technical treatment 
but rather gives ready-reference informa- 
tion. Articles are brief; for example the 
one on Shakespeare comprises some 12 
inches of type. Franklin D. Roosevelt is 
covered in less than one page, John F. 
Kennedy in about seven inches of type, 
and the province of Alberta in some eight 
inches of type. What the editors have tried 
to do in the new edition is to bring up to 
date those articles needing updating and 
to give stronger representation to certain 
areas, e.g., science and newly emergent 
nations of Africa. A third change involved 
the addition of illustrative material (in- 
cluding maps), which was not provided 
with the main text of preceding editions. 
In the process of making these changes, 
the encyclopedia was completely revised 
and reset, with approximately two hun- 
dred pages added. The present edition 


contains about 7,500,000 words. As a meas- 
ure of its relative size, it may be worth 
noting that the multivolumed Compton’s 
contains about 7,760,000 words. 

Although they have made changes, the 
editors have also retained certain groups 
of entries: (1) every Biblical name, with 
reference to the passage in which it ap- 
pears; (2) every incorporated United 
States community with a population of 
1,000 or more; (3) biographies of members 
of the U.S. cabinet and of winners of the 
Nobel prize. 

Inspection of the new material and ver- 
batim comparison with the articles of the 
second edition demonstrate that the pub- 
lisher’s claims of a complete revision are 
sound. A check of the articles from A to 
Advertising (an area reported on in the 
review of the second edition), containing 
about 408 substantive articles, shows that 
about 51 percent have been revised, about 
37 percent have been retained in identical 
form, and about 11 percent have been 
dropped. New articles amount to about 6 
percent of the former second edition total. 

It should be pointed out that among the 
approximately 37 percent retained in un- 
changed form, there is a large number of 
Biblical names which had appeared in the 
second edition. No change would be nec- 
essary here, so that the percentage of es- 
sential revision is actually higher than the 
figure might lead one to conclude. 

The amount of revision varies with in- 
dividual articles, sometimes consisting 
only of a single sentence at the end of an 
article, bringing it up to date. Occasional- 
ly the change is an alteration in wording, 
apparently dictated by a desire to make 
the article more concise, clear, and direct, 
an endeavor in which the editors have 
been successful. Many geographical arti- 
cles have revisions which bring the eco- 
nomic facts about an area more up to date. 
Some articles have bibliography added, x 
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while others have the bibliography up- 
dated, a practice much to be praised, espe- 
cially as it is not always followed by all 
encyclopedia makers. It is clear from close 
inspection that each article has indeed 
come under scrutiny. 


In adding new material while keeping | 


_the expansion of the encyclopedia down 
to two hundred pages, some of the old set- 
tlers had to be uprooted and exiled. Of 
the 46 articles dropped in the A to Adver- 
tising section, some 31 were persons, 3 
were places, and 12 were things. Four, 
however, were turned into cross-refer- 
» ences, so that their substance is not lost. 
The Adamses suffered heavily, losing 
Charles Kendall, George Herbert, Sarah, 
Walter, Wayman, and William, while the 
Abbot/ts lost Francis, Emma, Sir John, 
and Wilbur. The loss of such articles as 
Absolutism, Absolution, Acceptance (in 
law), Acclimatization, and Addition seems 
not objectionable, since their substance 
can be obtained from a good dictionary. 
But it seems a sad commentary on chang- 
ing tastes or interests to see the 17-line, 
123-word article on Louis Adamic disap- 
pear entirely, or to see Charles Kendall 
Adams (introducer of the seminar method 
to American universities, president of 
Cornell and Wisconsin universities) wiped 
off the record. They are replaced by arti- 
cles, some of which seem important 
enough, but some of which result from the 
editorial decision to include every Ameri- 
can place over 1,000 population. Thus we 
get Adamstown (1,190) and two Adams- 
villes (2,095 and 1,046) to solace us in part 
for the loss of Charles Kendall Adams and 
Louis Adamic. 

The reflection of the editorial decision 
to emphasize science more heavily is seen 
in this section by new articles dealing with 
ACTH, actinic ray, and actinide series. 
Current concerns are reflected by such a 
new article as Abominable Snowman, 
while the editorial decision to expand the 
treatment of United States national parks 
and historic sites leads to new articles on 
the Abraham Lincoln Birthplace National 
Historical Site and the Adams National 
Historical Site. The increased emphasis on 
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Africa is shown here by the addition of an 
article. on Cyrille Adoula, and standard 
updating results in an entry for Konrad 
Adenauer. 

The editorial staff has not attempted to 
have each article written by a specialist 
or renowned authority; the staff itself has 
written the articles. Although the editors 
disclaim any official connection with Co- 
lumbia University, they note that the staff 
of the university was drawn upon for ad- 
vice and consultation and they say they 
owe a special debt of gratitude to the li- 
brarians of. Columbia, who have given 
great help in directing them to sources 
containing needed data. Since the result- 
ing articles are the work of more than one 
person, they are not signed. 

In judging the success of such a method, 
one needs to ask whether the compilers of 
data have gone to sound sources and have 
chosen accurate information. An inspec- 
tion of any encyclopedia will reveal some 
errors—it is impossible for any human 
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enterprise involving millions of words to 
avoid at least typographical slips—and 
there are some slips in this encyclopedia. 
Those noted seem reasonably minor. The 
dates of the accession to the throne of 
Jordan by Abdullah ibn Hussein differ by 
three years in the second and third edi- 
tions, while his birth dates are twenty 


years apart. The size of Admiralty Island 
(near Alaska) seems to have changed 


from 1,164 square miles to 1,664 between 
the publication of the second and third. 
Abruzzi e Molise (Italy) has lost two 
square miles, shrinking from 5,883 to 5,881. 
Anyone, however, who has taken the 
trouble to try to discover which of the 
Amazon, Nile, or Mississippi-Missouri riv- 
ers is the longest will recall that geo- 
graphical statistics often leave the author- 
ities in disagreement. 

In areas where the editors are not try- 
ing merely to give facts but to deal with 
matters of opinion, they explain that they 
have tried to represent generally accepted 


views and that they have tried to present 
opposing views fairly, without bias or 
distortion. In this effort to be objective, 
they manage fairly well, with only occa- 
sional lapses. The article dealing with 
Alexander Pope, for example, will not 
fully please the admirer of Pope in its 
treatment of him as a man. It sounds more 
like the romantic critics of the nineteenth 
century than the mid-twentieth. The arti- 
cle on so difficult a subject as Adolf Hitler 
slips a half-dozen times in its use of non- 
neutral adjectives. The article on Stalin 
is more neutral, and the divided feelings 
about the late Franklin D. Roosevelt are 
clearly stated. In general, the encyclope- 
dia is unbiased. 

The general format is identical with that 
of the second edition except for paper. 
Bible paper is used, the volume being 
bound in sturdy buckram with thumb- 
indexing. In addition to regular cross- 
references, the encyclopedia employs a 
system of internal cross-references: words 
set in small capital letters within an arti- 
cle have their own entries. (It may be 
worth noting that topics with separate 
articles are not always set in small capi- 
tals every time they are mentioned in 
other articles.) 

This edition has added 20 maps, 42 pages 
of illustrations, and 9 pages of charts. Each 
page is devoted to a single subject, cover- 
ing such topics as architecture, birds, 
biology, Buddha, Islam, music, nuclear 
physics, theater, and warfare. The illus- 
trations appear in the text with the ap- 
propriate article and the maps with the 
article for the country or area. All illus- 
trative material consists of black-and- 
white line drawings, clear and well la- 
beled. The maps—also in black and white 
—show only major towns, indicate relief 
by hachuring, include rivers and lakes, 
but omit railroads and highways. The 
maps are serviceable, but not beautiful. 

The wide range of subject matter, the 
extensiveness of the revisions and of the 
updating of material, the clarity and ob- 
jectivity of the text, and the general reli- 
ability of the information given enable 
this encyclopedia to be recommended for 
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purchase by families for their own use 
and by libraries of all types for ready ref- 
erence. Considering the nature and quan- 
tity of the changes, most libraries can 
safely discard the second edition.

This impressive bibliography was pre- 
pared by Professor Smith of the Depart- 
ment of English, Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity, where he received his doctorate. 
He was Folger Library fellow in 1958; Ful- 
bright lecturer, Royal University, 1962-63, 
and U.S.A., 1943-1946; Modern Language 
Association associate bibliographer 1959, to 
date; instructor at Waynesburg College in 
1949, and he has been on the staff of Penn- 
sylvania State University since 1950. 

The 20,527 items listed in this work form 
a classified index to the materials relating 
to Shakespeare which appeared in the fol- 
lowing publications: Shakespeare Quar- 
terly (1949-58); Shakespeare Association 
Bulletin (1986-48); Shakespeare-Jahrbuch 
(1936-48; 1947-58); Publications of the 
Modern Language Association (1936-58) ; 
Studies in Philology (1936-58); Literature 
and Psychology (1951-58); Modern Hu- 
manities Research Association (1936-54);

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The classification is under 22 general 
subject categories, further subdivided into 
about 1,800 subdivisions. The Table of Con- 
tents furnishes a synopsis of the classifica- 
tion system. Major divisions include 
Shakespeare bibliography and surveys of 
scholarship; Shakespeare’s life and person- 
ality; the attitudes of his times toward rell- 
gion, the state, women, nature, and science; 
materials relating to the transmission and 
emendation of the text; his sources, literary 
influences, and cultural relations; lan- 
guage, prosody, and style; the Elizabethan 
stage and the production of his plays; liter- 
ary taste in Shakespeare’s time; aesthetic 
criticism; comparisons with other writers; 
his influence through the centuries; Shake- 
speare and the modern stage (including 
treatment of his plays on film, television, 
and radio and in recordings); the Shake- 
speare-Bacon controversy; treatment of 
the individual plays; Shakespeare’s poems; 
and the Shakespeare apocrypha. 

It should be noted that under many sec- 
tions very useful general bibliograpby is 
included, apart from the studies devoted 
specifically to Shakespeare. For example, 
there are excellent lists on religion, politi- 
cal thought, social classes and economic 
conditions, military life, sports, the nature 
of the Renaissance, the English language, 
history of the theater, and Renaissance lit- 








erary theory. Thus this bibliography serves 
not only the interests of the Shakespeare 
student but also is helpful in gathering to- 
gether aspects of life and art which are 
essential to the understanding of Shake- 
speare’s work, although not directly con- 
cerned with him or his writing. 

The classification system employed fol- 
lows that used by Walter Ebisch and Levin 
L. Schucking in their Shakespeare Bibliog- 
raphy (Oxford: Clarendon Press, 1931; 
supplement for the years 1930-35, 1937). 
Thus this work can be thought of as a 
continuation of that work, carrying the 
coverage from 1936 down to 1958. 

All books in English were examined be- - 
fore being classified, as well as most books 
in French, Italian, German, Dutch, or 
Scandinavian; books in the Russian and 
Japanese languages were classified with 
the aid of persons with facility in those 
languages. Thousands of periodical articles 
were also examined before classification, 
and doubtful articles which were Inacces- 
sible were placed in an appended, unclassi- 
fied list. Annotations are included for those 
items taken from the Shakespeare Quar- 
terly, Shakespeare-Jahrbuch, and the 
drama sections of Studies in Philology. 

The immediate utility of this bibliogra- 
phy is abundantly obvious, and scholars 
owe Professor Smith a debt of gratitude. 
A check of the accuracy of ten citations 
from each of seven periodicals reveals only 
one minor error in pagination. If this sam- 
pling reflects the total situation, the work 
is highly accurate. 

A valuable feature is the citation to book 
reviews, and major titles are followed by 
long lists, e.g., S. L. Bethell’s Shakespeare 
and the Popular Dramatic Tradition (14 
reviews); Keen and Lubbock’s The Anno- 
tator (25); Ivor Brown’s Shakespeare, 
(24); Marchette Chute’s Shakespeare of 
London, (22). This extensive listing of re- 
views for the books produced during this 
period is most impressive.

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One feature is missing which would have 
added to this work’s usefulness—an index 
of authors and subjects. Thus one is not 
able to locate readily the writings of a 
given author. This might have had occa- 
sional use. Location of a specific subject 
would be facilitated by a subject index. 

The gathering together in one place of 
the writings relating to Shakespeare pro- 
duced over a period of 22 years and the 
classification of these writings under sub- 
ject provides a tool highly useful for all 
students of Shakespeare. It is recom- 
mended for all academic libraries and for 
all medium-sized and large public libraries.

The American College Dictionary, first 
published in 1947, was reviewed in Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, April 1948. The 
publisher states the dictionary is updated 
at each printing (approximately three 
times a year) and that the present edition 
includes new words, revision of political 
definitions to cover new states and coun- 
tries, inclusion of latest population figures, 
and the insertion of death dates and other 
information in biographical sketches. 

The Editorial Advisory Committee and 
Special Consultants are identified and 
listed according to the special fields in 
which they are recognized authorities. The 
list includes such well-known persons as 
Kemp Malone, Sir William A. Craigie, 
Mitford Mathews, Ralph Linton, Austin 
F. Macdonald, Owen Lattimore, Joseph 
Wood Krutch, and H. Richard Niebuhr. 

The function, as described by the edi- 
tors, points out that the dictionary “re- 
cords the usage of the speakers and writ- 
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ers of our language; no dictionary founded 
on the methods of modern scholarship can 
prescribe as to usage; it can only inform 
on the basis of the facts of usage.” It is a 
record of the English language to meet the 
essential needs of the reader, speaker, and 
writer who wants to know the meaning of 
the word, how to pronounce it, how to 
spell it, its history, or some important fact 
of usage. The basis for inclusion of words 
is described by Irving Lorge in the section 
entitled Selection of Entries and Defini- 
tions. Such studies as the Lorge-Thorn- 
dike Semantic Count are stated to have 
been followed to determine frequency of 
meanings. “The accumulated facts about 
which words are likely to occur in the 
reading and listening of high school and 
college students and of literate adults in 
general” provide the foundation of the 
dictionary. 

More than 132,000 words are clearly and 
accurately defined compared with approx- 
imately 130,000 entries in Webster’s 
Seventh New Collegiate Dictionary (The 
Booklist and Subscription Books Bulletin, 
July 15, 1963). The American College Dic- 
tionary presents in one alphabet all words 
including biographical and geographical 
entries as well as abbreviations. 

The vocabulary entries in The American 
College Dictionary contain pronunciation, 
parts of speech, inflected forms, area of 
usage (ie., Brit, U.S.), the definition or 
definitions, variant spellings, etymology, 
synonyms, and antonyms. The pronuncia- 
tion scheme is in a simple phonetic alpha- 
bet with variant pronunciations common 
in extensive regions of the country or 
variant usage by large groups of people 
indicated. Only 44 symbols are used with 
the symbol schwa designating the un- 
stressed vowels. An abbreviated key to 
the pronunciation symbols is printed at 
the bottom of each right-hand page. Full 
keys to pronunciation are printed on the 


front endpapers and on page xxvii. 

The definitions are numbered with com- 
mon meaning given first and followed, as a 
general rule, by the figurative or trans- 
ferred meanings, specialized, general, ob- 
solete, archaic, or rare meanings. Precise- 
ness in the use of synonyms and antonyms 
is encouraged by the device of keying the 
antonyms and synonyms by number to 
the corresponding definition. For exam- 
ple, the word knot used as a noun and a 
verb has 15 definitions, synonyms are 
given for the word as used in the defini- 
tions numbered 3, 4, and 9. The American 
College Dictionary is notable for its dif- 
ferentiation of synonyms. i 

Etymologies are given at the end of the 
entry and are set off in square brackets. 
The key to the abbreviations used in trac- 
ing the origin of native and foreign words 
is given at the bottom of each left-hand 
page as well as on the front endpapers. 

For the purpose of this review the en- 
tries under K in both The American Col- 
lege Dictionary and Websters Seventh 
were compared. No statistical comparison 
will be attempted because of the differ- 
ences in listing words. An example is 
keel which has five main entries in Web- 
ster’s Seventh but only two in the Ameri- 
can College. Each dictionary contains in- 
formation not in the other. 

The following terms listed in the Web- 
ster’s Seventh Subscription Books Com- 
mittee review (Booklist and Subscription 
Books Bulletin, July 15, 1963) as being 
new in that edition are also included in 
The American College Dictionary: auto- 
some, cosmonaut, McCarthyism, maser, 
revisionism (noted under revisionist). 
Twelve other new words or expressions in 
Websters Seventh were not included 11 
American College. Fair deal is included in 
American College but not in Webster’s 
Seventh although both contain new deal 
and neither contains new frontier. Peace 
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Corps is found in The American College 
Dictionary but not in Websters Seventh 
while both contain irregardless which 
caused some discussion when it was in- 
cluded in Webster’s Third. 

The American College Dictionary re- 
cords more complete definitions in a num- 
ber of instances, and of course, the re- 
verse is true in many cases. American 
College presents a more complete defini- 
tion of Kaaba while Webster’s definition 
of kamikaze is more complete. Words such 
as kyat, Kaddish, kidskin, kurrajong, and 
kymogram are in Webster’s but not Amer- 
ican College; American College contains 
kaleyard school, kangaroo rat, kidney 
shaped, kidney worm, Ku Klux Klan, and 
kumiss not in Websters. American Col- 
lege gives as synonyms for keep—keep, 
reserve, retain, withhold while Webster’s 
adds detain to that list. 

As far as the abbreviations are con- 
cerned American College contains many 
abbreviations for terms used in chess 
which are not in Webster’s while the latter 
contains many technical terms not in 
American College and also more abbre- 
viations for geographical terms. 

Personal name entries in both American 
College and Webster’s Seventh are similar. 
Both provide name, pronunciation, dates 
of birth and death when applicable, and 
brief identification. There are more names 
in Webster’s not included in American 
College such as Sheila Kaye-Smith, Jo- 
seph Patrick Kennedy, Robert Francis 
Kennedy, Martin Luther King, and 
Dorothy Kirsten than in American Col- 
lege and not Webster’s. American College 
includes Sir Arthur Keith, Sidney Kings- 
ley, Alfred Charles Kinsey, and Count 
Tamemoto Kuroki not in Webster’s. Dif- 
ferences in dates were noted in several 
instances. 

Both dictionaries give place names, pro- 
_ nunciation, location, geographical classi- 
fication—whether city, river, mountain or 
other—and population. The American 
College Dictionary gives the date for pop- 
ulation figures used in geographical en- 
tries. Websters Seventh does not. For 
other entries the figures differ and even 
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though the ones in Websters Seventh 
could be later, there is nothing to show 
that the population of 202,000 for Kalinin- 
grad is a later figure than the 1956 esti- 
mated figure of 188,000 cited in the Amer- 
ican College Dictionary. 

The American College Dictionary in- 
cludes appendixes containing Signs and 
Symbols; a Guide to Usage, by Harrison 
Platt, Jr., including written English, cor- 
respondence, and preparation of copy for 
the typesetter or publisher; and a listing 
of colleges and universities giving the 
name of the institution, location, control 
(private, state), kind of student body 
(men, women, or coeducational), its 
status as a junior college, and date of 
founding. 

The illustrations in black and white are 
clear although quite small. Fifteen hun- 
dred illustrations and spot maps are used. 
Illustrations have been chosen as aids in 
understanding the definitions. Picturing 
of common birds, flowers, and fishes has 
been avoided when this would be of value 
only if shown in color or magnified in de- 
tail. Each illustration is identifed, for 
example, the illustrations of kepis are 
labeled to show the stiff kepi and the soft 
kepi. Small scale maps are used to locate 
many geographical areas as the map for 
Kamchatka or the map showing North 
and South Korea which is located beside 
the description of Korea. 

The American College Dictionary is 
printed on Bible stock in legible type. 
The volume is easy to handle and even 
easier to read. Contrast type between the 
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main entry and the definitions along with 
the use of dark numerals in the definitions 
help the reader to use the volume effi- 
ciently. The volume is well bound and has 
good margins, 

The American College Dictionary ful- 
fills its editors’ aim of providing a diction- 
ary which meets the essential needs of 
the reader, speaker, and writer. It pro- 
vides in one alphabet a dictionary of basic 
current vocabulary, a dictionary of biog- 
raphy, and a dictionary of geography. The 
words are carefully and adequately de- 
fined, and the pronunciation scheme is 
simple and easy to use. The keying of 
synonyms to the numbered definitions is 
a definite advantage, especially for those 
building a vocabulary. The arrangement 
with the most common meaning, accord- 
ing to current American usage, always 
shown first and with variant spellings and 
etymology after the definitions is especial- 
ly appealing to individuals who want a 
definition and who do not wish to concern 
themselves with this other information. 
The American College Dictionary is rec- 
ommended for purchase for homes and 
school, college, and public libraries. 


The Encyclopedia Americana. 30v. New

The first edition of The Encyclopedia 
Americana in 18 volumes was published 
between 1829 and 1833. In 1847, a supple- 
mentary volume was added. A reset edi- 
tion was published in 16 volumes in 1902- 
1904, and a reset of 1917-1919 increased 
the number of volumes to 30. Since 1936, 
it has been edited and published under a 
continuous revision program, whereby “to 
keep the encyclopedia up to date, from 
3,000 to 5,000 pages are revised every 
year.” The 1958 printing was reviewed by 
the Subscription Books Committee in The 
Booklist and Subscription Books Bulletin, 
June 1, 1959, where additional references 
to earlier reviews will also be found. This 
review will compare the 1964 edition of 
The Encyclopedia Americana with the 


edition of 1958. 

Lavinia P. Dudley, who was executive 
editor of Encyclopedia Americana in 1958, 
continues to head the editorial staff with 
the title editor in chief, A. Davidson Dun- 
ton has replaced D. G. Creighton as Cana- 
dian editor, and the post of science editor, 
held by Fergus J. Wood in 1958, no longer 
appears in the editorial roster. A manag- 
ing editor, Doris E. Dewey, three asso- 
ciate editors, and two assistant editors 
have been added. Continuity is assured 
by the fact that five of the seven principal 
members of the 1958 editorial staff remain 
in these posts in 1964. The Editorial Ad-, 
visory Board has been reduced slightly 
in size, from 52 members to 45, of whom 
32 are unchanged from 1958. 

The Partial List of Contributors to the 
1964 Encyclopedia Americana which ap- 
pears in volume 1 contains a, total of 1,575 
names, an increase of 129 over the 1958 
edition. The number of contributors in 
this list has more than doubled since 1950, 
and they are, almost without exception, 
nationally or internationally recognized 
experts in their respective fields. The edi- 
tors of Encyclopedia Americana are to be 
commended for their success in recruiting 
a corps of distinguished specialists in a _ 
variety of fields of endeavor as contribu- 
tors to the set. Equally commendable is 
the fact that these specialists are relied 
upon more heavily in the 1964 edition in 
terms of the proportion of text for which 
they are responsible. The number of 
signed articles is substantially greater in 
the present edition than in the 1958 print- 
ing. World War I provides an excellent 
illustration of this. In the 1958 edition, 
this article, under the title War, European, 
consisted of 24 sections, of which 10 were 
either unsigned or signed by members of 
the editorial staff. In the 1964 edition, 


‘every section of the revised article is 


signed by a recognized specialist. 

Like any general encyclopedia, the basic 
aim of the Americana is to serve as a 
compendium of accurate and up-to-date 
information on a wide variety of subjects. 
“The distinctive quality of Americana,” 
according to its editors, “. . . is its com- 
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prehensiveness in scope and depth of a> PEE of complex concepts or` 


terial.” While including material related 
specifically to school curricula, it “ranges 
far beyond this over the information 
needed by the student as he goes beyond 
the curriculum and enters the ranks of 
alert adults with manifold interests... . 
The Americana is an encyclopedia for the 
student, whether teenager or adult.” 

Fundamentally, the scope of the 1964 
edition is unchanged from that of 1958. 
At least one significant shift in emphasis 
has, however, occurred. While retaining 
the coverage in depth of American and 
Canadian topics for which the encyclope- 

- dia has long been noted, the editors have 
set out to “provide articles with even 
broader international orientation than in 
the past.” Advertising, for example, has 
been revised to include a fuller presenta- 
tion of techniques in other countries, and 
many new entries deal with foreign places 
and topics. The policy of including en- 
tries for all United States cities of 3,000 
or more population, a distinguishing char- 
acteristic of the Americana in the past, is 
no longer strictly adhered to, as witness 
the deletion of articles for Bellows Falls, 
Vermont; Ashley, Pennsylvania; and oth- 
er smaller American cities. 

The 1964 Americana has also er 
important stylistic changes. The editors 
have encouraged authors of new and re- 
vised articles to strive for greater clarity 
and lucidity. The results of these efforts 
are impressive in terms of articles that 
are more readable and easier to under- 
stand. The present edition should thus 
prove useful even, as the editors suggest, 
“in eight-year elementary schools to meet 
the needs of the abler students and as 
part of the emerging trend to provide in- 
dividual students with opportunity to 
work at their full capacity, whatever their 
formal grade level.” An excellent exam- 
ple of this change may be found by com- 
paring the 1958 and 1964 versions of 
Idealism, Other illustrations of the aban- 
donment of heavy, obscure prose in favor 
of a more modern style are found 
throughout the set, and in no case can 
the change be said to result in undesirable 


ideas. 

The editors of The Encyclopedia Ameri- 
cana claim more individual articles than 
any other encyclopedia in the English 
language, as well as more extensive bio- 
graphical coverage. This claim was tested 
by comparing samplings from the 1964 
Americana with recent printings of three 
other multivolume American encyclope- 
dias. From Hlinka to Honesty, and from 
W to Wampanoag Indians, the total num- 
ber of entries (excluding cross-refer- 
ences) and the total number of biogra- 
phies were substantially greater in the 
1964 Americana than in any of the other 
sets examined. 

The text of the 1964 Encyclopedia 
Americana reflects a very substantial 
amount of revision in comparison with the 
earlier printing. The editors state that 
“since 1960, nearly 22,000 out of a total 
of 26,000 pages have been rewritten, re- 
vised or reset.” In 1963 alone, 1,290 new 
articles are said to have been added. In 
volume 3, covering entries from B to 
Bird’s Foot, approximately one fourth of 
the 2,624 articles have been revised since 
1958. Sixty-three new articles have been 
added to this volume and 252 articles com- 
pletely rewritten. While the amount of 
revision in volume 3 is typical of most of 
the set, volumes 28 and 29, which have 
been reset, show even more extensive 
changes. By any standard, the amount of 
new material added since 1958 is most 
impressive. 

Examination of several hundred new 
and revised articles reveals only a hand- 
ful of additions of doubtful value. In one 
or two cases, such as Incarnation and sec- 
tions of Illinois, the 1958 version is su- 
perior. While a good many articles have 
been deleted in order to allow for ex- 
panded treatment of adjoining subjects, 
most of these are minor biographical and 
geographical entries whose omission rep- 
resents no great loss. The deletion of 
Castiglione’s Il Cortegiano (The Courtier) 
from volume 14 is, however, noted with 
regret. 

Comparison with the earlier edition in- 
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dicates that much revision has been ac- 
complished in both the pure and the ap- 
plied sciences in order to keep pace with 
recent scientific developments. New arti- 
cles include Heavy Hydrogen, Heavy Wa- 
ter, Impedance, Incubators and Brooders, 
and Ileitis. Computers, formerly covered 
under the heading Calculating Machines, 
has been expanded from ten to fourteen 
pages, with the addition of a new section 
on programming and much new illustra- 
tive material. Bacteria and Bacteriology is 
completely rewritten and expanded from 
four pages to ten to provide a fuller, less 
elementary treatment. Brief, unsigned 
entries on medical subjects have, in many 
instances, been replaced by articles signed 
by qualified physicians. In spite of these 
and many other impressive changes, how- 
ever, some current topics such as laser 
and hallucinogens are not adequately rep- 
resented. While radio astronomy is cov- 
ered under Space Research in some detail, 
a good deal of other material on this sub- 
ject is scattered through the set. This 
needs to be brought together and updated. 
Similarly, although new biographies of 
scientists have been added and existing 
biographical sketches revised, important 
omissions such as Fred Hoyle and Hyman 
Rickover are still noted. The biography 
of Linus Pauling does not deal adequately 
with his recent activities in disarmament. 
The fact that Pauling was awarded the 
Nobel Peace Prize in 1962 is not noted in 
his biography, although he does appear 
among the Nobel Prize winners elsewhere 
in the set. 

The editors of Americana have at- 
tempted to “achieve an intelligent bal- 
ance” in the 1964 edition in coverage of 
scientific and technical subjects on the one 
hand and the humanities and social sci- 
ences on the other. Thus, new articles 
such as Baltic Languages and Idomenus 
have been added since 1958, while Ural- 
Altaic Languages, Incunabula, and a num- 
ber of other entries in the area of lan- 
guage and literature have been revised 
and expanded. Nevertheless, treatment of 
many important authors and literary 
works still leaves a good deal to be de- 


sired. Barabbas deals with an 1893 ro- 
mance by Marie Corelli and includes no 
mention of the novel by Par Lagerkvist, 
winner of the Nobel Prize for literature in 
1951. The short, unsigned article on Paul 
Hazard, while indicating that “his pub- 
lished works, covering a wide variety of 
interests, were immensely influential,” 
gives no real sense of the nature of his 
contribution to critical thought. Similar 
inadequacies may be noted in Hazlitt, 
William and Apollinaire, Guillaume. The 
article on Ernest Hemingway, revised to 
include his death in 1961, is unsigned, has 
no list of biographical or critical works, 
and is far too brief to constitute an ade- ’ 
quate assessment of a key figure in con- 
temporary American letters. There are 
no separate articles for such important 
twentieth-century authors as James Agee, 
James Baldwin, Lawrence Durrell, J. D. 
Salinger, or John Updike. Ralph Ellison, 
whose Invisible Man is described as one 
of “two novels that rank high in Ameri- 
can fiction” by Negro authors, is not given 
a. separate entry. The contemporary 
American dramatist Edward Albee not 
only lacks a main entry but is confused 
in the Index with Edward F. Albee of 
vaudeville fame. 

Music in the 1964 edition is not satisfac- 
torily revised from the standpoint of cover- 
age of important contemporary figures and 
developments. While a few changes have 
been made, such as updating of biogra- 
phies for Kirsten Flagstad and Ernest 
Bloch, entries for Samuel Barber, Leonard 
Bernstein, and Jascha Heifetz are out of 
date and in need of revision. There are 
still no separate articles for such impor- 
tant contemporary composers as George 
Antheil, John Cage, Jacques Ibert, Walter 
Piston, or Francis Poulenc. Although ex- 
cellent new illustrations have been added 
to Ballet, the text records no develop- 
ments in the art since the premiére of 
Agnes de Mille’s Rodeo in 1942, and the 
bibliography lists no recent titlés. There 
is no entry for George Balanchine, in spite 
of the fact that he has been a major figure 
in choreography for more than three dec- 
ades. Folk Music does not cover the re- 
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. cent revival of interest in this art form, 
and the bibliography following the article 
contains no title published after 1954. 

Art and architecture, like music, show 
spotty revision, and a lack of awareness 
of recent developments. Impressionism 
and the art and architecture section of 
United States have been expanded and 
rewritten in a manner that merits com- 
mendation, and an article on Andrew 
Wyeth has been added. The treatment of 
other contemporary artists remains inade- 
quate, with no individual entries for such 
important painters as Ben Shahn, Jack- 
son Pollock, or Robert Motherwell, for 

` the sculptor Richard Lippold, or for Ed- 
ward D. Stone who, in Modern Architec- 
ture, is termed “perhaps the most widely 
publicized architect of this period.” Ma- 
terial on Vasili Kandinski is confused and 
inadequate, with no indication in the main 
entry of where his paintings may be seen 
in the United States. Articles on Ludwig 
Mies van der Rohe, Georgia O’Keeffe, and 
Hugo Ballin are in need of revision, as is 
the bibliography that follows Sculpture. 

Articles dealing with religion and phi- 
losophy show substantial improvement in 
the 1964 edition. New entries such as 

> Indeterminism and such extensively re- 
vised articles as Hebrews and Immaculate 

Conception make it abundantly clear that 

less rapidly changing fields have had care- 

ful editorial attention. Entries for Martin 

Nieméller and Martin Heidegger are, 

however, in need of revision as are church 

membership statistics in Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses and Baptists. Coverage of the Sec- 
ond Vatican Council is fragmentary and 
disappointingly brief for an event of major 
religious significance, and the absence of 
any mention of the Black Muslims seems 

a serious omission. The policy of having 

revised articles on the history and doc- 


trines of individual denominations written: 


by official church spokesmen, while intro- 
- duced in an effort to achieve objectivity 
in a controversial area, sometimes has 
quite the opposite effect. 

Another area of current controversy 
curiously slighted is the Negro and the 
civil rights movement. There is no biog- 
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raphy of Martin Luther King, and no 
mention of the Congress on Racial Equal- 
ity. Segregation in the United States, re- 
printed without significant change from 
the 1958 edition, contains no information 
more recent than June, 1957 on school 
integration, and carries an out-of-date 
bibliography. Capital Punishment, revised 
by members of the Americana editorial 
staff to bring statistics up to date, is still 
signed by Lewis E. Lawes, former warden 
of Sing Sing Prison, and can only be read 
as a strong plea for abolition of the death 
penalty. A more dispassionate presenta- 
tion of arguments on both sides of the 
question would be preferable. 

Extensive revision is noted in many 
articles that deal with topics of current 
interest such as the emerging nations of 
Africa, the Cuban missile crisis, the Saint 
Lawrence Seaway, and imperialism. The 
assassination of President Kennedy and 
the succession to the Presidency of Lyn- 
don B. Johnson are covered in Presidency, 
United States. There are, however, no 
separate entries for such important topics 
as the Peace Corps, the John Birch So- 
ciety, the American Nazi Party, or James 
Hoffa and the Teamsters Union. United 
Nations Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organization, Balance of Trade, 
Balance of Power, and Health Insurance 
need to be expanded and brought up to 
date. Population statistics for American 
and Canadian cities reflect throughout the 
results of the most recent censuses. Some 
of the figures for foreign citles, however, 
show less consistent revision, dating in a 
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few cases from the 1940’s. 

A new feature, included in the Index 
volume since 1958, is a 56-page Illustrated 
Topical Chronology of World Events for 
1959-1963, a survey of some 3,000 recent 
developments in major fields of human 
endeavor, arranged under some 30 topical 
headings. This information is linked to 
related articles in the main alphabet 
through entries in the Index, which covers 
the contents of the Chronology in full. As 
a supplementary device for updating the 
encyclopedia, the Chronology is useful, 
although in some cases its existence may 
serve to postpone needed revisions in the 
main text. The Index volume also in- 
cludes a list of American cities of 3,000 
population or more, a similar list of Cana- 
dian cities of 1,500 or more, and a list of 
Indian reservations in the United States. 
The Index itself has been expanded from 
791 to 897 pages, reflecting an increase in 
the number of entries from 280,000 to 
325,000, according to the publisher’s esti- 
mate. Index accuracy remains high, espe- 
cially for main entries, where spot check- 
ing did not uncover a single error. More 
frequent subdivision of longer articles into 
numbered sections, with the addition of an 
outline at the beginning of the article, and 
fuller use of cross-references to related 
topics both within and at the end of arti- 
cles contribute significantly to ease of use 
and enhance the value of the set. The 
familiar word-by-word pattern of alpha- 
betization is retained both for main en- 
tries and in the Index of the 1964 Ameri- 
cana. 

The number of articles that include a 
bibliography has been increased in the 
1964 edition, and many existing bibliog- 
raphies have been brought up to date as 
part of the general revision program. 
However, there are still a goodly number 
of articles such as Barbary Wars and Bar- 
ber, Samuel where a bibliography would 
be useful and a good many bibliographies 
that contain few or no recent titles, 

One of the most impressive aspects of 
the 1964 Americana is the increased use 
of illustrative material, and the obvious 
effort on the part of the editors to im- 


prove the quality of photographs and 
maps. Illustrations are said to have been 
increased in number from 12,000 to 19,000 
since 1958, and an examination of almost 
any volume in the current set makes it 
clear that this claim can be substantiated. 
The set contains many new and revised 
maps, including new maps for all of the 
states of the United States. These are 
bled to the outer margin of the page, 
making for a more attractive format and 
allowing the states to be shown in a 
slightly larger scale. Insert, locator maps 
are provided. On the new state maps, 
highways are shown in preference to rail- | 
roads, a change that seems appropriate in 

view of the recent decline in rail trans- 
portation. Color maps continue to be pro- 
vided by C. S. Hammond and Company. 

The 1964 printing of the Americana 
shows several changes in format which 
result in a more modern appearance from 
the standpoint of typography and page 
layout. New typefaces are gradually be- 
ing introduced with successive annual 
printings, and these, coupled with the in- 
creased number of illustrations, make for 
a considerably more attractive printed 
page. The complete resetting of entire 
volumes, begun in 1962 and intended to 
be continued in the years to come, repre- 
sents a highly desirable activity, the pace 
of which should, if possible, be acceler- 
ated. 

The Americana is now available only in 
the new, blue, Levante-craft, sturdite 
binding with gold stamping, in contrast 
to the practice of past years when the 
purchaser could choose among a variety 
of bindings. The new binding is colorful 
and attractive. 

The Encyclopedia Americana is signifi- 
cantly improved in 1964 over the edition 
of 1958, in spite of some major omissions 
in contemporary literature, music, and art. 
Extensive revision of the text, addition of 
new articles on important topics of the 
present and the past, and inclusion of 
much new and improved illustrative ma- 
terial all indicate a major effort on the 
part of the editors to meet the changing 
informational needs of students and 
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adults. Stylistic changes make the cor“'\Munder standard English as “those usages

For these rea- 
sons the 1964 printing of the Americana 
is recommended for purchase by those 
public, academic, and junior and senior 
high school libraries which do not possess 
a printing more recent than the edition of 
1958.

Funk & Wagnalls Standard College 
Dictionary is based upon the Funk & 
Wagnalls Standard Dictionary of the Eng- 
lish Language, International Edition. Its 
editorial direction was in the hands of two 
distinguished panels. Chairman of the 
Supervisory Board was Albert H. Marck- 
wardt, Professor of English and Linguis- 
tics at Princeton University. His field of 
concentration was etymology. Other mem- 
bers and their fields were Frederic G. 
Cassidy, Professor of English, University 
of Wisconsin, restrictive labels; S. I. Hay- 
akawa, Professor of English, San Francis- 
co State College, synonyms and antonyms; 
and James B. McMillan, Chairman, De- 
partment of Linguistics, University of 
Alabama, pronunciation. According to the 
publisher these men read the dictionary in 
its entirety and made editorial revisions. 

Policy and practice in the Standard 
College Dictionary were determined by 
an Advisory Board of 28 university pro- 
fessors, principally in English and lin- 
guistics, under the chairmanship of Allen 
Walker Read, Columbia University Pro- 
fessor of English. 

The vocabulary consists of 150,000 en- 
tries, including derived and compound 
forms, biographical and geographical en- 
tries, and abbreviations. Of these about 
78,000 are main entries. Emphasis is given 
to standard words and meanings, defined 


tural, and social acceptance and prestige 
for educated speakers of the language.” 
Nonstandard words which have wide cur- 
rency or which deserve notice for some 
other reason, such as their relation to 
standard words, are included. Slang, dia- 
lect, and scientific and technical terms are 
well represented, but rare, archaic, and 
obsolete terms are held to a minimum, 
being principally included in entries for 
words having several senses, one of which 
may be rare, archaic, or obsolete. New 
words appear to be judiciously selected to 
represent those in general use. 

While the word list of the Funk & Wag- 
nalls Standard Dictionary of the English 
Language, International Edition (1959) 
formed the basis of the selection of en- 
tries for the Standard College Dictionary, 
the publisher’s claim that some obsolete 
words were dropped and that many recent 
words, culled from their citation files, 
were added is substantiated by a compari- 
son of the two. 

General vocabulary words and phrases, 
tables of prefixes, suffixes, and combining 
forms, foreign terms, biographical and 
geographical entries, and abbreviations 
are arranged letter by letter in one alpha- 
bet. 

In comparing the vocabulary with Web- 
ster’s Seventh New Collegiate Dictionary 
(Springfield, Mass.: Merriam-Webster, 
1963) certain methodological differences 
should be kept in mind. Webster claims 
130,000 entries; Standard College claims 
150,000, but both include more than main 
entries in these counts. Standard College 
uses separate entries for homographs only, 
while Webster may enter a word more 
than once for different meanings, e.g., 
taboo. Standard College makes extensive 
use of tables of prefixes, suffixes, and com- 
bining forms, some of which are found as 
main entries in Webster. Both use phrasal 
entries, e.g., bird of paradise, free verse, 
but a phrasal entry in Webster, e.g., Old 
English, Middle English, may be defined 
under the main element English in Stand- 
ard College. As might be expected, most 
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words are found in both. Since Standard 
College does not state precisely the period 
of language covered, it is not possible to 
state with any certainty whether Webster 
includes more words less commonly used, 
(especially since huswife is found in 
_ Standard College but not in Webster). 
There appear to be more foreign phrases 
in Standard College. Scottish and Cana- 
dian terms are more fully represented. 

The word treatment follows two policies 
originated by Dr. L K. Funk—ordering 
of senses according to semantic frequency, 
and giving etymology at the end of the 
entry. Spelling is that established by use, 
the earlier policy of spelling reform hav- 
ing been abandoned. Syllabication is 
clearly shown by centered periods and 
stresses, Plurals are frequently given. 
Pronunciation is indicated by the use of 
letters of the alphabet combined with dia- 
critical marks, e.g., the macron for “long 
vowels” (a), (ē). However, the breve 
has been retained in only one symbol 
(90), eliminated in other “short vowel” 
forms. The schwa is used for unstressed 
neutral vowels. Primary and secondary 
stress marks show accented syllables. 
Given in full inside the front cover and 
in an abbreviated form on odd-numbered 
pages, the key is based on phonemic prin- 
ciples, each symbol representing a single 
sound or closely associated cluster of 
sounds. No sound is transcribed with more 
than one symbol. Though no claim is 
made for listing all acceptable forms of 
pronunciation, “when a pronunciation is 
listed the dictionary user can be confident 
that the pronunciation is in actual use 
among educated people.” Variants occur- 
ring among educated people are also indi- 
cated, but never socially substandard pro- 
nunciations, e.g., bûrd, not boid, for bird; 
dér, not doe, for door. 

As noted, the earlier policy of giving 
etymologies at the end of the entry is 
retained, words of unknown or uncertain 
origin being so marked. Native words in 
use between 450 and 1050 a.p. are shown 
in their Old English form. The immediate 
source is given first for borrowed words, 
followed by significant intermediate forms 


and languages. Effort has been made to 
incorporate new etymological research. 

Definitions, expressed with clarity and 
brevity, also reflect new research, and the 
publisher’s claim that many words were 
defined anew is justified. For words hav- 
ing several senses, the order in which 
definitions are arranged is determined by 
frequency of use, not semantic evolution 
as found in Webster. Thus the only indi- 
cation of earlier use of a word is the label- 
ing of a sense as archaic or obsolete. 

The definitions aside from their ar- 
rangement have much in common with 
those found in Webster, both aiming at 
single phrases with precise meaning, but 
offensive and taboo senses of a word are 
more often found in Standard College and 
so designated in order to caution against 
misunderstanding when one uses the term. 

Brief phrases or sentences which illus- 
trate the use of the entry words or sup- 
plement and clarify the definitions are 
given when necessary. No quotations, 
literary or otherwise, are included. 

Usage notes, the majority of which are 
based on Dr. Margaret Bryant’s Current 
American Usage (New York: Funk & 
Wagnalls, 1962) and preceded by a black 
diamond indicator, are intended as “a 
guide to usage in the cases where a guide 
is most often needed.” Though a useful 
feature, they do not preclude the use of 
standard dictionaries of usage, which nat- 
urally give fuller treatment to many more 
words and phrases. 

Labels appear more frequently than 
notes on grammatical usage and are used 
to identify geographical regions, fields, and 
foreign phrases not fully naturalized into 
English. Other labels note informal use 
and whether a word is rare, archaic, or 
obsolete. Not used is the label colloquial, 
since the editors feel it is so widely mis- 
understood by the public as to be no long- 
er serviceable. 

Use of labels differs to some extent” 
from that found in Webster, which does 
not employ field labels, e.g., psychiatry, 
engineering. Nor does Webster designate 
words or senses as “informal;” Standard 
College frequently does so to indicate that 
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a word is “less acceptable (i.e., less ac- 


ceptable at any given time) for formal use 
than for informal,” e.g., tacky, tad, taffy 
(meaning flattery), and sacred cow. Vari- 
ations occur in the labeling of words as 
archaic, e.g., tache, or as slang, e.g., rat 
race, so labeled in Standard College but 
not in Webster. 

Also valuable are the synonym dis- 
criminations, written by the late Geoffrey 
Mott-Smith and edited by Professor S. I. 
Hayakawa. Discussions of the differentia- 
tion of shades of meaning within a group 
of related words, found at the end of 
_ many entries, supplement the definitions, 

which often are expressed in words which 
can be substituted for the entry words. 
Webster also gives synonym discrimina- 
tions, though with some variation in treat- 
ment, occasionally for a word not so 
treated in Standard College, which in turn 
treats some words not discriminated in 
Webster. These are difficult to approach 
quantitatively, since the paragraphs of 
synonym discriminations may appear un- 
der one synonym in Webster, under an- 
other in Standard College, e.g., under 
silent in Webster, taciturn in Standard 
College. In both dictionaries this is a very 
useful feature. 

Cross-references are frequently sup- 
plied for related terms, though a few in- 
adequacies were noted. In the main, how- 
ever, cross-references are adequate in 
showing variant spellings and inflected 
forms as well as indicating where more 
information: such as etymology or fuller 
definition may be found. Webster makes 
more use of synonymous cross-references 
to augment its definitions, e.g., deem... .: 
HOLD, these being given in small caps. 

One feature not found in Webster is the 
use of collateral adjectives (connected 
with nouns in meaning but not in form, 
e.g., horse and equine, day and diurnal) 
given with the note as well as being listed 
in their alphabetical place. 

Abbreviations are more fully treated 
than in Webster, both in number and in 
designating fields, alternatives in capital- 
ization, or use of periods, However, Web- 
ster includes some that are not in Stand- 
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ard College. 

Small black-and-white illustrations of 
flora and fauna, anatomical and architec- 
tural details, and musical and other in- 
struments accompany some but not all of 
the entries in these fields, the criteria for 
their selection not being entirely clear, 
though some preference appears to have 
been given to the unfamiliar, e.g., toucan 
but not robin. Accompanying data in- 
clude size when pertinent, anatomical 
nomenclature in some cases, e.g., for 
horse, bird, and fowl, and other details. 
Small maps, ranging in size from about 
one to three inches square but not show- 
ing scale, give a rough idea of the relative 
location of certain geographical entries, 
some being of historical significance, e.g., 
Roman Empire. Tables ‘are inserted at 
intervals, e.g., for elements, regional pro- 
nunciations, foreign alphabets, and con- 
stellations. On the whole, these illustra- 
tions add to the encyclopedic information 
found in the dictionary. 

Though no stated number of illustra- 
tions is claimed, there appear to be about 
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twice as many as the 1,800 claimed by 
Webster, these being accounted for in part 
by the greater number of illustrations for 
animals, maps of geographic areas, and 
diagrams such as those for baseball field, 
basketball court, and symphony orchestra. 

Of the other encyclopedic information, 
biographical and geographical names are 
most prevalent, both being treated with 
extreme brevity, though the coverage is 
broad. Well-known  twentieth-century 
writers, artists, statesmen, and scientists 
are fairly well represented among those 
of earlier times. For each are given birth 
and death dates, nationality and field, 
with pseudonym or nickname where per- 
tinent. Also found are some characters 
from mythology, folklore, and fiction. 
Though the number of persons included 
is not stated, there appear to be about a 
thousand less than the five thousand in 
Webster’s Collegiate, among them some 
not found in Webster. 

Geographical entries for places of his- 
torical or geographical importance differ 
from those found in Webster in being 
fewer in number for towns and cities and 
in giving more attention to ‘places of his- 
torical importance, e.g., Alamo, with added 
detail on their historical sighificance not 
found in Webster. Both give location and 
population, Standard College adding dates 
for population statistics, which appear in 
some cases to be more recent than those 
in Webster. 

Supplementary material in the text edi- 
tion varies somewhat from that found in 
the trade edition. The former contains a 
brief history of the English language by 
Albert H. Marckwardt, the latter, one by 
Allen Walker Read. The text edition has 
an essay on English grammars and the 
grammar of English by Kenneth G. Wil- 
son, instructions for building a better 
vocabulary with a list of 1,000 useful 
words, and a brief guide to reference 
works by Donald A. Sears. The trade 
edition contains an essay on Canadian 
English by Walter S. Avis and a list of 
given names, Both include the same brief 
articles on regional variAtions in Ameri- 
can pronunciation by Charles K. Thomas, 


on pronunciations by James B. McMillan, 
on restrictive labels by Frederic G. Cas- 
sidy, on etymologies by Marckwardt, and 
on synonyms and antonyms by S. L Hay- 
akawa. Tables of weights and measures 
and signs and symbols and lists of U.S. and 
Canadian colleges and universities are 
found in both, as well as instructions on 
preparing a manuscript for publication. 

The format is good: clear type and 
strong paper with first and last signatures 
reinforced with tape. 

Well-selected vocabulary, clarity of 
definitions, adequate word treatment, us- 
age notes, synonym discriminations, use- , 
ful encyclopedic information, and good 
format recommend this abridged diction- 
ary for use in homes and in all types of 
libraries.

The Larousse Encyclopedia of Byzan- 
tine and Medieval Art “takes the reader 
from the earliest manifestations of the art 
of the Christian era in the catacombs of 
Rome to the full splendor of the great 
Gothic cathedrals of the fourteenth cen- 
tury” and includes the development of 
Byzantine as well as Medieval Art, in- 
cluding the Far East. Most previous works 
were limited to either one or the other. 
It follows a new trend in presentation 
avoiding stereotyped compartmentaliza- 
tion of knowledge by relating the art of 
a particular time and place to its cultural 
environment, Huyghe’s two-page intro- 
duction states “our aim in compiling this 
book has been to achieve a synthesis.” All 
of the facets of cultural development and 
achievement of a given era are brought 
into focus, whether it be history, philoso- 
phy, or religion, in order to achieve the 
synthesis. There has been scrupulous 
acknowledgment to the contributors of 
earlier civilizations and especially to the 
importance of the Ancient Near East as 
a source of design and techniques. 
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This work was originally published as 
part of the three-volume set, L’art et 
l'Homme by Augé, Gillon, Hollier-La- 
rousse, Moreau et Cie in Paris, (1957- 
1961). The edition under review was 
copyrighted by Paul Hamlyn, Ltd., Lon- 
don, printed in Czechoslovakia, and trans- 
lated by Dennis Gilbert, Ilse Schreier, and 
Wendela Schurmann. The general editor, 
René Huyghe, is professor of art at the 
Collége de France and is a recognized 
authority in the field of art history. He 
also edited the companion volume to the 
present work, Larousse Encyclopedia of 
Prehistoric and Ancient Art (reviewed in 
The Booklist and Subscription Books Bul- 
letin, May 15, 1963). The two volumes are 
uniform in format and are part of a four- 
volume art encyclopedia, the third and 
fourth volumes of which will cover Ba- 
roque Art and Modern Art. Professor 
Huyghe has contributed, or collaborated 
in, articles for the encyclopedia in addi- 
tion to his general editing of the entire 
work. The other 15 contributors are pro- 
fessors, curators, or research associates 
in colleges, museums, and research cen- 
ters in Europe or the Near East. The one 
contributor from the United States is a 
professor of Byzantine Art and archaecl- 
ogy. 

The book is divided into five major 
chapters: The First Centuries of the 
Christian Era, The Great Invasions and 
the Fall of Byzantium, The Development 
of Oriental Art, The Flowering of Medie- 
val Art in the West, and The Gothic 
Middle Ages. Each chapter begins with 
a few introductory pages (Art Forms and 
Society) to show how the stages or pe- 
riods of art “were related to each other 
and what place they occupied in the de- 
velopment as a whole.” After this preface 
there are sections or articles pertinent to 
the period under discussion, each one of 
which is followed by a succinct and fac- 


tual historical summary “where events, 
schools, artists, and works of art are listed 
in normal chronological and geographical ° 
order.”

ligious significance of the art form, 
whether it be the painting of portraits or 
the designing of cathedrals for example, 
is well presented and carries out the thesis 
of the editor who states that the compilers 
“have been more concerned with under- 
standing than with cataloguing facts.” 
The article The Great Invasions and the 
Fall of Byzantium, beginning on page 84, 
represents well this technique of presen- 
tation. ' 
The book contains some 1,100 illustra- 
tions, 36 of which are in color. The latter 
are in general poor and washed-out, The 
use of color to portray the original object 
is commendable, but only if the color is 
reasonably accurate. It is better to have 
the reproduction of a work of art in black 
and white than to have a false representa- 
ton of it As for the black-and-white 
illustrations, the choice of the objects and 
monuments is generally excellent. The 
illustrations which accompany the article 
on Scandinavian and Viking Art on page 
109 are seldom seen, except in the lesser- 
known archaeological publications. This 
fact is in agreement with the statement 
made in the editor’s introduction: “An 
unusual amount of emphasis has been 
given to areas that until only recently 
were unexplored or else were the jealous- 
ly guarded preserve of a few experts.” 
Referring to other aspects of the photo- 
graphs, too many of them obviously have 
been reused to such an extent that they 
are unclear and some even undecipher- 
able. Many have been cropped, and un- 


judiciously so, with the result they are” 


neither total views nor good details. This 
is a serious indictment of a work which 
requires careful reproduction of art works 
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to complement and/or explain the textual 
comments. Further, there are some curi- 
ous omissions. The absence of photographs 
~of important works of art and/or monu- 
~ ments, such as the Church of St. John 
Studion, the floor mosaics of the Great 
Palace of the Byzantine Emperors in Con- 
stantinople, the Walls and Golden Gate of 
Constantinople, the Paris Psalter, and de- 
tails of the mosaics in St. Mark’s in 
Venice (except one, badly cropped), im- 
pairs the book’s value. 

There is an adequate 15-page index 
(four columns to the page) which includes 
pictorial references (except the color 
"plates) in heavy type. The color illustra- 
tions are listed in the front of the book 
in the Table of Contents. It is convenient 
to have numbers in the margin of the text 
which refer the reader to the appropriate 
illustration, but it is inconvenient in many 
cases to have the particular illustration 
located several pages from the textual 
comments. The numbered illustrations are 
also referenced in the historical sum- 
maries by the use of heavy type enclosed 
in brackets. 

When one considers the long period of 
time as well as the vast amount of art pro- 
duced during this era of over one thou- 
sand years, the book fulfills its purpose in 
providing a readable, generally accurate, 
and comprehensive history of the art of 
the Middle Ages including the role of By- 
zantine Art. The rather awkward arrange- 
ment of the work, a number of poor- 
quality reproductions, its misnomer as an 
encyclopedia in the strict sense, and the 
lack of bibliographies seriously limit its 
use for quick reference. However, the 
work has value for beginning students 
and for those interested in a general sur- 
“ey of the period. It should be useful in 
all libraries serving college students as 
well as the general public.

The Reader’s Digest Great World Atlas 
in soliciting orders from members of the 
Reader’s Digest family claims that this 
is a most unusual atlas: “The most extraor- 
dinary atlas of our time ... The finest 
Atlas ever published . .. The one book 
that makes all other atlases obsolete.” This 
is the kind of superlative used to describe 
the atlas, but no tangible clue as to its 
method or content explains why the book 
is superior. 

According to information given the 
Subscription Books Committee by the 
publishers the atlas was originally pub- 
lished in England and was redesigned and 
re-edited with additional material for the 
United States. Until April 1, 1964 the atlas 
was available by direct mail to Reader’s 
Digest subscribers only. It is this edition 
of the book that the Subscription Books 
Committee examined. On April 1 Random 
House began publication of a trade edi- 
tion. 

It is difficult to determine exactly who 
had editorial responsibility for the work. 
The verso of the Acknowledgments 
states, “Edited by the Special Books Divi- 
sion of the Reader’s Digest.” This is fol- 
lowed by the names of the founders and 
publishers of Reader’s Digest and the 
name of Alfred S. Dashiell, editor. There 
follows a list of names under a heading 
“Editors,” which one takes to mean editors 
of the atlas. Who the latter are and 
what their backgrounds are could not 
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be determined. On the Acknowledgments 
page Charles B. Hitchcock, director of 
the American Geographical Society, and 
Frank Debenham, Professor of Geogra- 
phy, Cambridge University, are named as 
Special Consulting Editors. However, in 
its advertising the firm claims that the 
“atlas was prepared under the direction 
of Dr. Charles B. Hitchcock.” 

Reader’s Digest then offers its thanks to 
46 different individuals, businesses, de- 
partments of various governments, ob- 
servatories, and associations. Here are 
listed American Geographical Society, 
Peter Bartholomew, Library of Congress, 
and U.S.S.R. Academy of Science. No in- 
dication of what any of these did to com- 
pile the atlas is given except to state that 
they “generously contributed to and ad- 
vised on the presentation of this Atlas.” 

Some of the atlas’ 232 pages are loaded 
with extraneous supplementary nonatlas 
material: photographs, drawings, and un- 
signed descriptive text which are all of 
secondary importance as compared with 
the maps. The three-part index occupies 
79 pages. Some of the drawings are signed 
by the Reader’s Digest Association, Inc. 
The maps are attributed to three different 
companies; 3 relief maps of United States 
mountain ranges, the Appalachians, the 
Rockies, and West Coast ranges, were 
done by Babson Institute of Babson Park, 
Massachusetts; 8 relief maps of the world’s 
continents were copyrighted by Aero 
Service Corporation of Philadelphia, pro- 
ducers of three-dimensional relief maps 
and special maps for space navigation, and 
92 pages of political-physical maps are 
listed as those of John Bartholomew and 
Son, Ltd. of Edinburgh. 

The work is in four parts—The Uni- 
verse and the Earth, Countries of the 
World, The World About Us, and the 
indexes. The first section, composed of 35 
pages of two-page spreads, deals with the 
geography of space (10 pages) and 7 re- 
lief maps of the geography of the earth’s 
continents and 1 of the oceans, the latter 
using U.S. Navy photoreliefs of the ocean 
floors. Textual explanation accompanying 
each map varies from as little as ten lines 


to as much as two thirds of a page. 

The second and largest part of the atlas, 
containing 48 political maps devotes 16 of 
the maps to the United States and the res- 
maining to other parts of the world. The ~- 
third part of 16 pages includes two-page- 
spread illustrations of the earth’s struc- 
ture, treasures, climate, vegetation, popu- 
lation, and major exploratory voyages. A 
one-page fact sheet (highest mountains, 
longest rivers) completes the section. 
Illustrated with maps in color, indexes, 
and charts, some text is included in this 
part. The final index section devotes 36 
pages to the United States, 38 to the world, 
and 2 to the general index. 

The maps in the first section are gen- 
erally useful. The relief maps of United 
States mountain ranges by Babson Insti- 
tute are interesting since outstanding 
physical features are pointed out. How- 
ever, the use of harsh browns and greens 
in the Rocky and Western-range maps 
detracts from the aesthetic value of two 
of the three maps. The relief maps by 
Aero Service give prominence to topo- 
graphical features of the areas depicted 
(southern and northern Asia, Africa, 
Europe, South America, Canada and 
Alaska, and the United States), show 
the major physical features, and indicate 
by color tints and symbols the elevations 
or inequalities in the land surface. Politi- 
cal or civil boundaries are also noted. The 
scale used for each map is designated, 
and a key to land elevations is provided. 
Figures on the key scale show approxi- 
mate altitude information for correspond- 
ing colors on the map. For example, the 
maps for Africa and northern and south- 
ern Asia use the same six colors to indi- 
cate elevation from below sea level to 
above 16,404 feet. ra 

The 48 maps of the world’s nations in 
the second section vary in usefulness, in 
the type of information shown, and in 
adequacy. Being primarily political they p 
all accurately indicate political’ divisions, 
i.e. countries, provinces, states, counties, 
parishes, townships, cities, and villages. 
Minor subdivisions are outlined by 
boundary lines of varied ee 
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design. At times it is difficult to determine 
the difference between a river and a 
boundary line. Railroads, main highways, 

“canals, rivers, and mountain ranges are 
depicted as are such topographical de- 
tails as deserts and salt flats. For foreign 
countries the area in square miles, popu- 
lation, and national capital are noted in 
a table at the head of the map. For each 
map is clearly stated the scale, projection, 
and altitude key. Twelve of the sixteen 
maps of the United States use insets to 
show the basic layout of metropolitan 
areas. 

Regional maps of the United States 
comprise one third of this section; there 
are in addition two maps of South Ameri- 

ca, nine of Europe, eight of Asia, three 
of Africa, and one of Australia. The 
coloring of the maps is generally good. A 
variety of scales is used for European 
countries, large scales for areas that are 
intrinsically important, smaller scales for 
less developed areas. The scales used for 
Europe, Australia, Asia, and Africa are 
generally adequate. However, the scale of 
39 miles to the inch used for the United 
States (with the exception of the Middle 
Atlantic) is generally inadequate for the 
American audience for which the atlas is 
primarily intended. This means that areas 
of high population density show places in 
a veritable jumble of hard-to-read type. 
The Northeastern states map includes 
Ohio, West Virginia, Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land, Delaware, New York, New Jersey, 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, much of Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky, and about one fourth 
of Michigan with a profile insert of the 
Great Lakes and St. Lawrence Seaway 
and inserts of metropolitan Pittsburgh, 
Baltimore, and Washington, D.C. all in 
Ta space of 21 inches by 15% inches. 

The citation on the foreign maps of 
some place names in Roman type and 
other names and physical features in italic 
type detracts from ease of reading. Names 
are given in the vernacular with English 
name in parentheses in small type. Some 
imbalance in coverage 'of foreign coun- 
tries is to be noted. Switzerland is given 

pore full page, Russia four, and the more 


than 50 African countries only three. 

The third section “The World About 
Us,” is a bright and interesting grouping 
of charts, maps, tables, and facts. There 
are geological, mineralogical, climatic, 
vegetation, and population maps. The 
color work is brilliant, although the scale 
in many instances is far too small to be 
useful for detailed work. The illustrations 
and drawings in this section are quite 
attractive and graphic. 

The fourth section, the indexes, demon- 
strates the emphasis on the United States 
found in this atlas. Some 37 pages provide 
the index to places in the United States 
with 1960 populations of more than 25,000 
while the place names of the rest of the 
world occupy some 39 pages. Spot checks 
show the indexes to be accurate. Index 
entries refer to page and location. .A gen- 
eral index locates the text and duplicates 
some of the place names indexed in the 
first two indexes. The book jacket claims 
some 50,000 places are indexed, and check- 
ing reveals this is an accurate claim, but 
even this quantity of coverage falls far 
below the standard requirements of 
100,000 or more for a library atlas. 

The book is sturdily bound and is 
printed on white, heavy paper. Chances of 
ever having the volume rebound are quite 
poor, because it lacks a gutter, and there 
are many double-page spreads. 

In conclusion, the Reader’s Digest Great 
World Atlas is a study in contrasts. The 
nonatlas material is pleasant, attractively 
arranged, and yields a good deal of inter- 
esting information, but libraries do not 
make enough use of this type of supple- 
mentary material to make it an important 
feature for libraries generally. For a seri- 
ous reference atlas used in homes or in 
libraries such inclusions are to be avoided. 
On the other hand the most important sec- 
tions, the maps and the indexes, fall below 
standards. Poor balance is exhibited in 
coverage of the world. The United States 
maps which would be most used by an 
American audience show imbalance in 
scope, treatment, and scale. In many in- 
stances they are too cluttered for easy 
readability. For these reasons and because 
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of the inability to determine with accu- 
racy who is editorially responsible, the 
failure to indicate authorship of the text, 
and the vagueness concerning individual 
and corporate contributors Reader’s Di- 
gest World Atlas is not recommended for 
purchase.

for a widespread rumor that U.N. forces were 
preparing to take over the US. and its gov- 
ernment. The dangers inherent in the meth- 
ods used by extremist groups acting in the 
name of patriotism are revealed through in- 
terviews with the persons involved in per- 
petrating and tracking down the hoax. ese 
include newspaper editors, reporters, teach- 
ers, a radio commentator in Arizona, writers, 
Congressman James Utt, who was partly re- 
sponsible for spreading the rumor through 
an item in a newsletter to his constituents 
and Senator Kuchel of California, who did 
more than any other person to trace the story 
to its origin and combat its effect. 

A thorough, systematic, objective study, the 
film is chilling in its implications. It effec- 
tively shows the vulnerability of a politically 
uninformed citizenry and reveals the threat 
posed to freedom and democracy by individu- 
als or groups who encourage a “climate of 
hate and hostility.” It could be widely used 
as an information and discussion film with a 
variety of audiences including civic groups, 
senior high and college students and teadh 
ers, church organizations, and groups work- 
iog in communications. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, that it will impress or convince indi- 


viduals or groups that really need it. A brief 
opening sequence from the “Twilight zone” 
series, showing visitors from another planet 
commenting on the inevitability of the peo- 


ple of the Earth ultimately destroying one 
another because of hate an icion, is un- 
necessary, out of keep with the sober, 


factual tone of Roger Mudd’s subsequent nar- 
ration, and the only weak point in an other- 
wise strongly impressive presentation. 


The changing city. Churchill Films, 6671 
Sunset Blvd, Los Angeles 90028. 1963. 
16min. $90; color, $180. 
Broadly surveying the development and prob- 
lems of the modern American city, the film 
begins by presenting some of the economic, 
tural, and social advantages that accompa- 
ny city living; studies the historical pattern 
of the growth of the city through the use of 
animated maps; then goes on to consider ma- 
jor urban problems such as traffic control, 
congestion, slum clearance and the decaying 
core area in the inner city, and the dificul- 
ties created by lack of planning, the unwise 
use of land, and inadequate public transpor- 
tation in the burgeoning suburbs. The urgent 
need for coordinated planning is emphasized 
throughout. 

A simple, basic study, made to correlate 
with the Tiegs-Adams series of social studies 
texts, published by Ginn, this might be used 
not only with junior and senior high school 
students but also with general audiences and 
civic-minded groups to increase their aware- 
ness of the problems of urban development. 
The presentation is too general and elemen- 
tary to be of interest to anyone with back- 
ground in the field. 


The emperor’s oblong pancake. John Wil- 
son Productions. Distributor: Sterling Ed- 
ucational Films, 241 E. 34th St, N.Y. 
a 1963; released 1964. 6min. color, 
An animated version of the story of the same 
title by Peter Hughes, this colorful film tells 
of an emperor who tries to change all the 
round objects in his kingdom into oblong 
ones. The one thing which defies his cour- 
tiers’ attempt at total “oblongness” is the sun. 
When the emperor takes upon himself the 
task of changing the sun he discovers that 
the world is round. Subsequently he finds 
that variety with oblong and round objects in 
his kingdom is the solution—except for pan- 
cakes, and those he prefers oblong. Artful 
drawings, animation, and use of color make 
this an ente: film for children. While 
Edward Everett Horton’s rapid-fire narration 
makes some of the words unintelligible, his 
very breathlessness adds to the sly humor 
and the pointed gatire on conformity which 
vould amuse adults as well as younger peo- 
ple. 


Eugene Atget. Photos. from the Bernice 
Abbott collection., Produced and directed 
by Harold Becker. Distributor: Contem-

With an almost fanatical zeal, Eugene Atget 
(1856-1927) documented through his photog- 
raphy the Paris of the early years of this 
century. Unlike most photographers of his 
period, he chose humble subjects: shop win- 
do the narrow streets of Montmarte and 
the Latin Quarter, streetwalkers, and street 
vendors. Working in the early dawn hours, 
he imparted to his pictures a haunting, al- 
most mysterious quality. 

None of the information about Atget, but 
all of the beauty and mystery of his work, 
has been translated to the motion-picture 
medium by Harold Becker, a well-known 
still photographer himself. These qualities 
are enhanced by a musical accompaniment of 
excerpts from Erik Satie’s Trois gymnopédies 
and the fluid camera work and slow velvety 
dissolves connecting the photographs, as man- 
aged by Wardell Gaynor at the animation 
camera. This is a beautiful example of poetic 
cinema, one that would be appreciated by 
adult and young adult audiences, as well as 
stimulating to creative writing classes. 


Flight of Faith 7. NASA. Distributor:

This meticulously detailed document of Major 
Gordon Cooper’s 22-orbital ce flight on 
May 15-16, 1963, begins with a brief survey of 
the flyer’s career, highlighting his job as a 
test pilot of supersonic jets. Continuing with 
views of the exhaustive preflight training of 
the astronaut under simulated space flight 
conditions, the narrative moves to the space- 
craft: its construction and the many devices 
and their uses in measuring and recording 
space phenomena. The familiar countdown 
and blast-off scenes dissolve to animated se- 
quences of the craft’s orbital pattern, the 
special medical and scientific tests under- 
taken in flight, and their effects on future 
launchings. Camera records of Cooper in 
actual flight and of the earth as seen from the 
capsule are also shown, and the astronaut’s 
voice is heard from time to time as he com- 
municates with the earth. The spacecraft’s 
re-entry into the earth’s atmosphere, the 
sighting of Cooper’s parachute and the recap- 
ture of the capsule and its occupant conclud 
this well-balanced presentation. For its his- 
toric value, as well as for the wealth of 
authentic information on contemporary ex- 
periments, the film is highly useful and rec- 
ommended for all audiences from junior high 
school age through adult. 


In a dark time. A film by David Myers. 
The Poetry Center in cooperation with the 
Associated Students of San Francisco 
State College. Distributor: Contemporary

Homage to the poet Theqdore Roethke, who 
was born in Michigan in 1908 and who died 
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suddenly in August, 1963, while this film was’ 
being edited. On the screen he is seen in 
his home, wandering among the hills, and in 


his classroom. The script is comprised of his ` 


statements on the source and function of 
poetry, biographical information, and read- 


ings of his works by the poet himself; the 4 


visual material suggests but does not literally 
illustrate what is heard. Word and image 
together impart, in Roethke’s own poetic vein, 
a vivid sense of his powerful, vibrant per- 
sonality and the beauty and range of his 
work. Of particular interest to readers and 
students of poetry, the film would be an asset 
in a library collection.

This record of a trip to India and Pakistan by 
Mrs, John F. Kennedy and her sister, Princess 
Lee Radziwill, in March, 1962, includes visits 
to the Taj Mahal, Jaipur, the Khyber Pass, 
and Shalimar Gardens, among other places. 
In a rather limited travelog, emphasis is 
placed on the former first lady’s interest in 
art and culture and in the welfare of children, 
rather than on political and economic aspects 
of the countries visited. Useful as an example 
of the people-to-people concept of interna- 
tional relations, as demonstrated in an earlier 
film on Marian Anderson, Lady from Phila- 
delphia (Booxuist 55:25, S 1 58), and recently 
in Biography: Eleanor Roosevelt (BOOKLIST 
60:735, Ap 1 64), the film will also appeal to 
adult audiences for its portrayal of the gra- 
ciousness and attractiveness of Mrs. Kennedy. 
While widespread interest in the subject 
might not be enduring, the film would have 
some future value for students and observers 
of the period. 


Mexican boy: the story of Pablo. William 
Deneen.

A pre command of the film 
medium, evidenced in virtuosic blending of 
scenes of the Shakespeare country, inanimate

is the feeling of the human presence in the 
camera’s movements and a richness of per- 
sonal experience in the shots of Warwick 
Castle, Westminster Abbey, and the Tower of 
London, used as settings for some of the plays. 
An exciting tribute to the Shakespeare Quad- 


ricentennial, this treatment is commensurate . 


with the stature of the playwright and his 
creative works. Although the film is expen- 
sive for most library budgets, its enduring 
appeal and importance make it worthy of 
consideration for all film collections.

The other films in 
the series are from Great expectations, in 
which Florence PAN peys a an n exaggerated 
version of Miss Ha kwick papers, 
in which Mr. Pickwick rae the dilemma of 
being caught in the wrong bedchamber and 
fighting a ridiculous duel; and A Christmas 
carol, with Basil Rathbone as a monsterlike 
Scrooge.

Great Gardens of the Western World is 
identical in content with the London- 
published book by the same author en- 
titled Great Gardens (London-Weiden- 
feld & Nicholson, 1963). Both volumes 
were printed in Italy by Arnoldo Monda- 
dori Editore Officine Graphice from the 
same plates. 

Great Gardens of the Western World is 
a chronologically arranged pictorial sur- 
vey of 38 of the world’s most beautiful 
gardens. Included are fine photographs, 
many contemporary engravings of garden 
designs and ground plans, and historical 
and descriptive text on exemplary gardens 
of the United States, Spain, Italy, France, 
Holland, Russia, the British Isles, and 
Germany. 

Peter Coats, who at one time directed 
the upkeep of the Lutyens Garden at Del- 
hi, has indeed selected some of the most 
magnificent gardens of the Western world. 
Starting with the ancient courtyard gar- 
dens of The Alhambra, near Granada in 
the south of Spain, he includes the great 
gardens of Versailles and the rose gardens 
at Bagatelle near Paris. (Bagatelle was 
built on a bet and as a surprise for Marie 
Antoinette in 1¥77); Peterhof, “Peter the 
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Great’s Versailles,” on the Gulf of Fin- 
land, containing the most striking cas- 
cades and fountains of any of the great 
formal gardens illustrated in this book; 
the eighteenth-century gardens at Wil- 
liamsburg, Virginia; the Huntington Bo- 
tanical Gardens, California, rare plants 
around a famous art collection; and last, 
Savill Gardens in the Royal Park at 
Windsor, England, today, great and lovely, 
about 30 years after their first plantings. 

The excellent illustrations are arranged 
with the text in a convenient and pleasing 
manner. The photography, especially that 
of Edwin Smith, is outstanding. There are 
40 plates in full color and 350 monochrome 
illustrations. In addition, there are many 
documentary drawings and engravings 
showing how the gardens appeared in 
previous centuries. The text is scholarly 
and interesting, a mixture of history and 
garden design. ` 

This volume has no bibliography, no 
footnotes, and no index. The 38 gardens 
are listed in the table of contents, which 
is followed by a short illustrated intro- 
duction on garden history and design 
written by Harold Nicolson. On the last 
page in the book the author credits the 
five photographers with the photographs 
contributed by each, and he expresses 
gratitude to the various institutions and 
persons who helped obtain illustrations 
and information concerning particular 
gardens. The format is sturdy and at- 
tractive. 

Designed and arranged for browsing, 
Great Gardens of the Western World is a 
beautiful work which will delight both 
amateurs and professionals who are inter- 
ested in gardening, garden design, and 
garden history. As such it is recommended 
for home, public, art, horticultural, and 
college and university libraries which do 
not already have Great Gardens by Peter 
Coats.

by one of the major cartographic organiza- 

tions in the world. The National Geo- 
graphic Society, according to the Intro- 
duction, distributes some 23 million maps 
annually to its members; it has distributed 
some 270 million maps during its existence. 

However, the editor states that this “is no 

mere assembly of already published maps.”* 

Each plate has been brought up to date. 

With reference to the relatively modes 

cost of the atlas, “the expense of mestof 

these plates has been borne in part by the 
magazine” [i.e. National Geographic Mag- 
azine] thus significantly reducing the sale 
price. Cartographers, editorial staff, and 
design and production personnel are iden- 
tified fully on the final page of the atlas. 
The volume is most attractive and use- 
ful. The copy under review is bound in 

a substantial moroccolike plastic—limp 

rather than hard cover. The maps are

They are clear, attractive looking with 

readable place names in legible type. In- 

sets are a feature. One set of endpapers 
depicts and describes the earth in space; 
the other illustrates various map pro-— 
jections and cartographic methods. 

There are 58 large political maps with 
some physical features shown. All have 

a 1963 copyright date. Nineteen are of the 

United States, four of Canada, and one of 

Mexico which also includes Central 

America. There are eleven of Europe, 

eight of Asia, and four each of Africa and 

South America. Three maps are of the

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world and five of the oceans. The West 
Niadies, Australia, and Antarctica are rep- 
resented by one map each. Of the 300 pages 
in the atlas, maps comprise 113 pages and 
“the index 246. The other pages contain 
introductory comment on regions. 

- A variety of projections and views are 
used in order to produce realistic pro- 
portions. For example, the Chamberlin 
Trimetric projection is used for South 
America and Africa, the Albers Conical 
Equal-Area projection for the South- 
western United States and Germany. On 
each map the projection is indicated. 
Scale is given in miles and kilometers. 

” Except for the United States and Can- 
ada, which have separate sections, the ar- 

ement of maps and accompanying 
text is by continent. There are also sec- 
tions dealing with “The Earth We Live 

On” and “The Oceans.” Each is intro- 
duced by very brief general comment fol- 
lowed by an alphabetical listing of the 
countries of the region. Under each of the 
latter is provided a small reproduction in 
color of the national flag and pithy text 
outlining history, geography, climate, and 
other factors. Generalized but unattrib- 
uted statistics related to population, area, 

v and the like are also provided. The text 
is far too brief to be useful for more 
than gazetteer purposes and is by no means 
a substitute for information in other 
standard sources. The maps of the area 
follow the text, proceeding in their ar- 
~wrangement from the broad overview to 
the more specifically local. Thus the map 
of the continent of Africa is followed by 
three regional maps of that continent. 

The sections on the United States and 

Canada follow this pattern. For the United 
States there is additional material on 
“Historic and Scenic America” which of- 
fers brief text and maps of the major na- 
tional parks and two double-page spreads 

_ on the battlefields of the Civil War. Each 
of these features has undoubted value in 

a limited" personal library but will be of 
little use in most institutional libraries 
where mfére extensive coverage will be 
T lv available. “The Oceans” provides 
coverage for the major island groups such 
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as the Solomon Islands, Guam, and the 
Marianas. However, the scale is so vast 
that indications of ocean depths, currents, 
and related matters is perforce general. 

The atlas also includes the customary 
tabulations of population and temperatures 
which may have value for other than li- 
brary uses. In the case of the United 
States, population data is attributed to 
returns of the 1980 census. For other 
places, the editor states that the “most 
recent national census or .. . official gov- 
ernment estimates” are used. 

The maps give a great deal of infarma- 
tion. There is a good explanation of map 
symbols and what they mean. The symbols 
are shown again on the same page with 
the maps in which they are used. Rail- 
roads, highways, places with scheduled 
air service, glaciers, deserts, lava, inter- 
mittent lakes, missile tracking stations, oil 
pipelines, swamps, canals, and interconti- 
nental ballistic missile bases are shown 
for land masses. On the ocean maps cold 
and warm currents are indicated, as are 
coral reefs, prevailing winds, and gulf- 
weed. The topography of ocean bottoms is 
shown by depth curves and soundings in 
fathoms. On land masses elevation is 
shown in gray shading. 

A comparison of this atlas with Times 
Atlas of the World (London: Times Pub- 
lishing Co. Ltd., 1955-57), Hammond’s 
Ambassador World Atlas (Maplewood, 
N.J.: C. S. Hammond & Co., 1961), and 
Rand McNally’s Commercial Atlas and 
Marketing Guide (Chicago: Rand Mc- 
Nally, 1964) showed that it gives con- 
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siderably more detail than the others. The 
Index which follows the map section has 
some 127,000 entries, “more than any other 
American atlas of the world,” the editor 
claims, The Index was checked; no inac- 
curacies were found. Place names are 
given in the vernacular. Occasionally the 
English name in parentheses follows the 
local name on the maps. The English 
name is given in the Index with cross- 
reference to the official form. 

This is an attractive and informative 
atlas. The paper is good, and the maps are 
clear and easily read. The major physical 
drawback is that the binding does not 
permit the atlas to lie flat when opened. 
This will detract from its usefulness for 
both personal and library use. Despite 
this and because of the excellence of its 
other features, the National Geographic 
Atlas of the World is recommended for 
purchase for homes and for public, school, 
college, and university libraries.

The first edition of The Standard Jew- 
ish Encyclopedia was reviewed in The 
Booklist and Subscription Books Bulletin, 
September 15, 1959, and was recommended 
for purchase. The revised edition has 
been examined with a view to determin- 
ing whether enough changes have been 
made to warrant purchase by libraries 
owning the first edition. 

The encyclopedia, which was printed in 
Israel, is a popular, alphabetically ar- 
ranged work containing concise, unsigned 
articles on all phases of Jewish history and 
culture, with emphasis on the modern 
period. The volume contains many illus- 
trations. Articles are not accompanied by 
bibliographies. 

More than 230 specialists have con- 
tributed to the work; their names appear 
in a List of Contributors at the front of 
the volume, with information on the sub- 
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ject areas in which they wrote. The editor- 
in-chief, Cecil Roth, is Reader in J nie 
Studies at Oxford and the author of 

works on Jewish history and culture. He 
was assisted by an American Advisory 
Board and a staff of several editors. One 
assistant editor and two new contributors 
were added for the preparation of the 
revised edition. 

The Preface (which remains unchanged) 
contains no information on the nature and 
extent of the revisions but the jacket 
copy claims hundreds of new entries and 
revision of 20 percent of the text. A com- 
parison of all of the entries and a small 
sample of the text shows that some mate’ “ 
rial has been rearranged or dropped in 
order to make room for new entries, gy ° 
occasional new illustration, or briefmfdi- 
tions to the text of old articles while at 
the same time retaining the original pagi- 
nation. 

The number of new entries is small; 
most of those noted were brief biographi- 
cal sketches, although there are some new 
cross-references also. Most of the revi- 
sions involve corrections or rearrange- 
ment of entry words and minor changes 


«In, or minor additions to, the text of arti- 


cles. There are some changes in illustra- ~ 
tions (for example, substitution of por- 
traits for some blographees) and numerous 
changes in. the captions to illustrations. 
The reasons for these last mentioned revi- 
sions are not always clear; although in 
some cases the captions have been made 
more informative, in others exactly the 
opposite has occurred. Death dates ap- 
pear to have been consistently added and 
other figures have been updated, although 
not so consistently. In the article, Israel, 
for example, although there are correc- 
tions of individual dates and figures, some 
of the basic tables have not been brought 
up to date. The article on Eichmann notes 
his trial and execution, and the article on 
Ribicoff mentions his appointment to a 
cabinet post. _ 7
